You don’t have to stand for me. My name is JZ Knight and 
I am the rightful owner of this body, and welcome to Ramtha’s 
school, and sit down. Thank you. 

So we will start out by saying that Ramtha and I are two 
different people, beings. We have a common reality point and 
that is usually my body. I am a lot different than he is, Though we 
sort of look the same, we really don’t look the same. 

What do I say? Let’s see. All of my life, ever since 1 was a 
little person, I have heard voices in my head and I have seen 
wonderful things that to me in my life were normal.

Later in my life I went to church and I 
tried to understand God from the viewpoint of religious doctrine 
and had a lot of difficulty with that because it was sort of in 
conflict with what I felt and what I knew. 

Ramtha has been a part of my life ever since I was born, 
but I didn’t know who he was and I didn’t know what he was, 
only that there was a wonderful force that walked with me, 
and when I was in trouble — and had a lot of pain in my life 
growing up — that I] always had extraordinary experiences with 
this being who would talk to me. And I could hear him as 
clearly as I can hear you if we were to have a conversation. 
And he helped me to understand a lot of things in my life that 
were sort of beyond the normal scope of what someone would 
give someone as advice.

It wasn’t until 1977 that he appeared to me in my kitchen 
on a Sunday afternoon as I was making pyramids with my husband 
at that time, because we were into dehydrating food and we were 
into hiking and backpacking and all that stuff. And so I put one 
of these ridiculous things on my head, and at the other end of 
my kitchen this wonderful apparition appeared that was seven 
feet tall and glittery and beautiful and stark. You just don’t expect 
at 2:30 in the afternoon that this is going to appear in your kitchen. 
No one is ever prepared for that. And so Ramtha at that time 
really made his appearance known to me. 

The first thing I said to him — and J don’t know where this 
comes from — was that “You are so beautiful. Who are your” 

And he has a smile like the sun. He is extraordinarily 
handsome. And he said, “My name is Ramtha the Enlightened 
One, and I have come to help you over the ditch.” Being the 
simple person that ] am, my immediate reaction was to look at 
the floor because I thought maybe something had happened to 
the floor, or the bomb was being dropped; I didn’t know. 

And it was that day forward that he became a constant in 
my life. And during the year of 1977 a lot of interesting things 
happened, to say the least. My two younger children at that time 
got to meet Ramtha and got to experience some incredible 
phenomena, as well as my husband. 

Later that year, after teaching me and having some difficulty 
telling me what he was and me understanding, one day he said to 
me, “I am going to send you a runner that will bring you a set of 
books, and you read them because then you will know what I 
am.” And those books were called the Life and Teaching of the 
Masters of the Far East (DeVorss & Co. Publishers, 1964), And 
so I] read them and I began to understand that Ramtha was one 
of those beings, in a way. And that sort of took me out of the 
are-you-the-devil-or-are-you-God sort of category that was 
plaguing me at the time. 

And after I got to understand him, he spent long, long 
moments walking into my living room, all seven feet of this 
beautiful being making himself comfortable on my couch, sitting 
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down and talking to me and teaching me. And what I didn’t realize 
at that particular time was he already knew all the things I was 
going to ask and he already knew how to answer them. But I 
didn’t know that he knew that. 

So he patiently since 1977 has dealt with me in a manner by 
allowing me to question not his authenticity but things about 
myself as God, teaching me, catching me when I would get caught 
up in dogma or get caught up in limitation, catching me just in 
time and teaching me and walking me through that. And I always 
said, “You know, you are so patient. You know, I think it is 
wonderful that you are so patient.” And he would just smile and 
say that he is 35,000 years old, what else can you do in that period 
of time? So it wasn’t really until about ten years ago that I realized 
that he already knew what I was going to ask and that is why he 
was so patient. But as the grand teacher that he is, he allowed me 
the opportunity to address these issues in myself and then gave 
me the grace to speak to me in a way that was not presumptuous 
but in a way, as a true teacher would, that would allow me to 
come to realizations on my own. 

Channeling Ramtha since late 1979 has been an experience, 
because how do you dress your body for —- Ram is seven feet tall 
and he wears two robes that I have always seen him in. Even 
though they are the same robe, they are really beautiful so you 
never get tired of seeing them. The inner robe is snow white and 
goes all the way down to where I presume his feet are, and then 
he has an overrobe that is beautiful purple. But you should 
understand that I have really looked at the material on these robes 
and it is not really material. It is sort of like light. And though the 
light has a transparency to them, there is an understanding that 
what he is wearing has a reality to it. 

Ramtha’s face is cinnamon-colored skin, and that is the best 
way I can describe it. It is not really brown and it is not really 
white and it is not really red; it is sort of a blending of that. And 
he has very deep black eyes that can look into you and you know 
you are being looked into. He has eyebrows that look like wings 
of a bird that come high on his brow. He has a very square jaw 
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and a beautiful mouth, and when he smiles you know that you are 
in heaven. He has long, long hands, long fingers that he uses very 
eloquently to demonstrate his thought. 

Well, imagine then how after he taught me to get out of my 
body by actually pulling me out and throwing me in the tunnel, 
and hitting the wall of light, bouncing back, and realizing my kids 
were home from school and I just got through doing breakfast 
dishes, that getting used to missing time on this plane was really 
difficult, and I didn’t understand what I was doing and where I 
was going, So we had a lot of practice sessions. 

You can imagine if he walked up to you and yanked you 
right out of your body and threw you up to the ceiling and said 
now what does that view look like, and then throwing you in a 
tunnel — and perhaps the best way to describe it is it is a black 
hole into the next level — and being flung through this tunnel 
and hitting this white wall and having amnesia. And you have to 
understand, I mean, he did this to me at ten o’clock in the morning 
and when I came back off of the white wall it was 4:30. So I had 
a real problem in trying to adjust with the time that was missing 
here. So we had a long time in teaching me how to do that, and it 
was fun and frolic and absolutely terrifying at moments. 

But what he was getting me ready to do was to teach me 
something that J had already agreed to prior to this incarnation, 
and that my destiny in this life was not just to marry and to have 
children and to do well in life but to overcome the adversity to let 
what was previously planned happen, and that happening including 
an extraordinary consciousness, which he is. 

Trying to dress my body for Ramtha was a joke. I didn’t 
know what to do. The first time we had a channeling session | 
wore heels and a skirt and, you know, I thought I was going to 
church. So you can imagine, if you have gota little time to study 
him, how he would appear dressed up in a business suit with 
heels on, which he has never walked in in his life. 

But I guess the point that I want to tell you is that it is really 
difficult to talk to people — and perhaps someday I will get to do 
that with you, and understanding that you have gotten to meet 
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Ramtha and know his mind and know his love and know his 
power — and how to understand that I am not him, and though 
I am working diligently on it, that we are two separate beings and 
that when you talk to me in this body, you are talking to me and 
not him, And sometimes over the past decade or so, that has 
been a great challenge to me in the public media because people 
don’t understand how it is possible that a human being can be 
endowed with a divine mind and yet be separate from it. 

So I wanted you to know that although you see Ramtha out 
here in my body, it is my body, but he doesn’t look anything like 
this. But his appearance in the body doesn’t lessen the magnitude 
of who and what he is. And you should also know that when we 
do talk, when you start asking me about things that he said, I may 
not have a clue about what you are talking about because when I 
leave my body in a few minutes, I am gone to a whole other time 
and another place that I don’t have cognizant memory of. And 
however long he spends with you today, to me that will maybe be 
about five minutes or three minutes, and when I come back to 
my body, this whole time of this whole day has passed and I 
wasn’t a part of it. And I didn’t hear what he said to you and I 
don’t know what he did out here. When I come back, my body is 
exhausted and it is hard to get up the stairs sometimes to change 
to make myself more presentable for what the day is bringing 
me, or what is left of the day. 

You should also understand as beginning students, one thing 
that became really obvious over the years, that he has shown me 
a lot of wonderful things that I suppose people who have never 
gotten to see them couldn’t even dream of in their wildest dreams. 
And I have seen the twenty-third universe and I have met 
extraordinary beings and I have seen life come and go. I have 
watched generations be born and live and pass in a matter of 
moments. I have been exposed to historical events to help me to 
understand better what it was I needed to know, I have been 
allowed to walk beside my body in other lifetimes and watch how 
I was and who | was, and I have been allowed to see the other 
side of death. So these are cherished and privileged opportunities 
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that somewhere in my life I earned the right to have them in my 
life. To speak of them to other people is, in a way, disenchanting 
because it is difficult to convey to people who have never been to 
those places what it is. And I try my best as a storyteller to tell 
them and still fall short of it. 

But I know that the reason that he works with his students 
the way that he does is because also Ramtha never wants to 
overshadow any of you. In other words, his whole point of 
focus is to come here and to teach you to be extraordinary; he 
already is. And it is not about him producing phenomena. If 
he told you he was going to send you runners, you are going 
to get them big time. It is not about him doing tricks in front 
of you; that is not what he is. Those are tools of an avatar 
that is still a guru that needs to be worshiped, and that is not 
the case with him. 

So what will happen is he will teach you and cultivate you 
and allow you to create the phenomenon, and you will be able to 
do that. And then one day when you are able to manifest on cue 
and you are able to leave your body and you are able to love, 
when it is to the human interest impossible to do that, one day he 
will walk right out here in your life because you are ready to share 
what he is. And what he is is simply what you are going to become. 
And until then he is diligent, patient, all-knowing, and all- 
understanding of everything that we need to know in order to 
learn to be that. 

And the one thing I can say to you is that if you are 
interested in what you have heard in his presentation, and you are 
starting to love him even though you can’t see him, that is a good 
sign because it means that what was important in you was your 
soul urging you to unfold in this lifetime. And it may be against 
your neuronet. Your personality can argue with you and debate 
with you, but you are going to learn that that sort of logic is 
really transparent when the soul urges you onto an experience. 

And I can just say that if this is what you want to do, you 
are going to have to exercise patience and focus and you are going 
to have to do the work. And the work in the beginning is very 
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hard. But if you have the tenacity to stay with it, then one day I| 
can tell you that this teacher is going to turn you inside out. And 
one day you will be able to do all the remarkable things that in 
myth and legend that the masters that you have heard of have the 
capacity to do. You will be able to do them because that is the 
journey. And ultimately that ability is singularly the reality of a 
God awakening in human form. 

Now that is my journey and it has been my journey all of 
my life. And if it wasn’t important and if it wasn’t what it was, I 
certainly wouldn’t be living in oblivion most of the year for the 
sake of having a few people come and have a New Age experience. 
This is far greater than a New Age experience. And I should also 
say that it is far more important than the ability to meditate or 
the ability to do yoga. It is about changing consciousness all 
through our lives on every point and to be able to unhinge and 
unlimit our minds so that we can be all we can be.

And if 
you would say, well, what is blocking me from doing that, the 
only block that we have is our lack to surrender, our ability to 
surrender, our ability to allow, and our ability to support ourself 
even in the face of our own neurological or neuronet doubt. If 
you can support yourself through doubt, then you will make the 
breakthrough because that is the only block that stands in your 
way. And one day you are going to do all these things and get to 
see all the things that I have seen and been allowed to see. 

So I just wanted to come out here and show you that I 
exist and that I love what I do and that I hope that you are 
learning from this teacher and, more importantly, I hope you 
continue with it.

I am Ramtha, the Ram. In the ancient language of my times 
it means “the God.” I am the great Ram of the Hindu people, for 
I was the first man born of the womb of woman and the loins of 
man who ever ascended from this plane. I learned how to ascend 
not through the teachings of any man but through an innate 
understanding of the God that lives in everything. I was also a 
man who hated and despised, who slew and conquered and ruled 
right into my enlightenment. 

I was the first conqueror this plane knew. I began a march 
that lasted sixty-three years, and I conquered three-quarters of 
the known world. But my greatest conquest was of myself, 
coming to terms with my own existence. When I learned to love 
myself and embrace the whole of life, I ascended with the wind 
into forever. 

I ascended in front of my people on the northeast side 
of the mount called Indus. My people, who numbered more 
than two million, were a mixture of Lemurians, the people 
from Ionia — later to be termed Macedonia — and the 
tribespeople escaping from Atlatia, the land you call Atlantis. 
It is my people’s lineage that now makes up the populace of 
India, Tibet, Nepal, and Southern Mongolia. 

I lived but one lifetime upon this plane, what is called in 
your understanding of time 35,000 years ago. I was born in 
ignorance and desperation to an unfortunate people, pilgrims from 
the land called Lemuria living in the slums of Onai, the greatest 
port city of Atlatia in its southern sphere. I came to Atlatia during 
what is called the last hundred years, before the continent broke 
up and great waters covered its land. 
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At that time Atlatia was a civilization of people with great 
intellect, whose endowment for scientific understanding was 
superb. Their science was even greater than what you have at this 
time in your scientific community, for the Atlatians had begun to 
understand and use the principles of light. They knew how to 
transform light into pure energy through what you term lasers. 
They even had aeroships that traveled on light, a science provided 
to them through an intercommunication with entities from other 
star systems. Though their ships were very primitive, they were 
nonetheless mobile and airborne. Because of the Atlatians’ great 
involvement with technology, they worshiped the intellect. Thus 
intellectual science became the religion of the Atlatians. 

The Lemurians were quite different from the Atlatians. Their 
social system was built upon communication through thought. 
They had not the advancement of technology, only a great spiritual 
understanding, for my forefathers were great in their knowingness 
of unseen values. They worshiped and revered that which was 
beyond the moon, beyond the stars. They loved an essence that 
could not be identified. It was a power they called the Unknown 
God. Because the Lemurians worshiped only this God, the 
Atlatians despised them, for they despised anything that was not 
progressive. 

In the days of the Ram when I was a little boy, life was 
destitute and very arduous. At that particular point in time Atlatia 
had already lost its technology, for its scientific centers in the 
north had been destroyed long ago. In their experiments with 
traveling on light, the Atlatians had pierced the cloud cover that 
completely surrounded your planet, much as it surrounds Venus 
today. When they pierced the stratosphere, great waters fell and a 
freeze occurred, which put most of Lemuria and the northern 
parts of Atlatia under great oceans; thus the people from Lemuria 
and the north of Atlatia fled to the southern regions of Atlatia. 

Once technology was lost in the north, life gradually became 
primitive in the south. During the hundred years before all of 
Atlatia was submerged, the southernmost region was a primitive 
Atlatia that had degenerated into the rule of tyrants. The tyrants 
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governed the people not through a republic but through irrefutable 
law. In the government of irrefutable law, the Lemurians were 
considered the dung of the earth, less than a dog in the street. 

Contemplate for a moment being spat upon, urinated upon, 
and allowed to wash it away only with your tears. Contemplate 
knowing that the dogs in the streets have greater nourishment 
than you who hunger for anything to kill the agony in your belly. 

In the streets of Onai, it was common to see the 
brutalization of children and the beating and rape of women. It 
was common to see Atlatians pass a starving Lemurian on the 
road and hold their noses with kerchiefs of fine linen dipped in 
jasmine and rose water, for we were considered stinking, wretched 
things. We were the no-things, the soulless, mindless wastes of 
intellect because we were without the scientific understanding of 
such things as gases and light. Because we did not possess an 
intellectual bent, as it were, we were turned into slaves to work 
the fields. 

That was when I was born upon this plane. That was my 
time. What sort of dream was I in? The advent of man into the 
arrogance and stupidity of intellect. 

I did not blame my mother that I did not know who my 
father was. I did not blame my brother that our fathers were not 
the same, nor did I blame my mother for our absolute poverty. 
As a little boy I watched as my mother was taken into the streets 
and had her sweetness taken from her. After my mother was taken, 
I watched a child grow inside her belly and I knew whose it was. 
And I watched my mother weep, for would there be another child 
in the streets to suffer as we had suffered in this promised land? 

Because my mother was too weak to bear the child alone, I 
helped her give birth to my little sister. ] scrounged in the streets 
for food, killed dogs and wildfowl, and stole grain from 
proprietors late in the evening, for I was very deft on my feet. I 
fed my mother, who in turn suckled my little sister. 

I did not blame my little sister for the death of my beloved 
mother, for the little girl suckled away all of my mother’s strength. 
My sister became diarrhetic and could not hold what was going 
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into her body, and so she too lost all the life in her body. 

I laid my mother and sister together and went to gather 
timbers. I put the timbers on top of them and stole away into the 
night to gather fire. I said a prayer to my mother and my sister, 
whom I loved greatly. Then I lit the timbers swiftly so that the 
stench from their bodies would not disturb the Atlatians, for if it 
did the Atlatians would fling their bodies into the desert where 
the hyenas would prey upon them and tear them apart. 

As I watched my mother and sister burn, my hatred for the 
Atlatians increased within my being to where it became like venom 
from a great viper. And I was only a little boy. 

As the stench and smoke from the fire spread throughout 
the valley, I thought about the Unknown God of my people. I 
could not understand the injustice of this great God or why he 
would create the monsters that hated my people so. What did my 
mother and little sister ever do to deserve the wretched deaths 
they experienced? 

I did not blame the Unknown God for his inability to love 
me. I did not blame him for not loving my people. I did not blame 
him for the death of my mother and my little sister. I did not 
blame him; I hated him. 

1 had no one left, for my brother was kidnapped by a satrap 
and taken into subserviency into the land that would later be called 
Persia. There he was abused for the pleasure of the satrap and 
his need for what is called loin gratification. 

I was a lad of fourteen with no meat upon my bones and 
a great bitterness inside me. So I decided to do battle with the 
Unknown God of my forefathers, the only thing I felt worthy 
of dying by. I was determined to die, but as an honorable man. 
And I felt that dying at the hands of man was a dishonorable 
way to perish. 

I saw a great mountain, a very mysterious place that loomed 
on the distant horizon. I thought that if there were a God, he 
would live there, above us all, just as those who governed our 
land lived above us. If I could climb there, I thought, I would get 
in touch with the Unknown God and proclaim my hatred for him 
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at his unfairness to humanity. 

I left my hovel and journeyed for many days to reach this 
great mountain, devouring locusts and ants and roots along the 
way. When I reached the mount I climbed into the clouds, which 
now veiled its whitened peak, in order to do battle with the 
Unknown God. I called out to him, “I am a man. Why have I not 
the dignity of one?” And I demanded that he show me his face, 
but he ignored me. 

I fell upon my haunches and wept heartily, until the 
whiteness iced itself from my tears. When I looked up, I beheld 
what seemed to be a wondrous woman holding a great sword 
before me. She spoke to me saying, “O Ram, O Ram, you who 
are broken in Spirit, your prayers have been heard. Take this 
sword and conquer yourself.” And in but a blink of my eye she 
was gone. 

Conquer myself? I could not turn the blade around and 
hack off my own head; my arms would not reach the hilt of the 
sword. Yet I found honor in this great sword. No longer did I 
shiver against the great cold but found warmth instead. And when 
I looked again where my tears had fallen, there grew a flower of 
such sweet aroma and color that I knew the flower was of hope. 

I came down from the mountain with the great sword in 
my hand, a day which was recorded in the history of the Hindu 
people as the terrible day of the Ram. A boy had gone to that 
mountain, but a man returned. No longer frail or weak of bodily 
movement, I was a Ram in every sense of the word. I was a young 
man with a terrible ight about me and a sword that was larger 
than I was. Sometimes IJ think I was very slow to understand in 
that existence, for I never fully realized why the wondrous sword 
was so light that I could carry it, yet it was so large that nine 
hands together could hold the hilt of it. 

I returned from the mountain to the city of Onai. In the 
fields outside the city I saw an old woman stand up and shade her 
eyes to look at me a’coming, Soon all stopped their labors. Carts 
stopped. Donkeys squealed. Everything became quiet. When the 
people ran up to look upon my countenance, they must have been 
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persuaded because every one of them took up his meager tool 
and followed me into the city. 

We destroyed Onai because the Atlatians spat in my eye 
when I demanded they open the granaries to feed our people. So 
unprepared were the Atlatians for this that they were easily 
overtaken, for they did not know of battle. 

I opened the granaries to our poor people, and then we 
burned Onai to the ground. It never occurred to me that I couldn’t 
do that, for I did not care if I lived or died at that point; I had 
nothing left to live for. 

When the slaughter and burning were finished, a great hurt 
was still within my being, for my hatred had not been satisfied. 
So I ran from the people to hide in the hills, but they followed 
me in spite of all my cursing and throwing stones and spitting 
at them. 

“Ram, Ram, Ram, Ram,” they chanted, carrying their tools 
of the field and grain tied in linens, and herding sheep and goats 
before them. I shouted at the people to leave me alone and go 
home. But still they came, for they no longer had a home. I was 
their home. 

Since they insisted on following after me wherever I went, I 
gathered together all these soulless creatures of different 
denominations, and they became my army, my people. And great 
people were they indeed. But soldiers? Hardly. But from then on, 
the great army of the Ram assembled itself. Its number in the 
beginning was close to ten thousand. 

From that time I was a driven entity, a barbarian, who 
despised the tyranny of men. I hated man and fought, fully 
expecting to die. I did not have the fear of dying that many of my 
people did because I wanted to die honorably. I never knew fear. 
I only knew hate. 

When you lead a charge and you are the one in front, with 
no one on either side of you, you have to be crazy, A person who 
would do that is filled with a powerful drive called hate. So I was 
very much a spectacle to be hewed down by the noblest of foe, if 
they would only do me the honor. And J picked the worthiest 
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opponents to be my demise. But, you know, when there is an 
absence of fear, there is a presence of conquering. Thus I became 
a great conqueror. Before my time there was no such thing as a 
conqueror, only tyrants. 

I created war. I was the first conqueror this plane ever knew. 
Until my time there was no warring faction against the arrogance 
of the Atlatians. None. I created it. In my anger and hostility and 
my desire to be noble and honorable to what I felt, I became 
what you would term a great entity. Know you what a hero is? 
Well, I was one indeed. The hero salvages life and puts an end to 
the wrongs of life, not realizing that in doing so, he is also creating 
a wrong. I desired to do away with all forms of tyranny and I did, 
only to become the very thing I despised. 

Thereafter I was driven to slay tyranny and to make the 
color of my skin more respectable. And from all the sieges and 
battles we put forth — the lands that we crossed and all the people 
we freed along the way — one by one my army grew, and great 
became the legend of the Ram and his army. 

I was an imbecile, a barbarian, a buffoon, an ignorant entity 
of savage acclaim. And for ten years into my march, I warred 
upon innocents and hacked and burned my way across many 
lands until I was run through with a great sword. Had they left 
it in me, I might have been all right, but they pulled it out to 
make sure that I would bleed to death. I saw the river of life 
ebbing from my being onto a snowy, marble floor that seemingly 
was perfect, only to see that the river of scarlet had found a 
crack in it. 

As I lay there on the cold, marble floor, watching the blood 
issue forth from my being, there came a voice. It spoke to me and 
it said, “Stand up.” It said, “Stand up.” 

I pulled up my head and put forth my palms. Then I began 
to pull under me the knees of my being. As I raised my 
countenance so that my head was erect and even, I pulled up 
my left foot and stabilized it. Then gathering all of my strength, 
I put my hand upon my knee, my fist into my wound, and I 
stood up. 
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As I stood there — with blood issuing from my mouth, 
flowing through my fingers, and running down my legs —- my 
assailants, who were now certain that I was immortal, fled from 
me. My soldiers laid siege to the city and burned it to the ground. 

T would never forget the voice that made me stand up, that 
kept me from dying, In the years to come I would seek to find the 
face of that voice. 

I was given to the court of women in my march to be cared 
for. And I had to endure the stinking poultices of vulture grease 
that were put upon my chest. I had to be bossed by the women 
and undressed before their eyes. I could not even urinate or spill 
dung from my anus in private but had to do it in front of them, a 
most humiliating experience. I have acclaimed even to this day 
that the vulture grease was not to heal me but was so wretched 
that when I breathed it, it kept life in me. During my healing, 
much of my pride and hate had to give way to survival. 

While I was recovering from my ghastly wound and couldn’t 
do anything else, I began to contemplate everything around me. 
One day I watched an old woman pass from this plane, clutching 
heartily the crudely woven linen she had made for her son who 
had perished long ago. I saw the woman pass in the light of the 
noonday sun, life ebbing from her body in choking strokes of 
weeping. As I watched the old woman shrivel in the light, her 
mouth opened to an aghast expression and her eyes became glazed, 
unaffected by the light. Nothing moved, save the breeze and her 
old hair. 

I thought about the woman and her son who had perished, 
and I thought about their great intelligence. Then I looked back 
at the sun, which never perished. It was the very same sun the old 
woman had seen through a crack in the roof of her hovel when 
she first opened her eyes as a babe, and it was the last thing she 
saw when she died. 

I looked again at the sun. You know, it was oblivious that 
she had died. I watched it as we buried the old woman under a 
tall poplar tree by the river. 

As the sun set that evening, I cursed it. I watched it set upon 
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the mantle of the mountains like a great fiery jewel, scarlet-eyed. I 
looked upon the purpled mountains and the valley, already shrouded 
in mist, and saw rods of the sun’s light gild all things and make 
them illusionarily beautiful. I saw clouds, once the pallor of blue, 
become vividly alive in hues of scarlet, fire-rose, and pink. 

I continued to watch the great light as it retired behind the 
mountains, now looming like piercing teeth on the horizon, until 
the last rods of its beauty had descended behind the last mount. 
I heard a night bird cry above me, and I looked into the heavens 
to see the pale moon waxing against a darkening sky. A breeze 
came up and as it blew my hair and dried my tears it made me sick 
in my being. 

You know, I was a great warrior. With a sword I could 
cleave a man in half in a moment. I had beheaded, hacked, and 
butchered. I had smelled blood and burned people. But why did 
I do all of that? The sun set in its magnificence anyway. The 
bird cried in the night anyway. And the moon came up in spite 
of it all. 

That is when I began to ponder the Unknown God. The 
only thing I truly wanted was to understand that which seemed 
sO awesome, so mysterious, and so very far away. And what was 
man? What was he? Why was he not greater than the sun? Why 
couldn’t the old woman live? Why was man — though the 
teeming multitude upon the plane, the creating force, the unifying 
force — the most vulnerable of all creation? If man was so 
important, as my people told me, why wasn’t he important 
enough that when he died, the sun stood still to mourn his 
passing, or the moon turned purple, or the fowl ceased to fly? 
Man was very unimportant, it seemed, for all these things 
continued in spite of his peril. 

All I wanted was to know. 

I did not have a teacher to teach me of the Unknown God, 
for I did not trust any man. I had seen and lost so much through 
the wickedness of man and his altered thinking, I had seen man 
despise man and think him to be soulless. I had seen innocents 
gutted and burned out of fear. I had seen children, naked on 
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slave blocks, examined by perverted souls who plucked from them 
their hairs of adolescence so they would still have the image of 
young children as they were raped. I had seen priests and prophets 
invent, through their hatred for mankind, creatures of great 
torment and ugliness so they could govern and enslave people 
through the rule of religious forms. 

There was no man living that I would have as my teacher, 
for any man living had altered thinking, had taken that which was 
really pure and innocent and altered it through his own limited 
understanding. So I wanted nothing to do with a God created 
through man’s understanding, for if man created the God, the 
God was fallible. 

It was life’s elements, the truest teachers of all, that taught 
me of the Unknown God. I learned from days. I learned from 
nights. I learned from tender, insignificant life that abounded even 
in the face of destruction and war. 

I contemplated the sun in its advent of glory upon the 
horizon, I watched its journey through the heavens, ending up in 
the western sphere and passing into its sleep. I learned that the 
sun, though mute, subtly controlled life, for all who were brave 
and gallant and warring with one another ceased their warring 
when the sun went down. 

I watched the beauty of the moon in her pale light as she 
danced across the heavens, illuminating the darkness in mysterious 
and wonderful ways. I saw the fires from our encampment and 
how they lit up the evening sky. I listened to the wildfowl landing 
on the water, birds rustling in their night nest, and children and 
their laughter. I observed falling stars, nightingales, the frost on 
the reeds, and the lake silvered with ice to create the illusion of 
another world. I saw the leaves of olive trees turn from emerald 
to silver as the wind blew through them. 

I observed women standing in the river as they gathered 
water in their urns, their clothing tied up in knots to reveal their 
alabaster knees. I listened to the clatter of the women’s gossip 
and the teasing in their laughter. I smelled the smoke from distant 
fires and the garlic and wine on the breath of my men. 
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It was not until I observed and pondered life and its 
ongoingness that I discovered who the Unknown God truly was. 
I reasoned that the Unknown God was not the Gods created 
through the altered thinking of man. I| realized that the Gods in 
men’s minds are only the personalities of the things they fear and 
respect the most; that the true God is the ongoing essence that 
permits man to create and play out his illusions, however he 
chooses, and that will still be there when man returns yet again 
another spring, another life. I realized that it is in the power and the 
ongoingness of the life force where the Unknown God truly lies. 

Who was the Unknown God? It was me, and the birds in 
their night nest, the frost on the reeds, the morning dawn, and 
evening sky. It was the sun and the moon, children and their 
laughter, alabaster knees and running water, and the smell of 
garlic and leather and brass. This understanding took a long 
time for me to grasp, though it had been right in front of me all 
the time. The Unknown God wasn’t beyond the moon or the 
sun, It was all around me. And with this new birth of reasoning, 
I began to embrace life, to hold that dear to me, and to find a 
reason to live. There was more than blood and death and the 
stench of war. There was life, far greater than we had ever 
perceived it to be. 

It was through this realization that I would understand in 
the years to come that man is the greatest of all things; that the 
only reason the sun is ongoing, while man dies, is the sun never 
even contemplates death. All it knows is to be. 

When I realized through contemplative thought who the 
Unknown God was and what it was, I did not wish to wither and 
die, as the old woman had died. There must be a way, I thought, 
to be as ongoing as the sun. 

Once I had healed from the dire wound to my body, I had 
little to do but to sit upon a plateau and watch my army grow fat 
and lazy. One day as I looked to the horizon to see the vague 
outline of ghostly mountains and valleys yet uncharted, | 
wondered what would it be like to be the Unknown God, the life 
element. How could I be part of this essence that is ongoing? 
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That is when the wind played a jest upon me and insulted 
me beyond my means. It blew up my cloak, which was long and 
regal, and dumped it on top of my head, a most embarrassing 
thing. Not a very noble position for a conqueror. Then the wind 
caused a wonderful pillar of saffron-colored dust to form a 
column beside me all the way up into the heavens. Then when I 
was not paying enough attention, the wind ceased, allowing all 
the dust to fall upon me. 

Then the wind went whistling down the canyon, down to 
where the river flowed, and on through the wonderful olive 
orchards, turning the leaves from emerald to silver. And it blew a 
beautiful maiden’s skirt up around her waist, with all the giggling 
that went on from that. And then it blew the hat from a little 
child’s head and the child went racing after it, laughing gleefully. 

I demanded that the wind come back to me, but it only 
laughed in its gales in the canyon. Then when I was blue in the 
face from shouting orders, I sat back down upon my haunches 
and it came and blew in my face softly. That is freedom. 

While there was no man I would have as my ideal, the wind 
performed itself to be very much an ideal for me. You cannot see 
the wind, yet when it comes upon you in a fury, you are assailed. 
And no matter how grand and powerful you are, you cannot 
declare war upon the wind. What can you do to it? Cleave it with 
your broadsword? Hack it with your ax? Spit upon it? It will only 
throw it back in your face. 

What else could man be, I thought, that would give him 
such free movement, such power; that could never be captivated 
by the limited nature of man; that would permit him to be in all 
places at all times and, unlike man, never dies? 

To me the wind was an ultimate essence, for it is ongoing, 
free-moving, all-consuming. It has no boundaries and no form. 
It is magical, exploratory, and adventurous, and that indeed is 
the closest resemblance there is to the God essence of life. And 
the wind never judges man. The wind never forsakes man. The 
wind, if you call it, will come to you through love. Ideals should 
be like that. 
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So I desired to become the wind. And I contemplated on it 
for years and years. That became my ideal. That was what I wanted 
to be. That was what all my thoughts were bent on becoming. IJ 
contemplated the wind and aligned myself with its elusiveness 
and lightness and contours that are indefinable. And as I 
contemplated the wind, it was the wind that I became in my search 
for becoming, 

The first occurrence was not until six years after I had been 
run through. Every evening J would go and sit upon my solitary 
plateau, gaze into the moon with her soft pallor, and contemplate 
the wind. And there came a time, much to my surprise, when I 
found myself aloft in the heavens and did not know who I was 
when I turned to look down. 

In but a moment IJ realized that I was far away from my 
simple speck of a body down on the plateau. When I looked down 
upon my embodiment, I felt fear for the first time since I was run 
through. It was fear that brought me back to the body. 

I opened my eyes to a cold/hot sweat over the realization 
that I had been elsewhere, outside of the prison of my 
embodiment. J was in paradise because I was sure that J had 
become the wind. I flung myself to the ground and praised God: 
the Source, the Power, the Cause, the Wind. I would never forget 
that splendid moment when J became the grace and beauty and 
bountiful life of the wind. And I reasoned that what allowed me 
to become that was my complete determination to become my 
ideal, always holding clear in thought the vision of what I wanted 
to become. 

The next eve J went to my place of solitary movement, 
contemplated the wind with exuberant joy, and I became nothing, 
I tried again and again and again. J knew that my experience was 
not simply my imagination. I had seen a different perspective. I 
had been in the air as a dove or a hawk and had seen my pitiful 
self below me. 

Nothing did I want, nothing did I desire — nothing — except 
the one thought of becoming that freedom. But no matter how 
hard J struggled and how much sweat broke out upon my body 
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and how much cursing followed thereafter, I didn’t go anywhere. 
I stayed — and much heavier than before — because J had become 
more aware, mind you, of how heavy I was. But I never lost sight 
of my ideal, nor did I ever forget that moment of feeling when I 
first looked down upon my pitiful body. 

It was a long time before I became the wind again, two 
years in your time, reckoning from the first event. This time it 
happened not upon contemplating the wind but upon going into 
a restful sleep. I had praised the Source, the sun, life, saffron 
dust, the moon, the stars, the sweet smells of jasmine. J praised 
them all. And ere I closed my lids, I was in the heavens again as 
the wind. 

Once I had perfected my ability to leave my body, it took 
me a long time to reckon how to go places. Then it happened one 
day that one of my men came into a most perilous position. He 
had fallen from his horse with his foot still lodged in a stirrup. 
The moment I put my thought with him, I was with him, and |] 
released his heel. I stood over him and wished him well, but he 
thought I was a dream. 

For many years J traveled in thought into other kingdoms 
and to other entities. I visited civilizations in the birth of their 
future and lives yet unseen. I learned to travel in moments, for ] 
learned that wherever the thought is, so is the entity. And how 
did I conquer thereafter? 1 was an awesome foe, for I knew my 
enemies’ thinking; thus I outwitted them all. No longer did I 
besiege kingdoms; J let them besiege themselves. 

Slowly over many years — as the thought of becoming 
my ideal became the very life force in the cells of my 
embodiment — my soul gradually changed the programming in 
every cellular structure to increase the vibratory rate within them, 
my desire was that strong. The more peaceful I became with 
life, the more that emotion carried through my entire physical 
arrangement until I became lighter and lighter and lighter. People 
would look at me and say, “Alas, there is a glow about the master.” 
There was, for my body was vibrating at a faster rate of speed, 
going from the speed of matter into the speed of light. That is 
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what emanated a glow from my being. 

In time my body became fainter and fainter by the light of 
the moon. Then one night I became where the moon was. No 
longer did I simply travel in thought. I had raised my bodily 
vibrations into light and had taken my entire embodiment with 
me. I was gleeful and mirthful, for that which I had done was 
unheard of. Yet I came back, but only to see if I could do it again. 
And I did, again and again and again, sixty-three times before my 
final ascension. It became an expectancy, as breathing is to you. 

When I became the wind, I realized how truly limited I had 
been and how free the elements were. When I became the wind, I 
became an unseen power that has no form, that is pulsating light, 
indivisible. In that, I could move with freedom through valleys 
and dales and glens, through mountains and oceans and stratums, 
and none could see me. And, like the wind, I had the power to 
turn leaves from emerald to silver, to move trees that are 
unshakable, to go into the lungs of a babe, into the mouth of a 
lover, and back into the clouds to push them away. When I became 
the wind, I became the height of a moving power that can never 
be tamed, a wild movement that is free: free of weight, free of 
measure, free of time. 

When I became the wind, I realized how small and 
helpless man is in his ignorance about himself and how great 
he becomes when he extends himself into knowledge. I learned 
that whatever man contemplates long enough, merely by desire 
he will become. If man tells himself long enough that he is 
wretched, soulless, powerless, he will believe it and become it. 
If he calls himself lord of the wind, he will be lord of the 
wind, as I became lord of the wind. And if he calls himself 
God, he is going to become God. 

Once I had learned these things, I began to teach my beloved 
brothers about the Unknown God, the Source of all life. There 
came a day when I was an old man, when all I had set out to 
accomplish in my being had been accomplished. I made a journey 
across the River Indus and there, on the side of the mountain 
called Indus, I communed with all of my people for one hundred 
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and twenty days. I urged them to know that these understandings 
were a truth, that the source of their divine guidance was not 
through me or any other man but through the God that had 
created us all. For their belief — and to their surprise — I elevated 
myself quite nicely above them. Women screamed and became 
aghast. Soldiers dropped their broadswords in wonderment. I 
saluted them all farewell and urged them to learn as I had learned, 
to become as I had become in their own way. 

Through learning how to comprehend life elements that I 
found more forceful than man — elements that I found more 
intelligent than man, that live in a peaceful coexistence beside 
and in spite of man — did I discover the Unknown God. 

If you ask man, “How should I look? What should I believe 
in? How should I live?” — if you do that, you will die. That is a 
truth. Go and ask the wind: “Give me knowledge, wind. Open 
me up and let me know,” and it will turn you from olive to silver 
and take you into the hollows of the canyons and laugh with you 
blatantly free. 

I was most fortunate in being taught by life’s elements. The 
sun never cursed me and the moon never said I must be a certain 
way. And the elements never reflected failure to me. The frost 
and the dew, the smell of grass, the insects going to and fro, the 
cry of the nighthawk, they are all unfailing things whose essence 
is simple. And a wonderful thing about them in their simplicity 
and steadfastness, they asked nothing of me. The sun did not 
look down and say, “Ramtha, you must worship me in order to 
know me.” The moon did not look down and say, “Ramtha, wake 
up. It is time to look upon my beauty.” They were there whenever 
I looked to see them. 

I learned from something that is constant, without 
judgment, and easily understood if a man puts his mind to it. 
Because of that, I was not at the hands of the altered thinking 
of man with his hypocrisy, dogma, superstitious beliefs, and 
multifaceted Gods that you must try to appease. That is why it 
was easy for me to learn in one existence on this plane what 
most have yet to understand because they look for God in 
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another man’s understanding. They look for God in 
governmental rule, in church rule, in a history which they have 
yet to question who wrote it or why it was written. Man has 
based his beliefs, his understandings, his thought processes, his 
lives on something that life after life after life has proven itself 
a failure. Yet man, stumbling over his own altered thinking, 
imprisoned by his own arrogance, continues the steadfast 
hypocrisy that only leads to death. 

After I ascended is when I knew everything I wanted to 
know because I went out of the density of flesh and into the 
fluidness of thought and, in so doing, I was not inhibited by 
anything. Then I knew that man truly was, in his essence, God. 
Before I ascended I did not know there was such a thing as a 
soul, nor did 1 understand the mechanics of ascending the 
embodiment. I only knew that I was at peace with what I had 
done and I was at peace with life. I was no longer an ignorant 
barbarian anxious for battle. I was no longer overwrought and 
overworked. I embraced life and the wonderfulness that I saw in 
the heavens day after day and night after night. That was my life. 

I learned to love myself when I compared myself with 
something great and majestic. My life became fulfilled when I 
took hold of all my understanding and focused it on myself. That 
is when peace came. That is when J began to know more. That is 
when I became one with the Unknown God. 

It was not the wind that I became but the ideal that the 
wind represented to me. I am now the lord over it, for I became 
the unseen principle that is free and omnipresent and one with 
all life. It was when I became that principle that I understood the 
Unknown God and all that it is — and all that it isn’t — because 
that is what I wanted to understand. I found the answers within 
me that allowed me to expand into a grander understanding. 

I was Ram the Conqueror. J am now Ram the God. I was a 
barbarian who became God through the simplest and yet the most 
profound of things. What I teach you is what | learned. 
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‘What is ascension? Taking all that I am into eternity 
like the wind. If I listened to man, entity, I would 
have perished in that life. Everyone here perishes, for 
they know they are going to, and everyone here lives for 
the opinions of everyone else. What a folly. I learned 
to love myself when I compare myself to something 
great and majestic. Whatever man in his being 
contemplates himself upon, he will become it, for he is 
the God hidden behind the mask of mankind.”

You will learn how to feel 
profoundly so that you gain the truest treasure of this plane: 
emotion. And you will come to love yourself so grandly that no 
matter who stands before you, you will find God in them as you 
have found it in yourself, and you will love them as deeply as you 
have learned to love yourself. Then you who have taught yourself 
so eloquently will be a brilliant light to the world, only because 
you are a radiant example of the love of self. 
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Now this teaching is not a religious understanding, for 
religion is dogmatic, restrictive, and very judgmental. I am not a 
teacher of religion, for it has brought great division and great 
hurt to this plane. This teaching is simply knowledge. It is learning; 
it is experience; it is love. I will love you into knowing God and 
becoming the unlimitedness that God is. 

This teaching is lawless. It possesses no laws, for law is a 
limitation that obstructs freedom. I will teach you of nothing but 
God and options. I am here to open the doors to greater 
knowledge so that you realize your options for living upon this 
plane; so you realize that your life is not limited to this plane, for 
life exists on other planes and in many other places. 

I am here to help you who are enslaved by fear, entrapped 
by your own thought processes, to begin to see a new vista of 
unlimited thinking, unlimited purpose, unlimited life. That I will 
teach you this day, to whatever point you want to receive it, to 
whatever point you wish to live it. I am going to lead you from 
your cloistered self back into your own greatness. And that which 
is within you, which is called the lamp within, shall be lit 
brighter. 

I ask of you nothing other than to be yourself. But most 
here do not know who self is. I will teach you how to find it again 
and, when found, you will never let go of it again. Then no one 
will need to teach you thereafter. Then you are sovereign in your 
own truth and free to live according to your own designs. 

I have chosen to come back to you through the embodiment 
of a woman who was my beloved daughter in my times. When I 
was upon your plane, I married not any woman. But on my march 
many entities gave me their children as a gift of appreciation. 
There were cheesemakers who gave me cheese and winemakers 
who gave me wine. And there were those whose greatest prize 
was their children, and they gave them to the House of Ram. For 
an entity who had never lain with a woman, I had more children 
than anyone I knew. And the children were great teachers for me, 
for in their innocence and purity of Spirit children live a very 
simple truth. 
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My daughter was one of these children, and this child I 
loved greatly. The little girl did not want to be a little girl; she 
wanted to be a warrior. Being a woman and weaving and doing 
womanish things did not appeal to her. She never really understood 
war until a long time later. But the entity loved me dearly. And 
she wanted nothing more than to learn, and that I admired. 

On the day of my ascension I promised my daughter that I 
would return, though she knew not where I was going. I charged 
her to go to the land called Turk, where she lived out her days 
waiting for me to come back. I never did. 

My daughter has lived many lives and has been burned and 
beheaded and starved for what she knew to be a truth. Through 
all of those lives she has emerged to be a noble creature who 
lives what she is humbly. It is because of that humility that I have 
been able to return through her to remind her of the heritage 
that she and you forgot long ago. This is her service to the world. 
And to her, as to you, I have fulfilled my word. 

I came to my daughter in the midst of her life at a time 
when such unexpected things do not occur. Because she was prim 
and proper and innocent, and did not venture into extraordinary 
beliefs, I chose her for this service and taught her for a long time 
what I am teaching you. Through knowledge and learning we 
began this work together, at first to be unannounced in your 
marketplace in order that it might grow one by one. 

I have chosen to speak with you in this fashion because you 
are all prone to worship the images of others and exalt them 
above yourselves. So for those who come into my audience, I 
have no body to worship nor feet to kiss. And my daughter will 
not allow you to do it to hers, for they are her feet, after all. 
When you leave my audience, you will have no image by which 
you can remember me — and no picture that you can dangle 
around your neck, put upon your wall, or carve into stone — for 
what is being taught here is not to worship me but to wholly 
worship and love what you are and this wonderful essence that 
lies latent within you called God Almighty. 

I am no different than you are. There is no one, seen or 
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unseen, who can ever be greater than you, and there is no one who 
can ever be less than you. All are equal in the kingdom of God. 

Those of you who desire to follow and worship, or to do 
more outside of yourselves than within yourselves, I wish you 
to know that I am not what you are searching for. I am here to 
help you become sovereign in your own truth, in your own 
understanding. As long as you serve or worship or devote 
yourselves to anything outside of yourselves, you will never 
express the sublime beauty that you are, nor will you ever become 
truly free. 

Only you can be your greatest lover. Only you can be your 
greatest friend and teacher. There is no voice that will ever teach 
you greater than your own. There is no word written that will 
ever teach you greater than your own. Who you are this day is the 
answer to everything you have ever wanted. But if you insist on 
looking outside of yourselves for paths to follow and entities to 
worship, you will never truly see or know the glory of God. You 
can only realize your divinity, your enlightenment, your unfoldment 
through yourself and your proclaimed love of self. The only way 
to peace and happiness and fulfillment in your life is to worship 
and love yourself — for that is loving God — and to love yourself 
greater than anyone else, for that is what will give you the love 
and steadfastness to embrace the whole of humanity. 

So I, Ramtha, am not the standard from which to draw your 
ideal. You cannot understand the mystery of yourself through 
me, only through knowledge. The purpose of this teaching is to 
instill through knowledge and experience a steadfast knowingness 
within you who will seek out the Unknown God and realize it is 
yourself. And that is your journey — and yours alone — for it is 
your life and yours alone. Teacher I am, splendid; but the ideal I 
am not. That you have made your way to this teaching I am indeed 
pleased, but you shall not linger here. 

Whatever I teach you, whatever you learn, so shall it manifest 
into your life. Then you will know that what is being taught here 
is not a philosophy but an absolute truth. And from each 
manifestation you will grow and become stronger and more light 
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and more quiet and more simple. And in that simplicity you will 
find the wind, and that power and that source will uplift you. 

All of you have been governed entities, and your governess 
has been fear. It has always been. Knowledge permits you to do 
away with fear so that you are no longer enslaved by another’s 
wishes but can live wholly in the freedom of your own. When 
you have knowledge, you will always be free — always. The more 
you contemplate, apply, and experience these teachings, the freer 
and more joyful you will become. 

One day — whether in this life or in those that follow — when 
the marketplace no longer offers you any more, there will be a 
great emptiness, a great pull, and a great desire to become all. 
Then you too will look forward to every moment on the plateau, 
for there the wind is like strong fingers in your hair. Birds are 
taking flight to far-off nesting places, and the sun is brilliant with 
golden rods across your heavens. And when you do as I did and 
become — for that is the most important thing to you — I will 
welcome you where Ram went, for the door to freedom, called 
knowledge, is there for you who will open your thought processes 
to a grander understanding and then live that understanding not 
outside of you but inside of you. When you have lived it, then 
you are finished here; then you are off to a new adventure. And 
the adventures that lie beyond this place are grander and more 
spectacular than you can imagine. So pliable are you in light that 
you can travel to outer space or to inner space, wherever you 
desire to go. 

I love you deeply. If I did not, I could not come to you in 
the way that I have. When you learn to love yourself as I love 
you, you will understand these truths and you will understand 
the greatness that you truly are. And that shall be a grand and 
glorious day.

My beloved brothers, many of you have been taught for 
ages that the essence called God is a somber, fearsome, angry, 
judgmental character. But God is none of these things. The God 
who harangues, who judges, who persecutes, has never existed 
except in the hearts and minds of men. It is man who created a 
God that judges some and exalts others. That is a God of man, 
the creation of man and his will. 

The God that I know, that I love, that is the power that 
issues forth from me and the kingdom that I am, is a God of 
complete and unjudgmental love. It is nothing else but everything 
else. God loves you with greater love than you have ever fathomed, 
for it is the life that you are, the ground that you walk on, the air 
that you breathe. It is the color of your skin, the magnificence of 
your eyes, the gentleness of your touch. It is you in every moment 
that you are, in every thought that you think, in every deed that 
you do, even in the shadows of your soul. 

God is an all-consuming force that is everything, It is the 
wind upon the water, the changing of leaves, the simplicity of a 
rose deep in its color and hue. God is lovers in their embrace, 
children in their laughter, and the sheen of honey-colored hair. It 
is the sun rising in the morning, a star twinkling in the night, the 
moon waxing and waning across the midnight sky. God is the 
beauteous insect, the humble bird in flight, the vile and ugly worm. 
God is movement and color, sound and light. God is passion. 
God is love. God is joy. God is sadness. That which is — all that 
is — is what you term God the Father, the totality of life, and the 
lover of all that it is. 

God is not a singular character who sits upon a throne and 
judges the whole of life. God is the whole of life, every pulsating 
moment. It is the ongoingness and foreverness of everything that is. 
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Do you think that you have been judged by life? Not at all, 
for if God —— which is what you are — were to judge you, it 
would certainly be judging itself. And why would the supreme 
intelligence do that? 

The life force that you term the Father does not even have 
the ability to judge you or any other thing, for life does not possess 
a personality with an ego that can divide itself into facets of good 
and evil, right and wrong, perfect and imperfect. If God possessed 
an ego, it would also possess the ability to perceive alteredness 
within itself. And if God could contemplate alteredness within 
its being, even for one moment, then the life that God is would 
cease in the next moment and it would never be again. 

God of itself is wholly without goodness or evil. It is 
wholly without positive or negative. God is not perfect, for 
perfection is a limitation to ongoing, ever-changing, exuberant 
life. God simply is. The only thing that your beloved Father knows 
how to do is to be, so that everything —- which is him — can 
express the life that it is. 

God is unlimited, supreme beingness, an undivided totality 
of Isness. And that Isness loves you so grandly that it has allowed 
you to create the illusions of perfection and imperfection, good 
and evil, positive and negative. And through your perception it 
has become what you have perceived. Thus God, being the totality 
of all that is, is the wrong as well as the right; it is the ugliness as 
well as the beauty; it is the vileness as well as the divinity. 

The Father has never judged you in this or any moment you 
have ever lived. He has been you and the platform of life upon 
which you have expressed your own divine, purposeful self. He has 
given you the uniqueness of your own ego and the freedom of will 
to become whatever you wish to become, to perceive the life that 
he is, however you choose to perceive it. And nothing you have 
ever done, nothing you have ever thought — no matter how vile or 
wretched or wonderful it has been — has ever been seen by God 
as anything other than being. 

This God that I know loves you with greater, more profound 
love than you have ever conceived of, for it has allowed you to 
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create your life however you have desired. The Father has always 
loved you. He knows of no other way to perceive you, for that 
which you are is he. 

The Father sees no wrong; he sees only himself. The Father 
sees no failure; he sees only his Isness ongoing into forever. 
You create the blossoms of life and even the vileness of it, and 
the Father will become the vileness and the blossoms and yet 
never judge the two as to which is greater or which is less. He 
simply is. He is the Isness that allows you to express through 
him however you choose. And it is a good thing he is that way, 
for if he truly were this God created by man, there is not one 
of you who would ever see what is called pearled gates — not 
one of you — for there is not one of you who could ever live 
up to the expectations of this God created by man. 

Only you, through your own attitudes and the acceptance 
of the attitudes of others, have ever judged yourself. Only you 
have ever caused yourself to feel failure. With the ability to create 
from your Father whatever truth and reality you desire, you are 
the sole judge of your own life. Only you have ever determined 
what is good and what is bad, what is right and what is wrong, 
Yet in the Isness called life, no thing is any of these. Everything 
simply is a part of the Isness that is called God Almighty. Your 
judgment is only an illusion that you have created upon this 
plane of creative realities. 

In your limited thinking, you have thought that some things 
are wrong, that they are evil. But that has been your selection 
of truth, and the Father has allowed you to have it. His truth is 
called Isness. God loves you regardless of what you do because 
everything you do or think enhances the life that he is through 
the wisdom that you gain from it. God knows that you are forever 
and that nothing you do can ever take your life force from you. 
So when you pass from this plane and you ponder all the things 
you have done in your life — and you will — God will still be 
there loving you into all of your tomorrows, for he is the 
platform through which you create your illusions, your 
imagination, your dreams. 
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Now what is God in its most exalted form? Thought. The 
Father —— the platform from which you create your life, the 
substance and life force of all things — is, in a greater 
understanding, thought, for thought is the ultimate creator of all 
things that are, that ever have been, that ever will be. Thought is 
the substance from which all things are created. Everything that 
is has come forth first from thought, which is the supreme 
intelligence called the mind of God. 

Have you ever pondered what holds all things together in 
their unique patterns and forms? It is thought, which is the 
cosmic glue called love. That is what holds all matter together. 
That is love on the grandest scale of all, for that is what the 
Father is. Everything — even your body — is held together by 
thought, for everything has been envisioned through thought, 
which is God, and it is the Father’s love of himself that holds 
everything in place. 

You are held together by God. What allows all the molecular 
and cellular structures of your body to cling together is the love 
of the grand and magnificent thought that God truly is. Without 
thought, your body would not exist, matter would not exist, 
nothing would exist, for thought is the creator and supportive 
element of all life. 

Do you think that God — the thought that holds and binds 
all things together ——- is a somber and fearsome entity? It is not. 
The Father is complete joy, for he knows of no other way to be. 
He is all lifeforms vibrating in harmony with one another, which 
emits a tone that sounds like the roar of laughter. If you listen 
carefully, you can even hear the music of the Father, the laughter 
of God. It is most joyous. I have not once heard him weep. 

So what is God, the cause of your precious being, the 
wondrous life force that flows and ebbs amongst all of you, that 
connects and binds you together, that is the promise of life hereafter 
and eternities to come? It is the Isness that is thought. It is the 
Isness of ongoing life. It is the Isness that loves all that it is. It is 
the Isness that allows life to be through love. It is the Isness that is 
complete and utter joy. That is your heritage and your destiny. 
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Student: You have taught that God is simply an Isness. 
And you use many terms besides the term God to refer to this 
life-force intelligence. But why do you often choose to use the 
words “he” and “Father”? That seems to perpetuate the notion 
that God is not only an identity outside of us but a male 
character, and that seems a bit offensive to some women. 

Ramtha: To educate the whole of humanity, one must 
utilize the different terms which have been used to describe God; 
that is, one must refer to the Isness in ways that all can relate to. 
Though the Isness has been referred to as the Father and thus 
thought of as a male gender, the Father is not a man; yet man in 
his gender is the Father. But so be woman, for the Father is 
both male and female. 

The term God is sexless. It means supreme intelligence. 
Those who do not understand the term Isness need to know the 
word Father. Those who do not understand supreme intelligence 
need to know the word God. 

Master, if one insists that God is a Father, that is his truth. 
If there are women who are outraged because someone has called 
God a male gender, then that is their truth. But God will always 
be the perception of what God is, and that will always be unique 
for each entity. 

God is not a word. It is a feeling that lives within each of 
us. And the more unlimited your perception of God, the grander 
and more joyful that feeling will be as it encompasses more of 
the emotion called God Almighty. 

Ramtha (to an elderly woman in a wheelchair): Dear lady, 
who rides on silver wheels, what say you? 

Student: I love God, but I’m afraid of dying. 

Ramtha: Whyr 

Student: I don’t know. I can’t reach the bottom of it. Pve 
thought of it and thought of it and thought of it. 

Ramtha: Do you believe in hell? 

Student: Yes, I do. 

Ramtha: That is why you don’t want to die, for that is where 
you feel you are going. 
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Student: Oh, well, I don’t think I’m going, I don’t believe 
God will let me go because I’ve asked for forgiveness for all the 
wrongs I’ve done. 

Ramtha: My lady, my lady. Do you believe that the Father 
has less love for you than you do for your own children? 

Student: No. Well, I just don’t feel like he loves me 
sometimes. Maybe I feel that maybe I’m not forgiven. But still I 
know I am, 

Ramtha: What have you done that is so wrong? 

Student: Well, several things. 

Ramtha: Have those several things kept you from living? 

Student: No. I have tried to live, and I want to live and I 
want to live right. 

Ramtha: And what does that mean? 

Student: That means the devil won’t get me. 

Ramtha: Indeed? 

Student: Well, you tell me, please, what it is. 

Ramtha: Would you believe me if I did? 

Student: I will. 

Ramtha; What if I told you there is no hell? 

Student: But I’ve been taught that there is a hell though. 

Ramtha: But I am teaching you there isn’t. Will you believe 
me as firmly as you have believed that there is a hell? 

Student: Well, I believe you. 

Ramtha: Then accept it, for there isn’t. 

Do you know what hell is? It is a term that was used in the 
kingdom of Judea to describe a shallow, open grave where an 
entity would be put because he could not afford the drachmas or 
the shekels to be entombed. And it was a damnation to have a 
shallow grave because at night the hyenas and wild dogs would 
dig up the body and devour it. And because the embodiment was 
devoured, entities believed that they could never go on to their 
utopia, That is all the term ever meant until a later translation, 
when preachers and priests and religion determined it to be a 
place of torment. 

Student: Well, I read my Bible regularly, and it puts 
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emphasis on hell. 

Ramtha: Who wrote the Bible? 

Student: Different ones. 

Ramtha: Who were they? Were they men? 

Student: I don’t know. 

Ramtha: They were. 

I have looked into the depths of your world, into the center, 
to find a burning lake of fire, and it was not there. I went to the 
farthest reaches of your universe to find a place of torment, and 
it was not there either. And I looked in the same places for a devil 
and could find him nowhere. And when I returned, I found him 
in the hearts of those who believe in him and in hell. But there is 
no such place. 

Student: Well, I’m glad you think so. 

Ramtha: I don’t think so. I know so. 

Student: You know, it doesn’t seem like God would love us 
so much and then for the least little thing we did, he would send 
us to hell to live in burning fire. 

Ramtha: That is precisely correct. The Father has not 
created any such place to torment anyone, for were you not 
created by God? 

Student: Yes. 

Ramtha: Then since you were created by God, do you not 
have God in you? 

Student: I have God in me. I love God. 

Ramtha: But are you not part of God? 

Student: Am I? 

Ramtha: Indeed. 

Student: Well, that means a lot to me. 

Ramtha: My lady, since God is everything, what would he 
make you out of if he didn’t make you out of himself? You are 
God. So why would he ever cast himself into a pit and not love 
himself for doing what is called a wrong that is also a part of the 
life that he is? 

I will tell you a great truth: Man has created images of God 
that he could use to control his brothers. Religions were created 
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to control people and nations when armies failed, and fear was 
the tool that kept them in line. If you take the divinity out of any 
man — take God out of him — then you can easily rule and 
control him. 

God has not created a hell or a devil. Those were dreadful 
creations of man to torment his brothers. They were created 
through religious dogma for the purpose of intimidating the 
masses into a controllable organization. That is a great truth. 

God the Father is everything, every little grain of sand in 
the sea, every butterfly in spring, every great and small star in the 
vastness of your heavens. All things are God. So for him to have 
a place such as hell would be like a cancer in his body, and it 
would eat him up. 

There is nothing that will ever take you from the kingdom 
of heaven, for there is nothing greater than God and life. God 
the Father is forever loving you because he is every direction you 
turn, every thought you embrace. 

Student: God loves all of us. I know he does. 

Ramtha: Indeed, indeed, for he is all of us. And what about 
all of your wrongs? My wondrous lady, you have done nothing 
wrong. Nothing. 

Student: Why, thank you. 

Ramtha: For life has not been altered because of anything 
you have done. Everything you have ever done, however vile or 
wretched it has been, has enhanced life by the wisdom you have 
obtained from doing it. 

Now I wish you to understand this: Your religion and your 
belief have caused the annihilation of civilizations for ages. Your 
Mayans and Aztecs were obliterated and murdered through the 
rule of the church because they did not believe as the church did. 
All of the holy wars in your Dark Ages were fought to further 
religious beliefs. And in a place called France, babes were plucked 
from their mothers’ arms because they did not believe according 
to the church. Women had their eyes burned out with hot irons 
and their chests branded, and the streets ran with blood, all 
because of a belief. 
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Then the Protestants took what is called hellfire, brimstone, 
and the devil, and kept their congregations intact by producing 
fear in the hearts of their little ones, telling them that if they did 
not do certain things and abide by the rules and regulations of 
the church, they would burn forever in hell. 

Student: That’s kind of the way I was raised. 

Ramtha: My lady, you were raised in an atrocity. Did you 
ever wonder what happened to all those who existed before the 
Bible did? 

Student: No. I just thought maybe hell destroyed them. Oh, 
well. I’m so sorry. 

Ramtha: Don’t be at all. That is the product of the belief. 

Now here you are, an old woman. You are not youthful and 
zestful anymore, and you are worried about dying. And all the 
ominous teachings that have been programmed into you for 
centuries are coming to bear upon you: “Is there hell? Will I go 
there? Have I been so wrong?” 

I tell you, you will not go to hell, for there is no such place 
to go. You will leave in a twinkling of a moment when you pass 
from your body. You will be above it, and you will be a pure 
light-entity once again. Then great teachers will come and take 
you to a place of further learning where you may see for yourself 
that what I am telling you are great truths. 

Now Yeshua ben Joseph, whom you call Jesus of Nazareth, 
is a great God, just as you are a great God. But he is not the only 
son of God; he is a son of God. He was a man who became God, 
just as you will become God. 

Student: Do you believe Jesus was a son of God? 

Ramtha: I do not believe it. I know it. Just as you are a son 
of God. 

Student: But I haven’t been taught that. 

Ramtha: Now, lady, what did Yeshua teach? That he is the 
son of God, and indeed he is. But he also openly proclaimed that 
everyone is also a son of God. He taught nothing other than 
that. Everyone is God expressing his perfection as man. And what 
good would it be for the Father to have so many children who are 
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imbeciles and only one who is perfect? It would not be a very 
good reflection on the Father’s seed. 

Yeshua is your brother, not your savior. He was a man who 
had God within him, just as you have God within you. 

Now I wish you to understand this. Yeshua lived on this 
plane at a time when man did not love man, when man was in 
bondage to man, and love was not held in high regard. But Yeshua 
exemplified love for everyone. It was that same love that would 
foster his being hailed savior of the world, for he brought love to 
this plane where very few expressed it and he gave it openly to 
everyone. He also brought the teaching that the Father is not a 
God of judgment and retribution but an all-loving God of mercy, 
grace, and compassion. Unfortunately, that understanding has 
been greatly altered throughout history and through the writings 
of those who very much failed to understand the simple teaching 
of this immaculate soul. 

Yeshua loved. That was his great and magnificent gift to 
mankind. And he openly proclaimed that the source of that love 
was the Father that lived within him, the same Father that lived 
within all people. What gave Yeshua the freedom and power to 
embrace all humanity was that he knew that the Father and he 
were one and the same. He peeled away all the illusions that 
caused him to live an hypocrisy, and by doing so he expressed 
completely the Father that lived within him. In that, Yeshua 
became a Christ: man expressing wholly as God; God expressing 
completely in man. That is what the term Christ means: God/ 
man, man/God. A Christ is anyone who realizes that he is God 
and then lives that truth. 

The only difference between Yeshua and you, beloved 
woman, is that Yeshua understood the principle of God within 
man and then he lived that principle completely. For that, he is 
indeed a grand entity. But you are also a grand entity who possesses 
the same nobleness and the same love to become what he became. 

Yeshua is not responsible for saving you or anyone else. 
Through the realization that he was God living on Earth, he 
became the savior of himself, who then taught others how to 
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be their own salvation through the God within themselves. He 
taught everyone, “What I have done, all may do, for the Father 
and you are one. Your kingdom is not of this place. The kingdom 
of heaven is within you.” And he spoke not of hell; he spoke of 
life and its beauty. 

Beloved woman, love the beautiful entity that you are and 
the God that you are and cease reading your insidious book. Know 
that the Father lives within you and that you will live forever, for 
you will. That is simply the way it is. And besides, what would the 
devil do with you once he had you? 

Student: I don’t want to find out, but thank you. 

Ramtha: My lady, what kind of Father would create such an 
entity and such a place and such fear and make you so helpless 
against all of them? He is not the God of my being nor do I 
acknowledge him. I acknowledge life, the Isness of all that is. 

God is everything, for if there is one thing that is not God, 
you must ask yourself who created that. Everything is the Father, 
for everything is life. And the Father knows only love. He has 
never judged you or anyone else — ever. He has no ability to alter 
himself to become less than love or life. 

Student: Well, God is love. I knew that. 

Ramtha: And is he hate? 

Student: No, I don’t think he is. 

Ramtha: Who is hate? 

Student: I guess that’s a bad one, if there is one. 

Ramtha: There isn’t one. 

Student: Well, how are we punished then? 

Ramtha: What need is there for punishment, lady? You have 
been doing it to yourself all of your life. Believing that you are 
wrong and that you are going to be punished has caused you to 
live in your own hell, and you have created that yourself. 

There is no jailer in God’s kingdom. There is no lynch-man 
in his kingdom. There is no tormentor. If God is love, then he is 
explicitly that and nothing less. 

Student: After you have been taught for so long that there 
is a devil, how can you feel that there isn’t one? 
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Ramtha: You know how? By knowing there isn’t, by the 
same process that taught you there was. 

My beautiful entity, I love you greatly. Contemplate what I 
have told you. Love yourself and meet the Father within you. 
And be at peace with yourself, my lady, for when you leave this 
plane you are going to brightly live again.

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CHAPTER FIVE 
Behold God

For ages you have been taught that God is outside of your 
kingdom, somewhere in the fathoms of space. Many of you have 
believed this and accepted it as a truth. But God, the principal 
cause of all life, has never been outside of you. It is you. It is the 
wonderful thought processes, the supreme intelligence that lies 
silent and ever-present within man. 

You have been taught that you are born only to live in a 
moment of time, to grow old, and then die. Because you have 
believed that to be true, it has indeed become the reality of your 
life upon this plane. But I am here to help you realize that you are 
indeed an ongoing, immortal essence who has been living billions 
of years ever since God, your beloved Father, the totality of 
thought, contemplated itself into the brilliance of light, which 
each of you became. That is when each of you came to be unique 
and sovereign and a forever part of the mind of God. 

You have been taught that God is a singular entity who with 
his hands made heaven and Earth and then created the living 
creature called man. But it is you, the possessors of divine 
intelligence and the freedom of will, who are the great creators 
of all life. It is you who created the morning sun, the evening sky, 
and the loveliness of all things that are. It is you indeed who 
created the remarkable creature called man so that you, who were 
brilliant lights in the Void of space, could experience all the 
wonderment of your created forms. 

My beloved brothers, the understanding of who each of 
you are is indeed a collection of illusions you have been living for 
thousands of years. You are more than merely human. You are 
far, far greater than the limited creature called man. You are God. 
You always have been; you always will be. You are the great 
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immortal creators who have been living here life after life after 
life to realize this grand understanding that you allowed to be 
taken away from you. 

All of you are God himself, created of himself. You are 
Gods created of God, the first and only direct creation of the 
Source of all life. In your adventures into the exploration of 
life, you have integrated your supreme intelligence with cellular 
matter to become God/man — the mind of God expressing in 
the form called humanity — Gods living in the wonderment of 
their own creation termed man. Mankind, womankind, 
humanity: It is God indeed wonderfully disguised as limited, 
wretched entities. 

Who are your Why are you here? What is your purpose and 
your destiny? Do you think you are merely a creature of 
coincidence born to live in a wisp of time and then to be no 
more, indeed? What makes you think you did not live before? 
Why now? And why your 

You have lived upon this plane thousands of lifetimes, and 
you have come and gone like a fickle wind. You have lived every 
face, every color, every creed, every religion. You have warred 
and been warred upon. You have been king and servant alike. 
You have been sailor and captain. You have been conqueror and 
conquered. You have been everything there is in all of your 
historical understandings. Why? For the purpose of feeling, for 
the purpose of wisdom, for the purpose of identifying the greatest 
mystery of all times — you. 

Where do you think you came from? Do you think you are 
simply a wretched bunch of cellular mass that has evolved from 
a singular cell? Then who is it that peers so intently from behind 
your eyes? What is the essence that gives you your uniqueness 
and personality, your character and zest, your ability to love, to 
embrace, to hope, to dream, and the awesome power to create? 
And where did you accumulate all the intelligence, all the 
knowledge, all the wisdom that you display, even as a little child? 
Do you think you became what you are merely in one lifetime 
that is only a breath in eternity? 
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Everything that you are, you have become over the vastness 
of time by living life after life after life. And from each of those 
life experiences, you have gathered to you the wisdom that has 
helped to formulate the uniqueness and the beauty called you. You 
are much too priceless. You are much too beautiful to have been 
created for only a moment’s siege upon the eternalness of time. 

You think your parents created you? Your mother and father 
are your genetic parents but they did not create you. In a greater 
understanding, they are your beloved brothers. And you are indeed 
as old as they are, for all entities were created in the same moment. 
All were born when God, the grand and magnificent thought, 
contemplated and expanded itself into the brilliance of light. That 
is when you came to be; that is when you were born. Your true 
parent is God, the Mother/Father Principle of all life. 

You think your body is you? ’Tis not. Your body is only a 
cloak that represents the unseen essence that is your true identity: 
the collection of feeling attitudes, called your personality self, 
that lies within your embodiment. 

Ponder this for a moment: What do you love about another 
entity? Is it the body? No. It is the essence of another that you 
love, the unseen personality self that lies behind the eyes. What 
you love about another is the unseen essence that makes the body 
work, that makes the eyes flicker, the voice melodious, the hair 
have sheen, the hands have touch. 

Your body is indeed a wonderful, refined machine, as it were, 
but it is nothing without that which works it, which is you. What 
you are is not your embodiment but a collection of thoughts or 
feeling attitudes, which presents itself as a unique personality self. 
And have you ever seen your thoughts? Have you ever seen your 
personality? What about your laughter? Can you hear it without 
your body? You have not the conception of how grand you really 
are, for what you truly are is as unseen as the wind. As I am an 
enigma to you, so are you to yourself the greatest enigma of all. 

Do you know what you are without your pretenses, without 
the masks that you wear, without your armor of hardheartedness? 
Within the core of your being you are indeed God. God, the 
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great mystery to mankind, has never been outside of you, for 
what lies behind your eyes — beneath your fine linen, beyond the 
illusion of your face — is the unseen virtue of thought called 
God, the personality self that makes you “you.” The God within 
you is the sublime intelligence that gives you credence and the 
awesome power to create. It is the wonderful life force that 
maintains your life forever and ever and ever. 

The body that you inhabit is a magnificent creation of Gods: 
you and your beloved brothers. It was created so that you, an 
unseen essence of thought and emotion, could interact with the 
life you created upon this plane. The creature called man was 
created simply as a vehicle to express through so that through 
the senses of the embodiment all of the creations upon this plane 
could be experienced and understood by the Gods who created 
them in the beginning. 

The body was created to house a most complex electrical 
system of light variables that make up and constitute the true 
entity self. What you really are is not the size of your body. You 
are a little pinpoint of light. In the smallness of your being is 
collected everything that you have ever been since you were born 
of God, your beloved Father. 

You, the God principle, are not a flesh entity. You are a 
rounded, fiery, pure-energy, light principle living within a body to 
obtain the prize of creative life called emotion. What you truly 
are is not what you inhabit; it is what you feel. You are known by 
your emotions, not by your body. 

What you truly are is Spirit and soul, a light-entity and an 
emotional entity combined. Your Spirit — this little point of 
light —- surrounds all molecular structures of your body; thus 
it houses and supports the mass of your embodiment. Your 
soul lies within the mass, near your heart, in a cavity under a 
shield of bone wherein nothing exists except electrical energy. 
Your soul records and stores, in the form of emotion, every 
thought you have ever entertained. It is because of the unique 
coliectiveness of emotion stored within your soul that you have 
a unique ego identity or personality self. The body that you 
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inhabit is simply a carriage — a chosen, refined vehicle — that 
allows you to live and play upon a plane of matter. Yet through 
your vehicle you have steeped yourself in the illusion that your 
body is who you are. ’Tis not. Just as God is imageless, so be you. 

Great creative God that you are, who do you think has 
created your life? Do you believe that a supreme being or forces 
outside of you have controlled your life? That is not the truth as 
it is known, All you have ever done, been, or experienced, you are 
wholly responsible for. You, who have the power to create the 
magnificence of stars, have created every moment and every 
circumstance of your life. Who you are, you chose to be. What 
you look like, you created. How you live, you wholly designed 
and destined. That is the exercise and privilege, if you will, of 
being God/man. 

You create your life through your own thought processes 
by how you think. Everything you think, you will feel, and all that 
you feel manifests to create the conditions of your life. 

Ponder this: It only takes you a moment to envision 
happiness and your whole body will feel joyful. It only takes you 
a moment to play the part of a wretched creature whom no one 
has befriended, and you will feel sorrow and pity for yourself. It 
only takes a moment to do that. It takes you but a moment to 
stop weeping and to laugh with glee. It takes you a moment to 
stop judging and feel the beauty of all things. Now who is doing 
all of this? You. And while you have had this fancy of creating 
feelings within your being, has anything around you changed? 
No. But everything that you are has. 

You are precisely what you are thinking. Everything you 
think, so will it be in your life. If you ponder a fantasy of 
copulation, your being will become enticed. If you ponder misery, 
you will have misery. If you ponder unhappiness, you will have it. 
If you ponder joy, you will have it. If you ponder genius, it is 
already there. 

How is your future created? Through thought. All of your 
tomorrows are designed by your thoughts this very day, for every 
thought you entertain — every fantasy you have, for whatever 
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emotional purpose — creates a feeling within your body which is 
recorded within your soul. That feeling then sets a precedent for 
the conditions in your life, for it will draw to you circumstances 
that will create and match the same feeling that has been recorded 
in your soul. And know that every word you utter is creating your 
days to come, for words are only sounds that express the feelings 
within your soul that have been given birth through thought. 

Do you think that things happen to you simply by chance? 
That is not the truth as it is known. There is no such thing as an 
accident or a coincidence in this kingdom. And no one ts a victim 
of anyone else’s will or designs. Everything that happens to you, 
you have thought and felt into your life. Either it has been 
fantasized in what-ifs or in fears, or someone has told you that 
something would be and you accepted it as a truth. Everything 
that happens, happens as an intentional act that is ordained 
through thought and emotion. Everything. 

Everything you have ever thought — every fantasy you 
have ever had, all the things you have spoken — have all come 
to pass or are waiting to come to pass. For how think you 
everything is created? It is created through thought. Thought is 
the true giver of life that never dies, that never can be destroyed, 
and you have used it to think yourself into life, for it is your 
link to the mind of God. 

For ages entities have tried to teach you this truth through 
riddles, through songs, through writings, but most of you have 
refused to realize it because few have wanted to have the 
responsibility for their lives on their own shoulders. But the way 
this kingdom works is that everything you think — every attitude 
you hold toward yourself, the Father, life — will become, from 
the vilest and ugliest of things to the most exquisite and supreme 
of things, for only you know the difference. The Father knows 
only life. So you get what you speak. You are what you think. You 
“am” what you conclude. 

The less you think of yourself, the less you become. The 
less you give credit to yourself for having intelligence, the more 
of an imbecile you become. The less beautiful you think you are, 
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the more ugly you become. The more impoverished you think 
you are, the more wretched you become because you have ordained 
it to be so. 

Contemplate how great the love of God is, that it allows 
you to be and to create for yourself anything you wish, yet never 
judges you. Contemplate the love that it has for you, such that it 
manifests for you every thought you embrace and every word 
you utter. Contemplate it. 

So who is the creator of your life? You. Who is the designer 
of your life? You. All that you are and all that you have experienced, 
you have created through your own collective reasoning through 
thought, which is God. You have accepted into your life precisely 
all that you have desired to accept, and you have experienced life 
according to your accepted values. It is you who determine what 
is good for you, what is to be accepted by you, what is to be 
experienced by you. It is you, by your own thinking. 

You are not a slave or servant or puppet of some deity that 
watches you in your struggles. You live in the awesomeness of 
life in exquisite freedom. Each of you has the freedom of will to 
accept and embrace whatever thoughts you choose, and with that 
awesome power you have created everything for yourself. Your 
every thought creates the destiny that lies before you. Your every 
feeling creates your path called life. Whatever you think and then 
feel, so will it be in your life, for the Father says, “Every emotion, 
so be it.” 

Who are you? You are God who possesses within the silence 
of your being the ability to think, the ability to create, and the 
ability to become whatever you want to become, for you are this 
moment precisely what you chose to be, and none has stayed 
your hand in becoming it. You are the lawgiver, the supreme 
creator of your life and life circumstances. You are indeed the 
supreme ruler of an all-wise intelligence that you have failed to 
fully realize in this and many other lives. 

Once you could create a flower. But what do you create for 
yourselves now? Your greatest creations are unhappiness, worry, 
pity, misery, hatred, dissension, self-denial, age, disease, and death. 
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You create for yourselves a life of limitation by accepting limiting 
beliefs, which then become steadfast truths within your beings 
and thus the reality of your lives. You separate yourselves from 
life by judging all things, all people, and even yourselves. You live 
by a code of fashion called beauty and surround yourselves with 
things that permit you to be accepted by the limited consciousness 
of man, which accepts nothing but its own unattainable ideal. 
You are babes who are born to grow up, lose the vitality in your 
bodies, and believe yourselves into old age until you perish. 

You, the great creative Gods who were once the winds of 
freedom, have become herdlike entities who cloister in great cities 
and live in fear behind locked doors. Instead of towering 
mountains and wonderful winds, you have great buildings and a 
terrifying consciousness. You have created a society that regulates 
how you should think, what you should believe, how you should 
act, and what you should look like. 

You fear war and the rumors of war. You fear diseasements. 
You fear unacknowledgment. You tremble to look into the eyes 
of another, yet you hunger for the affection called love. You 
question every good thing that happens to you and doubt if it 
will ever happen again. You grovel in the marketplace for success 
and fame, for gold and rupees and drachmas and dollars and, ah, 
but for a bit of joy. 

You have thought yourselves into despair. You have 
thought yourselves into unworthiness. You have thought 
yourselves into failure. You have thought yourselves into disease. 
You have thought yourselves into death. All of those things 
you have created, for the fiery creator within — who has the 
power to take a thought and create universes or set stars ablaze 
in the heavens for an eternity — has entrapped itself into belief 
and dogma, fashion and tradition, limited thought by limited 
thought by limited thought. And it is your own disbeliefs that 
have not allowed you to live. 

What do you disbelieve in? Everything that you cannot 
perceive through your bodily senses; anything that cannot be heard, 
seen, touched, tasted, or smelled. Yet show me a belief; put it in my 
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hand. Show me an emotion; I want to touch it. Show me a thought; 
where is it? Show me your attitude; what does it look like? Show 
me the image of the wind. And show me time, that has taken away 
the precious moments of your life. 

You have disbelieved in the greatest gifts of life, and because 
of that you have not allowed a more unlimited understanding to 
occur. Life upon life, existence upon existence, you became so 
immersed in the illusions of this plane that you forgot the 
wonderful fire that flows through you. In ten and one-half million 
years you have come from being sovereign and all-powerful entities 
to where you are utterly lost in matter; enslaved by your own 
creations of dogma, law, fashion, and tradition; separated by 
country, creed, sex, and race; immersed in jealousy, bitterness, 
guilt, and fear. You so identified yourselves with your bodies that 
you entrapped yourselves in survival and forgot the unseen essence 
that you truly are, the God within you that allows you to create 
your dreams however you choose. Immortality you have openly 
rejected, and for that you will die and return here again and again 
and again. Thus here you are again after ten and one-half million 
years of living here, and yet you hold onto your disbeliefs. 

God, the totality of thought, is a grand stage indeed. And 
he allows you to write your own script and play it, part by part, 
upon the stage. And when your curtains are drawn, the last word 
is spoken and the last bow is taken, you die. For what reason? 
Because you, supreme lawmaker, believe you will. 

This life is all a game. It is an illusion, All of it is. But you, 
the players, have come to believe that it is the only reality. Yet the 
only reality that has ever existed and ever will exist is life, a free, 
ongoing essence of being that allows you to create your games 
however you wish to play them. 

When you realize that you have the power to think yourself 
into ignorance, disease, and death, you will also realize that you 
have the power to become grander simply by opening yourself 
up to a more unlimited thought flow, which allows you to have 
greater genius, greater creativity, and life forever. When you realize 
that the God who created the body in the first place is the power 
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that sits within you, then your body will never age or become 
diseased, nor will it ever perish. But as long as you hold onto 
your beliefs and limit your thinking, you will never experience the 
unlimitedness which gave glory to the morning sun and mystery 
to the evening sky. 

What happens when you have decreed yourself to perish 
from this place? Well, the body dies but you who think, in the 
silentness behind your eyes, always live. When you leave this plane, 
if you choose to die, the true you will not be buried into the 
ground and go to the worm and then to ash. You are ongoing 
with the wind. Where you go is where you came from, and there 
you decide what you wish to do upon your next adventure, for 
that is what this all is. And you shall return here however many 
times you desire to return until you reclaim your identity as God. 
Then you are off on a grander adventure indeed, in another 
heaven, in another place. 

You are loved greater than you have ever imagined, for no 
matter what you do, you will still live. So why have you worried? 
Why have you fought? Why have you diseased yourself? Why have 
you sorrowed yourself? Why have you limited yourself? Why have 
you not enjoyed the splendor of the sunrise, the freedom of the 
wind, and the laughter of a child? Why have you not lived instead 
of struggling? 

You are going to live again and again. Your seed is perpetual; 
it is forever. Despite all your disbeliefs — no matter how greatly 
you limit your kingdom, no matter how much you worry and 
despair — there is one thing you will never do away with, and 
that is called life. No matter how blind and unaccepting you are, 
you will always have life, for that is the value called God, and that 
is you. 

This life you are living is a dream — a great dream — a 
facade, if you will. It is thought playing with matter, and it creates 
deep realities that bind your emotions to this plane until you, the 
dreamer, wake up. 

You never knew how beautiful you were, for you never really 
looked at yourself. You never looked at who you are and what 
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you are. You want to see what God looks like? Go and look in a 
reflector. You are looking him straight in the face. 

Know that you have worth. There is no value to assess your 
worth. And there is no image to portray your beauty. And there is 
no end to your kingdom. 

The greatest sermon ever delivered was by a great master 
upon a mountaintop. As he stood there looking upon the masses 
who came to listen to him, he said unto them, “Behold God.” 
That was all he ever needed to say — behold God — for each 
had created his limitations, his desires and diseasements, his wealth 
ot his poverty, his joy and his sorrow, his life and his death. 

Behold God. Remember that, for you are he that lives in 
everything. One day you will behold God. Touch the self; that is 
all you need to do. 
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“Death is a great illusion, for what has been created 
can never be destroyed. Death is of the body only. 
The essence that inhabits and operates the body will 
soon come back and integrate with another 
embodiment, if it wishes to, for the life force that lives 
within the walls of flesh is ongoing. Remember that.”

Are you any less than the blossoms? What is their life? They 
are born of pregnant buds that burst into full bloom from the 
warming rays of the sun. Their wonderful essence fills the air 
with an aroma that causes all things to rejoice in the promise of 
new life. They enhance the birds in their flight, the bees in their 
labors, and man in his delight and quest for love. 

So the wonderful flower sets a seed so that it might come 
again. And when the bloom falls off and the fruit comes forth, ah, 
that is termed wisdom. That is the product of life. And when the 
fruit is consumed and the spice and harvest of autumn are upon 
the land, the tree begins to shiver with a northerly wind, begins to 
lose its wonderful leaves until it stands there, blatantly bare. 

When the great white silence comes and fills the boughs of 
the trees with a thickening, glistening brilliance and all is cold and 
barren, where be the blossom? It is in the memory. It is in the 
wisdom. It is in the growth of last spring and it 1s coming forth 
again, for when the season has turned and winter is gone, the 
buds come again and, behold, there is another blossom. 

If the ongoingness of life is beheld in a single blossom, 
why do you think that you are any less than its life? Do you think 
that you only bloom in spring, produce your fruit in summer, 
drop your leaves in autumn, and then die in winter? But are you 
not greater than the greatest blossom? Is not your life more 
important? Indeed it is. And as the blossoms continue to bloom 
evety spring, so will you live life after life after life. 

What a story your blossoms could tell of all the seasons 
you have seen. 

Student: My mother died last year and I want to know if 
she is still alive and if she is, is she happy? 
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Ramtha: Do you believe in death, master? 

Student: Sometimes I do. But most of the time I have this 
feeling that perhaps we still live. I have three children, and what 
I’ve noticed about them, even from the time they were just born, 
is that each one had a very distinct personality, which really hasn’t 
changed very much as they have become older. Even our cats and 
dogs had a very definite personality from the time they were very 
little. Sometimes I just can’t believe that their personalities develop 
only in this life. So it makes me think that possibly we’ve lived 
before and continue to live. 

Ramtha: Very wise observation, entity. I will tell you a 
great truth, and I wish for you never to forget this: Life never 
ends. It is true that you can mutilate the body — you can hack 
its head off, disembowel it, and do every wretched thing you 
can to it — but you can never destroy the personality self that 
lives within the embodiment. Contemplate for a moment how 
one could destroy, blow up, knife, or war against a thought. You 
cannot. And the life force of all inhabited creatures, human or 
animal, is the unseen collective of thought and emotion called 
the personality self that lives behind the mask of the body. 

What gives virtue, vitality, and character to the embodiment 
is the unseen virtue of thought, which is energy. That is what 
makes the mouth work, the eyes work, the limbs work, this 
wondrous energy that is pulling all the little strings, as it were. 
Nothing can ever destroy energy. Nothing can take the life force 
from any one thing. 

Death is a great illusion, for what has been created can never 
be destroyed. Death is of the body only. The essence that inhabits 
and operates the body will soon come back and integrate with 
another embodiment, if it wishes to, for the life force that lives 
within the walls of flesh is ongoing. Remember that. 

Now let me tell you what happens to entities who pass 
from this plane. When the body can no longer be effective, the 
energy — the soul — is withdrawn by the Spirit of the entity. 
Everything has a soul. Even animals possess a Spirit and a soul. 
If they didn’t, they would not possess the energy and creativity 
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necessary to sustain their life. 

Once the Spirit calls forth the soul and loosens it from its 
cavity, things become tranquil and peaceful. There is a saying 
associated with your religion: “Behold, in the cradle of God there 
is nO more pain, no more tears, and no more sorrow.” That is a 
truth because when you pass from this plane, you are freed from 
the instincts and sensations of the body. That means you no longer 
experience fear, or the aches and pains of the body, or the hunger 
of the body, or the illusion of time that causes anxiety. All things 
associated with the physical body are no longer, and you are in 
what is called utopia. You are in the cradle of God. 

The death of the body is like going into slumber. Once the 
Spirit calls forth the soul, it travels up through the energy centers 
in the body called seals or chakras. The soul, which is memory, 
leaves the cellular mass of the body through the last of the seals, 
the seventh seal — called the pituitary gland — which is located 
in the center of the head. That passage is often experienced as 
traveling through a tunnel, accompanied by the sound of wind. 
The light that is seen at the end of the tunnel is the light of your 
being, the Spirit of your being. Once the soul leaves the body, the 
body expires and the entity becomes a free soul-self. It takes but 
a moment and it is painless. 

At the moment of death, things begin to illuminate and 
become awesomely bright, for the moment you pass this plane, 
you go out of the density of matter and back into a light existence. 
There you are simply powerful mind and emotion, and your body 
is a body of light, changing in its electrical form according to the 
thoughts that are accepted through your light-form. From that 
point you go to one of seven heavens. Which heaven you go to is 
determined by the attitudes that you emotionally expressed upon 
this plane. 

Now what you term heaven is simply life and its different 
levels or planes. Yeshua ben Joseph spoke of seven heavens. Well, 
there are indeed seven heavens, which are actual places or planes 
of existence, and this plane is one of them. And in none of the 
planes is there any such place as hell to torment or punish mankind. 
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He does that well enough himself. When you leave the 
embodiment, you always go to the heaven or vibratory level that 
is aligned with whatever consciousness understanding or collective 
emotional attitudes you expressed upon this plane. 

There are seven realizations or levels of consciousness and 
understanding. The seven understandings are those of 
reproduction and survival, fear and pain, power, felt love, 
expressed love, God seen in all life, and God I Am. 

For you to understand: Every thought you contemplate and 
embrace for an understanding has a vibratory frequency, which is 
experienced as a feeling. Thus if you are mastering the 
understanding of pain, you are contemplating the more limited 
thoughts associated with pain, which gives rise to the lower 
vibratory frequencies that are emotionally experienced as pain. 
If you are contemplating and mastering the understanding of 
love and the expression of it, you will experience the elation of 
the higher vibratory frequencies of the thoughts of love shared 
and expressed. Wherever your consciousness is predominantly 
focused for your understanding, that is the heaven to which you 
will go, for the magnetic field of your aura, the Spirit of your 
being, will draw you to the vibration of that plane. 

Now your mother has passed this plane into a state of great 
peace and great rest, which she very much desired and needed. 
She has gone to the level of heaven that she has drawn to her, 
according to the consciousness and understanding that she has 
acquired. She is now in a state of her level, just as you are now 
here in a state of this level. Her level is a fourth level, which is 
aligned with the emotional attitude of love felt but not expressed. 
Your mother is a great feeling entity but often she could not 
express her feelings. You and the husband of her being often 
failed to understand her because she could not communicate most 
of her feelings. 

Your mother is now in a great level, and she will stay there 
for as long as she wishes. When she contemplates the thought of 
advancement, she will then continue her expansion into the other 
dimensions of thought in a light-level existence, or she can return 
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back to this plane, the first plane, into whatever genetic pattern 
she feels would be best to express through and continue her 
advancement all the way to the seventh level of understanding 
on this plane, the plane of density in matter. 

This plane, this heaven, is called the plane of demonstration, 
for here is where entities can witness in matter their creative power 
and whatever attitudes they are expressing in emotion. This is 
the only plane of the seven that has darkness upon it and the 
only one where you cannot hear the music of light. It is a plane 
where entities are born of great knowingness only to undergo 
the programming of social consciousness into unknowingness. 
That is what happens here, and that is why it is often very arduous 
to advance upon this plane. 

If your mother chooses to return here, she will have the 
option to become the babe of one of your children or of your 
children’s children. If she returns in your lifetime, she will return 
as a babe of your daughter, when she decides to bear children. And 
you will know your mother, if you allow yourself to, for when you 
look upon the babe you will have a feeling that transcends the 
obvious looks and appearances. That is how you will know her. 

Is your mother aware of you? Very much, for when you 
pass this plane, you are much more aware than when you are in 
an embodiment. You can tune in, as it were, to all levels of 
which you are aware, for you are no longer engrossed in the 
density of matter. You are in a lighter density, a higher vibration; 
thus you have the ability to see other vibratory levels which exist 
parallel to yours and appear as thought-forms, light-forms. So 
your mother is very much aware of you, if she chooses to be as, 
when you pass, you will be very aware of those who are here, if 
you wish to be. 

Is your mother happy? If you are not happy here, your 
unhappiness is only amplified when you pass, for when you are 
without the body you are in a state of pure feeling and emotion, 
sO your emotions are amplified and intensified. But from that 
amplification, you quickly learn to manifest whatever level you 
need in order to continue to grow in your understanding of joy.

I will tell you of one plane where if you ever look upon it 
you will be saddened greatly in your being. It is a plane of many 
entities who are expressing on the first and second levels of 
consciousness. It is like a plain, a place that is level. And what will 
you find there? You will not find mountains and rivers, grass and 
flora and sky in their light-forms. You will find billions of entities 
in their ight embodiments laid out in endless rows. They are lying 
there in slumber living the illusion that they are dead, because 
they steadfastly believe that life does not exist beyond the grave. 
Even though their thought is still alive and magnetic and 
compulsive and volatile in its energy, it thinks it is dead, though it 
is really still alive. Remember, whatever we steadfastly believe, we 
will convince ourselves that it is true; and whatever we know as a 
truth will transform itself into a reality. That is how powerful our 
creativity and our wills are. 

Many of the entities there were taught that when they died, 
they would be dead until a messiah returned for them and, through 
fear and the feeling of being alienated from divine love, they 
accepted that teaching as a truth. Thus in the last moments before 
their deaths, they believed they would go to a place to await a 
resurrection. So on this level, there are rows and rows of entities 
waiting to be resurrected by someone whom they believe to be 
grander than they. Though we have tried to awaken them — and 
there are a few who have awakened and arisen — most were also 
taught that a devil of some sort would appear and try to tempt 
them into arising. Thus they also know that to be a truth. So no 
matter who tries to awaken them, they refuse to wake up. And it 
may take thousands of years before they realize they are alive and 
thus awake from their slumber. A most unfortunate teaching. 

That is the only painful place there is, the plane where 
entities have believed such understandings into an absolute 
knowingness. And as far as you can see there, you have brothers 
who are lying in slumber. Every other plane is magnificent life. 

Student: Ramtha, is it possible to see or communicate with 
those who have died? 

Ramtha: Do you wish to see your mother? 
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Student: Yes, I do, very much. 

Ramtha: So be it. We will see if this is agreeable with her 
and, if so, we will arrange a time for you to see her. But it will 
come when you least expect it, so you will know that you didn’t 
just imagine it. 

Now for you to know the reason you will see your mother 
as light is not that she is greater than you. The light is the radiant 
speed at which her essence vibrates; it is the speed that gives off 
that light. Yet you possess the same thing. When you see the light 
of the entity, it is simply because she is in a greater vibration 
interacting with a lower plane. 

There is a host of entities from the fifth plane who are 
gathered in this very audience, for there are entities who are a 
part of this audience whom they love. They are the glimmering 
lights that you may see out of the side of your eye. If you look at 
them directly with the part of your eye that is predominantly made 
up of cones, you will not see them, yet they are here. You have 
learned? 

Student: Yes, very much. Thank you. 

Ramtha: Good. A good thing to know: Never believe in 
anything, Never. That is convincing yourself of something you 
have yet to know and understand through experience. And belief 
is very dangerous because, in belief, you are placing your lie, 
your attitudes, and your trust in something which has not founded 
itself as a truth within your being, which causes you to become 
very vulnerable. And in that state of vulnerability, you can be 
manipulated, accursed, damned, and can lose yout life, all because 
of belief. 

Know whatever it is you wish to know, and you can do that 
simply by asking for the understanding and then listening to the 
feelings within your being. Always trust the wisdom of your 
feelings. Never go against them and try to force a belief upon 
yourself that doesn’t feel good inside. 

Another thing: Learn to have compassion for murderers 
and slayers, for they have a terrible working through of emotion 
that they must deal with when their conquest is finished, and that

often takes millenniums. The slain has a body within the next 
moment. The slayer never forgets. 

Student: When one passes from this earthly life, where does 
he go in order to assess his life and decide what he will do in his 
next life? 

Ramtha: To the plane or heaven that is aligned with the 
collective attitudes that he is in the process of understanding. 

For example, you, entity, have mastered the understandings 
of what is termed survival in limitation all the way through pain, 
power, love unspoken, and are expressing on the fifth plane of 
consciousness, which is realized love, spoken love, expressed love. 
If you were to pass this plane at this time, you would go to the 
fifth plane of heaven called paradise, for that is the greatest 
understanding of which you could be aware. 

In other words, master, what you have come to know and 
understand is far-encompassing, for you are beginning to 
understand and realize your own worth and value, the preciousness 
of yourself, the sovereignty of your truth, and the power of your 
own thought processes. You are beginning to see the beauty of 
yourself in the life around you, and you are growing in your 
compassion for others and in your respect for the preciousness 
of all life. You are expressing all of these truths, because from 
experience and your contemplative thought processes you have 
come to embrace these as ideals of being, as truths to be realized 
within the kingdom of self. And that speaks well of how far you 
have come in your consciousness understanding. Yet there are 
greater understandings, more unlimited states of being still to be 
seen, experienced, and understood. But you cannot begin to 
entertain these understandings or embrace them as ideals until 
you first come to know and understand what you are now 
expressing, for wisdom builds upon itself to encompass greater 
and greater understanding, 

For example, you cannot truly see or be aware of the beauty 
of all life or express the depths of love and compassion for others 
until you have first seen your own sublime beauty and expressed 
love and compassion for yourself. Once love of self has become 
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real in an understanding, then you have a basis from which to 
expand your understanding to embrace life outside of you. And 
once that understanding is realized and known, you will begin to 
realize that you are the life that you perceive to be outside you. 
You see? 

So if you passed from this plane, you would go to a plane 
of consciousness understanding aligned with your thought 
processes and expressive emotional attitudes. You could not go 
to a plane of a more unlimited understanding because you have 
yet to perceive that such an understanding exists, for it has not 
become the reality of self. 

Student: So our life will always be exactly whatever our 
thoughts are, whether on this plane or the plane that we go to 
when we leave here. 

Ramtha: That is correct. That is why I am teaching you how 
to become mote unlimited in your thought processes, for the more 
unlimited your thinking becomes, the more unlimited your life shall 
become, wherever you are. The greater the heaven you create here 
within your own kingdom of thought and emotion, the greater the 
heaven you will experience when you leave this plane or, if you 
choose, when you return here. Those whose thoughts are steeped 
in guilt, judgment of self and others, and bitterness and hatred 
toward their brothers will leave this plane only to continue to 
experience those attitudes until they learn from them, until they 
have had their gut full of them and realize that there are grander 
ways to be and greater heavens to experience. 

Student: You say there are seven planes. Could you describe 
what the other planes are, especially the seventh? 

Ramtha: This plane that you are upon is the first plane, the 
plane of three-dimensional perception. This is the plane where 
entities gain the understanding of God in the form called matter. 
And it is a great mastery to live here, for you must enter this 
plane through the birth processes and survive the limitations and 
instincts of flesh. 

Upon this plane, all levels of consciousness understanding 
exist, for this is the plane of what is termed expressive God or 
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the plane of demonstration. It is the plane where you can 
demonstrate and witness consciousness in the material form in 
order to expand your emotional understanding. And I wish you 
to know that this place of yours called Earth is only one of 
innumerable places where an entity can experience and express 
through an embodiment upon the plane of demonstration. 

The second plane is the plane of those who are experiencing 
for their understanding pain, remorse, and guilt. The plane of 
the third is called the plane of power. That is the plane where 
one seeks to control and enslave others not through copulation 
or physical means — for they do not have that — but through 
what is termed mind thoughts, trying to get all to see their point 
of view. The fourth is the plane of love. All on this plane love 
deeply but, unfortunately, they cannot express that deepness. Thus 
they are living a light-level existence in which they are experiencing 
great love but without the ability to express that love. 

The fifth plane is called paradise. It is the first plane that 
has the enrapturement of what is called the golden light. Imagine 
a light that is like the light from your sun but it is golden. On the 
fifth plane, that color envelops all things and yet all things retain 
the vividness of their unique colors. And there, there is no night, 
only the golden light. And music — wondrous music — is heard, 
for the light that envelops all things vibrates at the tone of its 
color in a wondrous harmonic movement. This harmonic 
movement is the breath of life there, not air. Thus on the plane 
of paradise, one breathes sound and music and lives in light. 

You know, on your plane, the first plane, there are those 
who have understood and mastered copulation, pain, and power, 
and they have brought love into an expressed reality. And they 
have accomplished it rather easily here. Mastery of the sixth and 
seventh levels of understanding is not as easily accomplished on 
the plane of demonstration because those understandings are 
beyond demonstration. But those who live on the first plane and 
who love — who express their love outwardly through words 
and deeds and actions, and desire for their life to be lived through 
love — when they pass from this plane, they go to the fifth. And 
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on the plane of paradise, there are entities who are billions of 
years old who have found paradise to be such a wonderful place 
that they do not realize there is yet more to come. 

On the fifth plane you have the power to express and manifest 
your love. And whatsoever you desire in the moment, so it will 
come to pass. If a fisherman, a lover of fish, is desirous to have 
fish, he will go to a lake that will be before him. The lake will be 
surrounded with tall cypresses, poplars, and whatever else he loves. 
If he loves the lake as it appears in autumn, the poplars will become 
the color of cinnamon and the cypresses will remain in the depths 
of their emeraldness. And when he sits down to cast his line for 
fish, if he desires a cool breeze, there will come a cool breeze 
blowing gently across the lake. And when the entity casts a feeble 
and humble worm into the center of the wondrous lake and 
imagines what he desires to catch, behold, he will catch it. Then he 
takes the fish — which are like the fish on this plane — back to the 
home of his dreams and he consumes them, for that makes him 
happy, for he loves what he has done. 

Entities there cannot imagine a place being greater than that 
one, That is why it is called paradise. And it is a difficult plane to 
achieve for those who have not realized and expressed love. 

Once one has expressed upon the fifth plane for a while, he 
will eventually question the essence of the light that envelops all 
things and why he has deserved to be there. Many do not question 
why they deserve to be in paradise; they merely accept it. But 
eventually he will ponder whence come the light and the music. 
Then he will begin to see a splendid life-force energy that has an 
equalness, an equality with the light, with the flora, with the fishes, 
with the lake, with the poplars in their cinnamon color of autumn. 
And he will begin to contemplate the equalness of all these things. 
When he has done so, he will begin to see that no thing is separate, 
that all things are in a flow of oneness. When he begins to see 
that — when he takes all the love that has been understood and 
realized through the expression of it and begins to contemplate 
the oneness of all things, all entities — then he will advance to 
the sixth plane of understanding. 
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The sixth plane of heaven is beyond words, for words cannot 
describe how you — who believe yourself to be separate from the 
plant and the wind and the one who sits next to you — can be 
completely at one with something, yet unique and separate from 
that which you are at one with. But the plane of the sixth is the 
door to the seventh, for whatever one perceives and knows to be a 
reality, he will always become completely. So when one sees only 
God in a oneness and lives in that sphere of oneness, he will become 
that which he sees and lives with. And the superlativeness and 
supremeness of that becoming are the seventh heaven. The door 
to that heaven is the sixth plane of understanding, which is seeing 
what you become: pure God, pure reason, pure thought, pure life, 
pure light, the substance and basis of the totality of all that is. 

Now the seventh: Imagine a brilliance that is greater than 
brilliance, and the evolving core of the brilliance is of a hue of 
such color that the color no longer has brilliance but is in a state 
of emitting brilliance. In the core of that brilliance there are flashes 
of such wonderment. And the sea that the core is in is moving 
and expanding and rolling upward. And as the core rolls upward, 
the brilliance of the core emits a spectacular light review. And as 
the light review goes off into the perimeters of the brilliance, the 
core continues to evolve, to be. 

That which reaches out of the core is you. That which is 
called you — who reaches out of the core to add to the 
spectacularness of the brilliance — is one who has contemplated 
the thought of the core and has become it in a unique form 
ongoing. 

You who have contemplated the core and become it have 
now become the platform from which all life springs forth, for 
what comes forth from the emission of the core into brilliance is 
thought. And from the thought that you have become in an 
ongoing, unique form, you will feed and nurture and expand the 
consciousness of all life. 

Very poor be my words, for the vision must go beyond 
the bounds of space, time, and measure — beyond the limitation 
of speech — into an emotional] understanding. But | assure you, 
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master, as you evolve and expand your understanding — moment 
to moment, step by step, realization upon realization — your 
vista will become ever more expansive until your emotion 
encompasses all that is. And that is when you will be joy. That is 
the seventh plane. That is God. That is where all in the 
eventuality will come to be. 

Student: I would like to know why people come back to 
this plane. 

Ramtha: There are as many reasons, master, as there are 
entities upon this plane. But most entities keep coming back to 
this plane because they have lived many lives here and this is 
familiar to them; this is home to them. It is their roots, as it were. 
And when they leave here, they leave behind many entities with 
whom they have great emotional attachments, which may arise 
from guilt or hate, as well as love. So when they pass this plane, 
their attachment to this place and to other entities creates an 
emotional tie that draws them back here life after life after life. 

Then there are those adventurers who go to many other 
places to experience there and then bring their understanding and 
experiences back to this plane. And there are yet others who are 
complete with the experiences of this plane and never again return 
here but go on to other places. 

Student: You have said that once a person dies, he goes to 
one of several places or heavens, as you call them, depending 
upon what his attitudes are like, and there he decides whether he 
wants to come back here. 

Ramtha: That is indeed correct. 

Student: How is that decision made? Who makes that 
decision? Does each individual decide that for himself? 

Ramtha: There is no one who sits aloft, master, and governs 
or directs any one entity to choose a particular plane or place for 
expression, regardless of how the entity expressed in a prior life. 

To answer your question, let me tell you of an entity who 
lived upon your plane many years ago in your time. When the 
entity passed from this plane, he had experienced and understood 
power and pain, and he had expressed the sweetness and 
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tenderness of love. That means his understanding was aligned 
with the fifth plane of heaven. Thus when he left this plane, that 
is where he went for what is termed a holiday of whatever duration 
he desired. 

Now the fifth plane is a plane where entities readily manifest 
through their thoughts — which is their voice — whatever they 
imagine, whatever they desire, and in but a moment it appears. 
They experience color and form and illusion and all things in life. 
And they continue to experience all of their dreams for however 
long they desire, until the time comes when they ponder whether 
there is something more. And there is something more, for there 
are still two heavens beyond them that they cannot see, for they 
have not reckoned with those understandings in their thought 
processes nor expressed them in their lives. To experience those 
planes, they have to see God in all things and be as God is. Though 
they have humbly expressed love, they have yet to understand 
their oneness with God and all life. 

After a short time upon the plane of paradise, this master 
began to ponder whether there was something more, and he called 
for help. And there is always help. Behold, there appeared before 
him a most wondrous entity, silken in light and arrayed in garments 
that are brilliant to the eye. And he said to the entity, “O master, 
Iam troubled. In this paradise I have everything. I have the fishes 
from the sea that I always dreamed about catching and never did. 
I have the home I always dreamed about having and never did. 
And I have flowers that do not even need a gardener. A most 
wondrous place. And look at my garments. I never had clothes 
like this before, but I have them now. Yet I am still troubled. 
Though I have many friends here, the woman I love is not with 
me. And that is not all that troubles me. Where is God? I see all 
these wondrous things. I have all these wondrous things. But where 
is God?” 

The wise entity says unto him, “Blessed be you who have 
reveled in all things that are and yet question whether there is 
perhaps something more, who questions where the Father is who 
has adorned you so well.” 
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“Well, that is what Iam mostly troubled about. I would like 
to thank God for giving me all of these wonderful things. 
Although I’ve always been a little afraid of God, I would like to 
pay homage to him, if that’s acceptable.” 

The entity says, “Master, come with me. There is a place I 
wish to take you to.” 

In but a blink of the eye, they are at a pond, yet they have 
traveled nowhere. The wise entity says, “Master, do sit yourself 
beside me and look into the water.” 

The man looks into the water, and what does he see? He 
sees before him his last expression upon this plane: from the 
time he was a babe suckling upon his mother’s breast, to the 
changing of his sweet bottom, to youth and skinned knees and 
lost marbles, to young manhood and seducing some unwilling 
participant, to manhood, marriage, and love forever, to children 
and opportunities, labors and friends and finances. 

He is amazed, for he is seeing himself as he has never seen 
himself before. He had been a good man in that life, who believed 
that God existed. He had been a powerful man, and yet he never 
enslaved anyone with his power. And he had loved his wife and 
children earnestly and didn’t mind telling a few about that either. 
So he had made himself known in that life by teaching and 
mastering and loving and becoming humble and pure in Spirit. 

As his life is revealed in the pond and he contemplates what 
he sees, the man looks at the entity and he says, “I have done well.” 

The entity says, “You have done well. You have done very 
well indeed, save for this: You never sought to know who your 
Father is, and you always separated him from yourself and all life. 

“Your wife, let us look at her. The greatest part of your 
love for your wife was giving her the things that she adored so 
much. And in that regard you have done quite well, save for this: 
You never loved yourself enough to allow her to love you in spite 
of all the things you gave her. You never really appreciated how 
grand you truly are, the giver of all those things. 

“So to ease your troubles, let me suggest this to you: Go 
back. It is there that you have expressed, and it is there that you 
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have gained. And this time, you will have for yourself the mastery 
of loving yourself, expressing the love within your being, and 
seeing God in the beauty of all things. 

“If you decide to return, let me suggest that you choose 
carefully who you shall be, so the role that is laid out before you 
will give you the opportunity to become who you are and to 
understand what you have yet to understand. 

“T will leave you alone for a while. Ponder these things. You 
may take all the time you need. And if you decide to return, let 
me know and I will show you how best to proceed.” 

The man is sitting there, a little weary, and he ponders. He 
has everything that he never had before; if he goes back, he loses 
it. Yet he is troubled, for he is desirous to find this God who has 
blessed him with paradise. So he calls for the entity and says unto 
him, “Entity, I am desirous to see God. But I’m not sure how I 
am supposed to do this,” 

The entity says, “All you need do, master, is decide when 
you would like to present yourself known. Any time period, any 
place would be appropriate, because what you are going to set 
into motion by your desires will provide the experiences you are 
needing, regardless of when or where you choose. But if you 
have a particular desire to be a part of your family again, I would 
suggest to you — and it is only a suggestion — that you stay with 
them, for with them you have accomplished the most learning to 
this point.” 

The man ponders this for a moment and then he says, “O 
entity, I have one further question to ask you: How will I know 
this God when I see himr” The entity replies to him, “When you 
know yourself, you will know him.” 

This lightens the man’s heart greatly. For the first time in 
his existence he can relate to a God that is perhaps the same as 
he. So he says to the entity, “I am desirous to go back and to see 
God. And I wish to be part of my family again.” 

The entity says to him, “Look into the pool. What do you 
see?” The man looks into the pool and, behold, the young son 
that he left is now a young man who has escorted and wooed 
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some lovely enchantress, They have become enamored with one 
another, and the copulation processes have already begun. 

The entity says, “There is a good chance, master, that there 
is a way provided for you to return through the offspring of 
your son.” 

“Through my son? I am going to be my son’s son? I, the 
father, am going to be my son’s son and he my father?” 

“Of course. When you lived once before, he was your 
father and you were his son. So, you see, we are only repeating 
this once again.” 

The man ponders this and he looks at this entity and says, 
“But I love my wife. How am I going to be my wife’s grandson?” 

“From the time you are a small boy, you will adore your 
grandmother. By the time you are a man, she will have passed 
from the plane. Thus what has helped you to speak the love that 
is in your heart will have done its bidding; then it will be time to 
bring in new issues of seeing God in its beauty.” 

The man ponders this and he says, “Entity, who has helped 
me so much, when all has been made ready, I wish to become the 
child of my son.” 

The entity says to him, “The seed comes soon. When you 
see it, make yourself a part of your son’s light.” 

“How do I do this?” And he looks around and, behold, to 
his amazement, the entity is gone. Instead he is looking at his 
son, for he has become a part of his son’s light. Though his son 
knows not that he is there, feelings of his father have come more 
to mind recently. “If only my father could see me now,” thinks 
his son. But of course his father does. 

There comes a point when the child is within the womb. The 
man is going to be a part of the designing of this child through his 
thoughts and according to what he wishes his life to be. He may 
choose to take possession of the body upon conception or he may 
wait even till a year after birth to become the child. 

The man is most anxious, for he is finding things most 
familiar to him. So he chooses quickly to become the child. Thus 
he thrusts forth himself and, in the twinkling of an eye, he has

forgotten who he is. And the first thing he knows is the coughing 
in his throat and someone wiping his eyes and wrapping him in 
things that are ever so small. 

This story that I have told to you is a truthful one. The 
entity of high regard and light did not choose for this master his 
life expression. He merely helped him to see it by taking him to a 
place, a magical pond, where his soul could be laid bare and he 
could review his life and determine from that the experiences he 
so needed. 

Even as a young babe in that life, this entity already knew 
how to love. It was how to see God in himself and then become 
it that he had to master. And so he did. The entity’s name was 
Buddha. 

Always you have chosen. Always you have the will to choose. 
None choose for you. Had the man who lived in paradise not made 
an effort to become more and to see God through the beauty of 
this plane, he would still be on the fifth, and your world would not 
have been blessed by his great wisdom and light. 
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“Death is not a necessary rule in this Ringdom. It is 
far easier to take the body with you. Then you never 
have to be born again through the birth canal and 


come into a consciousness which regretfully does not 
accept your memory.”

Student: I recently found out that I’m going to have a baby 
and I would like to know, first of all, why is it that this baby 
chose to come to me. And how do we choose our parents? 

Ramtha: How does anyone choose his parents in order to 
have a vehicle of expression? There are many reasons, many 
answers. But all who have passed from this plane and want to 
come back into this level are waiting for entities to bring forth 
children. Those who have given forth offspring in lives past always 
have genetic patterns of life — what you term parents — through 
which they can return. 

Most will choose parents who are familiar to them, entities 
who have been children or parents to them in other lives. Yet 
there are entities who choose parents that they do not know, only 
because they provide a vehicle through which to express on this 
plane. For some, there is often no vehicle to come through when 
they desire to return, and they may have to wait hundreds of 
years before they find an available embodiment that suits them. 

No one is really the mother or father of anyone else. All are 
sons and daughters of the Mother/Father Principle of life called 
God. All here are brothers and sisters to one another, siblings to 
one another. Your children and your parents are really siblings to 
you and an equal part of the mind of God. 

Each entity knows before he comes here that he is not 
coming back to be the grand beauty or the wealthy entity or the 
wretched pauper. He comes here because he wants to live here 
and to be enterprising in emotional learning on this level, to obtain 
emotional understandings that he wants to fulfill within his being, 
That is the true treasure of your life experiences, whether here or 
on other planes or dimensions, for that is the only thing that 
remains with you throughout eternity. 
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The entity who has chosen you, master, was what is termed 
your father’s father’s father. It is returning through the lineage 
which it set into motion over a century ago. Your desire to bear 
siblings enables it to come back, for now it has a vehicle through 
which it can return. The entity is in line, so to speak, for the fruit 
that you will bring forth. There are many entities in this audience 
who have entities surrounding them in their light-field who are 
there waiting in line for conception to occur. 

Student: Does that mean that it is a boy if it’s my father’s 
father’s father? 

Ramtha: Indeed. Do you approve? 

Student: Oh, yes, very much. Ramtha, I have another 
question. Do we always have to be born through the birth canal 
in order to come back here? 

Ramtha: To answer your question, master, first I wish you to 
understand that this is the plane of three-dimensional perception. 
It is the plane where thought is visible in the three-dimensional 
form called matter. This plane is the density of matter because 
thought has been expanded into a vibratory frequency called light, 
which then has been slowed in its vibratory frequency to become 
electrum, and from electrum to become gross matter, and from 
gross matter to become the solidity of this plane. The matter of 
this plane is thus light that has been slowed in its vibratory frequency 
and taken to its densest form. 

In order for everything here to have the same density, 
everything has to vibrate at the same frequency. Thus your body 
is vibrating at the same frequency as the chair in which you are 
seated. This level exists to you because the senses of your 
embodiment have been designed to perceive the slowest 
frequencies of light called matter. 

Because you are in your essence a light energy that is of a 
greater vibratory frequency than the density of matter, if you did 
not possess an embodiment of matter you would pass through 
the matter of this plane. Thus the body is what allows you, through 
its density and sense organs, to perceive and experience and 
interact with the matter of this plane. 
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So if you wish to be a part of this frequency, you must 
inhabit and be a part of a manifested body. One way to have an 
embodiment is to be born through the birth canal. The only other 
way to have a body in order to experience this plane is to be born 
through the birth canal, wholly maintain the integrity of self, and 
activate the entirety of the organ called the brain. Once you have 
opened your brain capacity to full use, you can at will command 
the body to raise its vibratory frequency to the point where it 
goes out of the frequency level of matter and into the vibratory 
frequency of light. That is called ascension. 

Ascension is simply the means of taking the entirety of 
your being into another dimension of your accepted 
consciousness. Death is certainly one way to get there, but that 
means allowing the structure of the embodiment to fall into age 
and decay and to be no longer. Then you are without the 
embodiment. Ascension is taking your embodiment with you. 

Those who have ascended this plane have mastered the 
ultimate, which is death. They have learned how to raise, through 
the power of their thought, the vibratory frequency of the body’s 
molecular structures to the point where the body is taken with 
them into a light existence, thus forever bypassing death. 

Student: I’m not sure I understand how ascension enables 
you to return to this plane. 

Ramtha: You see, master, when you take your body with you, 
the body can be raised and lowered upon any frequency level you 
choose. So if you choose to come back into this frequency, you 
never have to look for another body, with another ego, in order to 
exist in another life, with another family, in another country. You 
no longer have to be born again into this plane of limited thinking 
only to undergo the programming of social consciousness and have 
to fight for the expression of self in order to regain your 
knowingness. You do not have to learn all over again that the body 
can be restored to the purest light-form from which it came. You 
do not have to learn again that this is just an illusion and a game. 

Once you master ascension, you maintain your body forever 
and can come and go at will with your own embodiment. Then 
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any moment you wish to be a part of this plane again, all you 
have to do is lower the bodily vibrations to where it vibrates at 
the same frequency as this plane, and here you are. 

All here are capable of ascending, for that which lurks 
behind the illusion of flesh is the creator of all universes. And 
you at your own choosing, through unlimited thinking, can make 
this manifestation occur. When you learn to master judgment 
against your thoughts and allow yourself to receive all thought, 
you have the power and the ability to become any ideal that you 
envision. Then you can do or become anything through thought. 
You can take your thought, concentrate it on the body, and 
command the body to vibrate faster. The body will then elevate 
towards the ideal that the thought holds steadfast for it. The whole 
of the body will begin to vibrate at a greater rate of speed. As it 
does so, the temperature of the body will rise and the body will 
begin to take on a glow. As it continues to vibrate faster, the matter 
of the body will go into pure light and then into pure thought. 
Then that which was seen is seen no longer. 

Student: It would seem that ascension is a difficult thing to 
achieve because you don’t hear much about people ascending. 

Ramtha: On the contrary, master, ascension is very easy to 
achieve. In truth, it is simpler than dying. What is difficult to 
achieve is mastering judgment against your thoughts. What is 
indeed difficult to achieve is mastering the illusion of time in 
order to allot yourself the patience to do it. But once you do, 
ascension is simply a thought away. Then you have retained your 
body for all times and can thus be a traveler upon any plane at 
any moment you choose. 

Student: And you never experience death? 

Ramtha: Never. How can you when you are beyond it? 

You know, death is a great illusion. Death is an accepted 
reality on this plane, which all think must be; thus it has become 
a reality. Entity, the only reality is life; everything else is an illusion. 
Illusions are thoughts, that are games, that become realities. 

Death is not a necessary rule in this kingdom. It is far easier 
to take the body with you. Then you never have to be born again 
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through the birth canal and come into a consciousness which 
regretfully does not accept your memory. 

Student: So we don’t have to die? 

Ramtha: No one has to die. You will die only if you believe 
you will. But the body need not ever die. The Gods who designed 
it did not design it to last for only a fleeting moment in time. 
They designed the body to live off its glands, not its organs. And 
through a flow of hormones from the glands, the body was 
designed to live hundreds of thousands of years and never grow 
old. That was how it was programmed in its cellular structures. 
Only a short time ago in your history, entities lived to be thousands 
of years old. 

Death is only the ending of the body, not of the personality 
self. But it is through the attitudes of the personality self that the 
life force of the body is degraded and the body is evoked into 
what is termed death. 

Your body responds only to what it is told to do. Your soul, 
which sits beside your heart, governs the entire body through its 
emotional structure. The soul is what causes hormones to be 
dispensed throughout the body in order to maintain life in the 
embodiment. The soul does not do this on its own but rather 
under the direction of your attitudes and thought processes. 
Because of your attitudes here, the hormones cease to be created 
in the body after puberty. When they are no longer created, a 
death hormone is activated in the body and the whole body begins 
to break down, to grow old, and to die. The death hormone is 
activated in the body because you live in guilt and self-judgment 
and the fear of death. And to you, beauty is based wholly on the 
appearance of youth, not on the character of one’s being. You 
anticipate death by purchasing insurance to bury yourself. You 
purchase insurance to protect your treasury if you become ill or 
diseased. You are doing everything possible to hasten the aging 
and death of your embodiment because you wholly expect it. 

The body is only a servant, an instrument of collective 
thought. It is a magnificent creation, the most refined instrument 
there is. But it was not created to have a mind of its own, It was 
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created specifically to be a servant, and it will live only as long as 
you allow it to live. If you accept thoughts of old age — expecting 
the body to wither away and die — or deny yourself love and 
happiness and joy, your body will gradually descend itself into 
the corruption of death. 

You know, master, in this very moment you can cease time 
completely and live in the foreverness of this Now, if you so 
choose, for is time not an illusion? Who has seen it? A great 
hypocrisy exists here because you refuse to believe in the unseen, 
yet you wholly worship and are enslaved to time. 

You have the power right within you, right where you are, 
to reverse the age of your embodiment back into youth and to 
live on and on and on. How? Simply through your attitude. If 
you do not want the body to age and die, change your attitude. 
Let your attitude say that the body will live forever, and so it 
will. Remove all things from your life that acknowledge the 
ending of it, and it will never end. Never have the word “old” in 
your vocabulary understanding. Have “forever” in your 
understanding. Cease the celebration of your birthdays, for that 
only gives credence to the aging process. If it pleases you to 
acknowledge your birth, do so, but reverse the count of your 
years and become younger. When you do not expect your death, 
you will never know it. 

Always live in the present. Never acknowledge any future 
other than this Now. Your Now will be eternity if you permit it 
to be so. Never contemplate how long you are going to live, for 
you will always live. Contemplate the foreverness of your body, 
and so it will become. That is simply how it is. 

Love yourself, master. Bless your body. Speak to your soul, 
which is the lord of your being, and command it to bring forth 
the enzymes of youth, and it will. Know that the body can live 
forever. And how does it live forever? By telling it to. 

Immortality is achieved only when one does away with the 
understanding of mortality. This travesty called death could be 
eliminated by the whole lot of humanity if they lived not in the 
future or the past but in the ongoingness of this Now and if the 
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attitude of living was greater than the prospects of dying. This 
shall be eliminated here in the years to come, for time will be no 
longer and these understandings will have become a living reality 
in everyone upon your plane. Then death will have become a 
senseless no-thing, 

Student: I have another question about ascension. Is 
ascension what Jesus did when he resurrected his body and then 
reappeared? 

Ramtha: That is indeed how Yeshua ben Joseph did it. That 
is what I did. That is what Buddha did. That is what Osiris, Om 
Akad, Yukad, and Rackabia did. And there have been thousands 
more that you are not even aware of. 

Student: Is ascension something that you foresee many of 
us accomplishing in this lifetime? 

Ramtha: Very few will ascend in this life, for few will truly 
realize and appreciate what is being taught here. Most will die 
because they acknowledge age and deterioration, and they care 
for the splendid machine that carries them only to the extent that 
it looks good. Thus they will age and the body will fall into 
corruption, and it will die. Then the Spirit and soul shall be freed 
of their union with the body. However, in order to come back to 
this plane of density in matter, they will need a vehicle through 
which to express; thus is the rebirthing of masters. 

Most here will die. But that does not mean that that is all 
for them. It simply means that the mask of the embodiment is 
removed and they will have to take up another. But if they do 
choose to return here, they will be returning to a consciousness 
that will facilitate ascension, for soon it will be an understood 
and accepted reality. 

Student: Is there anything I can do or take for my body that 
will help my baby? 

Ramtha: The only thing that you need do in regard to your 
body, master, is don’t worry about how it looks. Know that it is 
beautiful at all times, and your baby will feel the same when it 
emerges. No matter how large you have gotten, it will be a happy 
soul. You have learned? 
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Student: Much. Thank you. 

Ramtha: And, master, when you rear your sibling, never tell 
it that life will be sweeter when it grows up. That is a very limiting 
thing to do to another entity. Create the understanding that every 
moment of its life is important. Allow your child to grow slowly 
and to be a child as long as it desires to be. Then you will be a 
wondrous blessing to one of your beloved brothers and can share 
in its joy of this plane. So be it. 
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“God the Father ts compulsive, contemplative thought 
called life, an ongoingness that can never stand still 
any more than your own thoughts can. In order for 
thought or life to be an ongoing expansion into 
forever, it must have a reason to continue. The reason 
is you. Exach of you became a part of the mind of 
God so that, through you, life would continue to 
expand itself into forever — which indeed has no 
measure in time — for forever is in this moment. It 
is the ongoingness and the eternity of Now.”

Who set the lights into the heavens? Who designed the 
loveliness of flowers and the magnificence of trees? And who 
created the enigma and the wonderment called man? ’Twas not 
God, the totality of life. It was you, the Gods, the wonderful 
sons of an all-loving Father who created all that is — all. The 
Father is the substance, the thought mass from which all things 
come. But you who possess the capacity to think, and the capacity 
to feel, and the divine essence of free will, are the supreme 
creators in life. 

God is indeed the totality of thought, the Source of 
everything that is. But you are the ones who have taken from the 
thought that the Father is and created all the splendor and 
loveliness of created form. Through your creative power and your 
sovereign godship, you have the ability to accept, to hold, and to 
contemplate thought. And through that intelligence you have 
fashioned everything that ts. 

Ponder for a moment a fantasy. Think of a fantasy that is 
exciting, thrilling, volatile to your being. Now feel all the emotion 
of that fantasy. That is how your universe was created. That is 
how man was created. That is how everything is created. 

My beloved masters, you are indeed the creators of all life. 
You are the ones who made the spectacular lights that you see in 
your heavens. You are the ones who created the realities of color, 
design, texture, and smell. You are indeed the magnificent 
creatures of a magnificent Father that is truly everything that is. 
You are not the bastards of the universe; you are the creators of 
it. You are the supreme intelligence of God expressing in your 
own creation called man, and all life stands awaiting your presence, 
your thought, your feeling. 
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You, my esteemed brothers, are eminent creatures of divine 
proportions who hold latent within your beings the intelligence 
and the power to create all things, and yet you do not realize this. 
You are more than creatures of flesh. You are awesome entities 
expressing through form in order to continue the creative abilities 
within you. 

Without your creative thought processes, your superb 
intelligence, and the profound emotion within your souls — without 
all that is unseen about you — you would be a no-thing, And without 
your creative abilities, life would be a no-thing, for thought could 
not propagate itself to become the values of life or the eternity 
that is yet to be lived. 

Without your creative value, nothing would be recognized 
for what it is. What would be the reason for the life and the beauty 
of a flower if there were no one to appreciate its loveliness? It 
would have no meaning here without you. 

Without you, this place of yours would be only a formless 
planet wallowing in the sperms of creativity. Without you, the 
seasons never would have been, the flowers never would have 
bloomed, the sun never would have risen, and the winds never 
would have blown, for you created this kingdom according to 
your purposeful designs, and all things have come forth willingly 
to glorify the God that lies within you. 

Who else designed this magnificent place for you to inhabit? 
Only you did this. Are you not the creatures of supreme 
intelligence? Indeed you are. You did not evolve into that. You 
have always been that. 

Now I am here to teach you to become unlimited, indeed, 
but I will teach you of your worth and value first. To know that 
you are divine, to understand the supreme intelligence and 
awesome power that you possess, it is important for you to 
understand your heritage. It is important for you to understand 
how you became, in your beginning, wisps of light of awesome 
power and how you have evolved yourselves to become the enigma 
called man. I will thus begin to explain. 

In your Book of Books it says, “In the beginning was the 
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Word, and all was with the Word.” Most improper. The word was 
nothing without the thought, for thought is the basis and creator 
of everything that is. 

In the beginning — what you would term the beginning — all 
was the infiniteness of thought. Now the infiniteness of thought 
I will call God the Father. What you term God is, in a more 
unlimited understanding, thought, the principal cause and 
foundation of all life. Everything that is, that ever has been, that 
ever will be, is derived from thought, the intelligence that is the 
mind of God. 

So in the beginning there was the infinite space of thought. 
And God always would have been thought without form had he 
not contemplated himself, turned and bent inward unto himself 
the thought that he was. When the Father contemplated the 
thought that he was, he expanded himself into a unique form of 
himself, for any time a thought is contemplated, the action of 
pure reasoning expands the thought. The thought becomes more; 
it becomes greater. Thus the Father, who had never before 
expanded his being, contemplated himself into a greaterness. 

What gave the Father the desire to comprehend himself 
into a greater existence? Love. The very essence, the very purpose 
of contemplative thought is love. It was the love of God for 
itself that gave it the desire to contemplate itself into a unique, 
expanded form of itself. 

From that movement of love, all of you were born, for 
when God embraced and loved itself into a greaterness, all of 
you became that which God expanded itself into. Each of you 
became in that same wondrous moment an illustrious part of the 
first contemplated, expanded thought. 

Being the first created unit of God the Father, each of you 
became a God of God, a son of the Father, and a part of the 
divine intelligence called the mind of God. You, the Gods, are 
the only creation that is directly of God. You are the only creation 
that is ever the complete duplicate of what the Father is, for you 
are the Father in an expanded form of himself. All that the Father 
is, he is infinitely in the composite of his beloved sons. 
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God the Father is compulsive, contemplative thought called 
life, an ongoingness that can never stand still any more than your 
own thoughts can. In order for thought or life to be an ongoing 
expansion into forever, it must have a reason to continue. The 
reason is you. Each of you became a part of the mind of God so 
that, through you, life would continue to expand itself into 
forever — which indeed has no measure in time — for forever is 
in this moment. It is the ongoingness and the eternity of Now. 

For the purpose of going onward, the Father gave each of 
you the only thing that ever is or ever will be: the totality of 
thought, which is the totality of God. Each of you were given by 
the Father, for the Father, all that you are: a divine intelligence 
and a sovereign, creative will. Through that intelligence and 
freedom of will, you were given the power to take from the 
thought that the Father is and expand yourself according to your 
own contemplative thought processes. 

God, the divine mind, continuously expands itself and 
becomes more through each of you. Whatever you become in 
your own expansion, the Father readily becomes. And whatever 
the Father has come to be — through the expansion of all of his 
beloved sons — you may readily become, for each son stands in 
receivership of whatever the Father is. Thus through your 
contemplative thoughts, you can always be what God is: an 
ongoing, expansive, extraordinarily wonderful kingdom. 

When thought contemplated itself in your beginning, what 
it expanded itself into was the principle of thought called light. 
Light was created first because whenever thought is contemplated 
and expanded, it is always lowered into a vibratory frequency that 
emits light. Light is thus the first lowered form of contemplated, 
expanded thought. 

Your original heritage goes back to the birthing of light, 
for each particum of light born of the first contemplated thought 
became an individual, a God, a son. Thus all became what is 
termed lightbeings at the birthing of creation. 

Everyone was created into being at that same moment. All 
entities that ever were, or ever will be, were created from thought 
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into light the moment God contemplated itself. The light 
emanating from the space of thought became adjacent to and 
part of the mind of God, the flow of all thought, termed the 
river of thought. 

The light that each of you became was and is the 
intelligence that you are; it is God in its expanded form as light. 
That divine light, which is your original and permanent body, is 
the Spirit of your being or what I call the God of your being, 
for your Spirit is God, the mind of God in singular form. To 
this day you still possess the original Spirit, the original God self, 
the original body of light that you became in all of your glory 
the moment thought, your beloved Father, contemplated and 
expanded itself into light. 

Now in your beginning when thought, or God, passed 
through the Spirit of your being, an emotion was created but it was 
fleeting. So your soul was created through your creative force in 
order to capture the river of love that issued forth from God the 
Father. It was created for the purpose of captivating thought from 
the ongoing flow of the river of thought and putting it into a 
stillness — what is termed memory — in the form of emotion. 

Your soul, which is housed within your Spirit, is what has 
enabled you to be a creative principle. For in order to create, you 
must have the ability to hold the image of thought clear and 
steadfast in memory. By doing so, you can contemplate the thought 
and expand it into the creative values that you call reality. 

For instance, in order to create a new and unique flower, 
you must have the thought of a flower emerge. The thought of 
a flower is taken from the flow of ongoing thought, which the 
Spirit or light of your being is at one with. The thought is then 
held clear in the soul as an image, in the form of emotion. 
Through desire, you can now recall the image of the thought 
“flower,” contemplate it, and expand it into whatever unique 
form, color, or height you desire. Now you can uniquely create 
a flower however you wish and at any moment you wish. By 
holding the thought perfectly still in memory, you may paint its 
picture perfectly. 
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Without your soul, you could not expand the Father into 
created form, for you could not make thought stand still in order 
to contemplate and expand it into creation. 

Now what you term creation is really the value of life that 
has always been. There is no beginning to creation and certainly 
there is no ending to it. And the creators from the substance of 
thought are all of you, the light-entities, the Gods. Everything 
has been created by the sons from the thought that the Father 
is, and whatever the sons create becomes the expanded self of 
the Father. 

Everything that you see around you is called matter. The 
Father is the matter, for everything is God. But the creators and 
designers of the matter are the artisans of artisans which all of 
you are, Gods that you are, for you had from your beginning the 
purposeful intelligence to create into matter whatever ideals you 
could envision through thought. 

Everything is derived from thought — everything. Each 
thing of matter has come forth from a thought that was embraced 
into emotion to form an ideal of creation. Before anything was 
ever created, the thought of it was first envisioned through the 
soul as an ideal. All things of matter were created from a thought 
ideal envisioned by the Gods and put together by them from the 
matter that the Pather is. 

Now all matter is surrounded by light. Your scientists 
are beginning to suspect — and they are correct in their 
suspicion — that if you take light and lower or slow its vibratory 
frequency, it becomes gross matter. And where did the light come 
from? Thought, God. 

Whenever you contemplate thought and emotionally 
embrace it, the thought expands into the vibratory frequency of 
light. If you slow the movement of the particles of light and 
condense it, you create electrum, an electromagnetic field that 
has positive and negative poles, which you call electricity. If you 
slow and condense the thought still further, beyond the 
electromagnetic fields, the electrum coagulates into gross matter. 
Gross matter then coagulates into the molecular and cellular 
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structures called form. And the form is held together by the 
thought that the soul envisioned as an ideal of creation. 

All things are created by taking that which has no speed 
— thought — and expanding it into that which does — light — 
and then slowing the light down until you create this and that 
and all that is around you. 

Beloved masters, it is you who have created through your 
own thought processes the beauty and the splendor of all that is. 
It is you who have created all things — from thought, into light, 
into electrum, into matter, into form — simply by thinking and 
feeling them into being, for you, who were thought that had been 
lowered into light, contemplated the light you had become and 
loved the light that you were, and by doing so you lowered light 
one step further to create electrum. When you contemplated the 
electrum that God had become through your thought processes, 
you lowered the electrum into gross matter, or coagulated thought, 
the lowest form of thought and yet another dimension of the 
Father into himself. 

So your first movement was the recognition of what is 
termed the science of thought into matter. And that science was 
never taught; it was simply understood, for it was a process of 
life that you were involved in. It was from that science, from that 
understanding, that created forms began. 

In the beginning of created forms, the Gods contemplated 
themselves, the lights that they were, and created the ideal of 
light into matter by creating what are called suns. And there were 
a trillion billion of them without number. All of the suns were 
created from the focusing or the fusion of gaseous matter that 
resulted from the lowering of electrum. And from the great suns, 
the central sparks of life, rotating spheres called planets were 
created and thrust into their orbits. And upon the spheres, the 
Gods created designs. And it took eons for you to learn design. 

Who created this universe and all universes that surround 
an even greater sun cycle? You did, indeed. You designed it simply. 
Each thing that you created through contemplated thought 
expanded your experience, which allowed feelings, the truest 
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treasure of thought, to occur within your soul. And it was through 
feelings that the plane of matter was created. 

Your divinity lies in that you are indeed the beginning sparks 
of light and that you, the creators, have created from the Father 
through your sovereign wills all that is — all. God did not create 
the universes; he is the universes. You created them from your 
thinking processes by feeling them in your souls. 

Most of you were among the Gods who came to this 
place of yours called Earth eons ago, and here you created 
and evolved all life. Over millions of years, as you know time 
to be, you took from the thought that the Father is, and through 
your supreme intelligence and creative power you designed your 
ideals of creation. 

You, the light-entities, formulated living organisms here 
from bacteria that formed through the reaction of gaseous matter 
in water. That was the clay from which you created the different 
values of life. And in the beginning your creations were merely 
grouped matter expressing as a glob of something, Your creativity 
was very simple because you were only beginning to understand 
the reality of matter and how to create from it. But over eons of 
time you created the plants and animals and every other living 
creature upon this plane. 

Creatures were devised by you as an expression of your 
creative emotion, as an expression of creative life, lifeforms that 
could be mobile and that could themselves express. The flower 
was created by a group of you. Color was introduced. Aroma was 
added. Later, various aspects of the flower were brought into 
different designs. 

You must understand that you did not labor to create these 
things, for as lightbeings you were without an embodiment to 
labor with. Whatever you desired to create, you simply became it. 
In order to give substance to matter — to give personality to it, 
to give intelligence and design to it — you became a part of 
everything you created. Once each creation became a living thing 
of the intelligence of its creator, you withdrew from your creation, 
always searching for greater creations. 
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Everything you created here would not be so beautiful or 
sublime, nor would it have purposeful meaning, if it did not 
have the breath of life of its creator within it. You are the ones 
who breathed into your creations the intelligence or patterns of 
genetic memory called instinct. That is what gave your creations 
a purpose for being and the means — through reproductive 
processes and the sharing of genes — for new species to evolve. 
Yet the new species would still carry the intelligence of instinct, 
the breath of life from the great creative Gods who set into 
motion the patterns for evolution. That is why all living things 
have within them the divine essence that is the spark of life 
from you, the Gods, their creators. 

It was not until a food chain had been clearly established 
here that the Gods decided to create a vehicle of matter through 
which they could experience their creations and continue to 
express their creativity, but as themselves rather than through their 
creations. And for that they created the embodiment called man. 

Now thought is a penetrating frequency, an essence that 
passes through matter. Thus the Gods, who were thought in the 
form of light, could become the flower, yet never smell it, never 
know its essence. They were like the breeze that would blow 
through the trees, yet could never feel or embrace the tree. They 
would pass through stone, yet they could not feel it because 
thought is not affected by the matter that the stone ts, for it lacks 
the sensitivity to feel the essence of a lower vibration. 

In order for the Gods to smell the flower, to hold the 
flower, to wear the flower — in order for them to know its 
beauty and experience its vividness — they had to create a vehicle 
of matter that vibrates at the same rate of speed that the flower 
is vibrating. Thus the embodiment called man was created, after 
all other things were created, so that the Gods could feel and 
experience their creations and express their creative ability through 
gross matter — or what is termed solidity in mass — thought 
taken to its lowest form. 

Man was created through a thought ideal to be a vehicle for 
the Gods to ride within. It was the perfect embodiment for a God, 
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for it could hold the soul and be enveloped by the Spirit of the 
God. Now through an embodiment, the Gods could touch the 
flower and smell its essence, and the experience of that would be 
recorded forever in their souls as feelings, the treasure of their 
doings. Now indeed they could look upon a tree and contemplate 
it, savor its smell, and touch its beauty. Now the Gods could see 
and touch and embrace and speak to one another. Now they could 
nurture and observe and be completely volatile to one another. 
And now the Gods, as man, had a whole new adventure in matter 
in which to play for the invisible essence called feelings. 

Thus the Gods, lightbeings without the density of mass, 
created a density appropriate to their ideal. Through the mass 
of the embodiment they could express in yet another reality: 
thought manifested into the form called matter, In that, they 
became God, divine thought manifested into the intelligence of 
the cellular mass called mankind. Thus they became God/man, 
man/God: God expressing in the wonderment of human form; 
man expressing the God within him to continue his Father’s 
expansion into forever. 

The first men came forth only after much experimentation 
by a group of the Gods. At first only males were created, and 
they were not even created with loins. The loins were inside of 
them so that they could reproduce themselves through the process 
called cloning. Thus all man-embodiments looked alike when they 
were first created. And they were rather humble creatures who 
would be considered very grotesque to you today. But to the Gods 
in those times, they were very beautiful. Unfortunately, they were 
not very swift on their feet; thus they were continuously made a 
meal of by the animals about. So the Gods tried and tested and 
modified them for a long time until they were worthy of complete 
possession. Once the embodiment had been perfected, many of 
the Gods in great jubilation took possession of embodiments 
for a new adventure in the exploration of life. 

The embodiments that the Gods inhabited were designed 
to house a power structure that would enable the lightbeings to 
improve continuously upon the embodiment so they could live 
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and coexist in a very dangerous environment. The body was 
designed so that the memory of every thought the God embraced 
into emotion would be patterned in every cell and thus carried on 
through the process of cloning. 

When womb of man or woman was created much later, as a 
more perfected form of man, it permitted uniqueness and further 
refinement of the embodiment through the sharing of genes. The 
man would carry in his seed the patterns of his understanding gained 
to that point, and the woman would carry it in her egg, Through 
the act of copulation, the genetic patterns of the two would come 
together to create an even greater entity based on the learning and 
realizations of its parents. Yet they were creating only a better body 
through this process, not a better Spirit. 

As the understanding of the Gods living as man began to 
grow — as their survival necessitated it — the body was 
continuously perfected from its primeval form, or what you call 
evolved, a process which has continued for over ten and one- 
half million years in your counting. It has taken that long for 
you to become what you are this moment. 

Your body is young. Man, in the uprightness of his tested 
mobility, is only ten and one-half million years old. But you, the 
lightbeings, have always been, because how does one determine 
the beginning of contemplative thought based on time when there 
wasn’t anything called time? So you are ancient. And for billions 
of years, as you term and measure time, you created in electrum. 
Then lowering electrum into gross matter became a new and 
different adventure. Thus through billions of years of design and 
exploration, man became a living, breathing creature of coagulated 
thought and dense matter. 

All of this plane you created. That is why reality would not 
be here if it weren’t for the lot of you. The animals are beloved, 
for they have been given the breath of life through you, their 
creators. The flowers are beloved, for they have the patterns of 
your beauty in them. All life does, and it is all because of you. 

Who are you? You are the great Gods of light, the great 
creators of all life. You are the grand, infinite thought magnified 
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and lowered into creative matter. You are God, the forever thought, 
experiencing the form called humanity. You are God manifested as 
man to continue the expansion of thought into forever. 

Student: I find myself in a position of having to decide 
whether or not I’m going to pursue the learning of all the things 
you are teaching. All that you say pleases me, but I’m held back 
by an element of doubt as to whether all the things you teach are 
true. Is there anything you can tell me or do for me which will 
convince me that what you say is true? 

Ramtha: No. But I will ask you this: Tell me what is not truth. 

Student: What is not truth? Well, for example, I recently 
heard a tape recording of an audience in which you gave a very 
beautiful description of how creation began. It was very pleasing 
and very detailed, especially in comparison to other versions I’ve 
heard. I’d like to believe that the way you spoke it was exactly the 
way it happened. But I can’t be sure that what you said is true. 

Ramtha: Then how did it happen? 

Student: I don’t have an explanation. I’m just searching for 
a better understanding. 

Ramtha: You have heard many explanations of how creation 
occurred. Which do you choose? 

Student: I’ve really only heard two or three. But yours pleases 
me the most. 

Ramtha: Why? 

Student: Well, it is more detailed. 

Ramtha: How could it be so detailed? How does one have 
knowledge of the things they speak? 

Student: Experience. 

Ramtha. Ah, indeed. That was my experience of how it was 
and how it is. That is how I remember it. 

Student: But can you understand my doubts? 

Ramtha: Indeed, because you have not allowed yourself to 
remember. But I will tell you this: Listen to it again, and while all 
the other accounts have utterly failed to explain anything, there is 
no lacking in this account, and it all follows suit. 

Convince you? I will not do that, for I would never convince 
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you. Only you allow that to occur. 

Student: Well, can I ask you a couple of questions for 
clarification? 

Ramtha: Indeed. 

Student: You have said that the Father expands through us. 
Does that mean that the divine mind is actually growing through 
us, through our creations? 

Ramtha: Indeed. For the Father was, in your beginning, the 
Void without form, space without light. And he always would 
have been that had he not contemplated himself and embraced 
the thought that he was. When he did that, he expanded himself 
into light, the first expansion of thought. Of that light, all of us 
became. Why? To continue the expansion of the Father into 
forever. How? Through the same process of contemplation that 
the Father began in the birthing of our light-forms. 

From the splendid moment of our soul’s birth, each of us 
began to evolve and expand ourselves. Our souls enabled us to 
captivate thought and hold it in the form of emotion. Through 
that we could go inward, contemplate the thought, and expand it 
into creativity. That is what allowed the world to come into being, 
the flower to be a seed into a bloom, and the animals to become 
and roam. 

Thought, your beloved Father, is of itself unmanifested 
emotion. Thought is not given credence as being until it is 
manifested as emotion within the soul. Once the thought is 
embraced and recorded in the soul, then it becomes real. Then it 
has design. Then it has structure. Then it has permanence. 

Who created everything that you see here? "Iwas not God, 
the thought. It was you, the Gods, the emotion, who took thought 
and felt it into the lowered forms of matter. What you term reality 
does not become that until a thought is embraced into emotion 
within the soul to form an ideal of creation and then expressed 
as created form. It is feelings and the values of emotion that give 
thought credence and the form that you call reality. That is how 
the Father grows every moment. 

Created form is thus the evolution of thought into emotion. 
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That is what allows matter to be created. That is what allows you 
to create, to evolve, to become, to express, to do whatever you 
choose to do. And you have never been judged by the life force 
that allows you to be what you are, for in being what you are, you 
expand and give credence to the mind of God. 

The Father not only works through you but feels through 
you, is through you. You are that which he is, and that reality is 
being re-created every moment. That is why everything you do, 
that you have ever done, has always been accepted in the eyes 
of God. 

Everything here, which is born of thought and light, you 
created. Thus the kingdom of heaven, the kingdom of God, has 
been expanded through his beloved sons, you, himself. So love 
what you are immensely, for you are a beautiful thing who has 
created all things for the joy of it. 

Student: Thank you, Ramtha. I have one other question. 
You said that man has been here for ten and a half million years. 
But as I understand it, scientists have evidence that man has been 
here for only about a million years, perhaps two million at most. 

Ramtha: For you to understand, your archaeologists have a 
way to date things based on the radioactivity of that which they 
find. What gives those things radioactivity is the light principle 
called your sun. Yet the light from your sun did not directly 
bombard this plane for as long as your scientists believe, for your 
planet was surrounded by water for a long time. The water was 
your oceans, which were still in the atmosphere at that time. When 
light from your sun hit the water in the stratum, the water diffused 
the light; thus there was diffused light everywhere. Thus no thing 
was exposed to radiation as it is this day. Yet they determine the 
age of man through the radioactivity of that which they find, 
believing that the sun’s rays had direct access to this plane for 
longer than they really did. 

The Gods have been here as man for ten and one-half 
million years in many forms of the embodiment in order to perfect 
it. And what IJ have just given you is a clue for you to contemplate 
so that you may reason this for yourself. 
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Now tell me, master, why do you choose this creation story 
over the others? Do you know why? 

Student: Simply because the explanation pleases me. 

Ramtha: But why does it please your 

Student: Because you speak that we are all perfect, that no 
one is less than anyone else, and that life is ongoing. 

Ramtha: Indeed. And it would also mean that everything 
your religions have taught could be wrong. Do you know what is 
wonderful about that? It means that perhaps there really is no 
such thing as a devil, or hell, or sin, or damnation, or a fearsome 
God; that they could be wrong, And they are.

Who you ate to me is a beloved brother — and not only to 
me but to all entities, seen and unseen, in all universes and in all 
levels of life — for we are all linked together through the grace, 
the intelligence, and far greater through the love of that which is 
termed God, the wondrous thought that supports and holds you 
throughout all eternity, regardless of all your outrageous 
endeavors. 

You are a grander treasure than you know, for without even 
one of you, life and universes and molecular structures would 
never have existed. For you and because of you, life has become 
an exuberant display of the intelligence — of the drama, if you 
will — of the continuation of the patterns of thought into the 
brilliant colors of reality. You are precious indeed, for regardless 
of how you think of yourselves you have added to the spectacular 
display of the totality of all that is. 

Splendid you are, for look at the lot of you who comprise 
humanity. In the semblance of your countenances there is not one 
of you who looks like another. You are like the flowers of a 
magnificent garden whose seeds pollinate and create new flowers 
that are ever more beautiful and lush in their deepening hues. Each 
of you is beautiful, yet different, for each of you is God expressing 
through the uniqueness of your own willful, creative designs. 
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All of you were once wisps of thought, emanating light, 
who became the continuation of God into the ongoingness of 
forever. In order to erect a greater kingdom for exploration, you 
designed with great care and much experimentation embodiments 
of matter or, if you will, coagulated thought. Through your 
embodiments you were able to express yourselves upon yet 
another plane of existence and thus explore the whole of the 
patterns of thought called God. Thus in your adventures into 
infinite creativity, you who were once light without form have 
transformed yourselves into the cellular matter called mankind. 
In that, you became God/man, the intelligence called the mind 
of God expressing through the living organism called man. 

As mankind you are a remarkable intelligence. You have 
not only breathed into your own cellular structures the breath 
of life and the instinctual means to survive but, for divine 
purposes, you have integrated your supreme intelligence with 
the matter of the embodiment for the purpose of refining and 
evolving it.

The real world exists only 
from the standpoint of emotion, not governed by logic but by 
moving love, 

This world that you call reality would never exist if you did 
not have the eyes to perceive it through moving emotion within 
your soul, for it would be a no-thing, All of this paradise of matter 
was created simply to evoke emotion within the souls of those 
who participate in this wonderment of creativity. Why? For the 
greatest prize of life called wisdom. And wisdom is not an 
intellectual understanding; it is indeed an emotional understanding 
gained from experience. 

Life, this grand stage, is your kingdom. It is the platform 
upon which you create your illusions. This wondrous stage affords 
you the opportunity to dream into existence any reality you desire. 
For the God that you are has the unlimited freedom to dream any 
thought, feel the emotion, and manifest the dream into a reality. 
And anywhere in between you can change your mind. 

The reason for life on a plane of density is to prove to that 
which embarks upon it — and this is an experience exclusive to 
humanity — that with each turn of the thought embraced into 
emotion, the reality soon follows. And when that understanding 
is grasped, when that awesome power of creativity is realized, it 
quickens an alignment within you through which you know that 
you are God.

Each of you is upon this plane for many reasons, but the 
grandest reason of all and of utmost importance is to understand 
and love the greatest mystery of all, the point called self. And that 
point I refer to appropriately as God the Father within you, that 
which gave you credence in your beginning, that which you create 
and evolve through, and that which you will once again become. 

Since you are to become as God is — to express completely 
the God within you — just what is it that you are to become? 
What is the identity of God that will give you a point of reference 
to thus become? Well, let us see. 

This God that I love, that Iam a servant unto, that all wonders 
are worked through, is the ongoingness of the totality of life. In 
the ongoingness of the kingdom of life, which is the ongoingness 
of eternity, the Now is all there ever is. In this Now, this specific 
moment, God is all things that are being as they are. Thus in this 
Now, God is the Isness of all that is. And in the Nows to come, 
God is the pulsating of all life ongoing abreast of itself — vibrantly 
living, feeling, expanding, evolving — expressing the beingness 
of itself. 

God is the conclusiveness of all things that are, and yet it is 
without borders, without beginning, and without ending, It is the 
infiniteness that has no parallel. The Isness of God is reality upon 
reality, dimension upon dimension, universe upon universe. 

You have one little galaxy here. And if you think that you 
are the only life that exists in it, you are rather arrogant. In your 
Milky Way alone there are ten billion suns, and with each sun 
there are planets that are supporting life. 

There is no number in counting to tell you how many 
solar systems there are. None. There is no number in counting 
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to tell you of every planet, great and small, and the life that 
dwells therein. There is no number. And if you wish to 
comprehend infinity, you had best reprogram your thinking to 
perceive beyond time, distance, and measure, for in a greater 
reality, none of these exist. 

God is. When was the beginning? There never was one. God 
always was the thought, the space, the Void that supports and gives 
life to the telstars. Know you what a telstar is? It transforms light 
into matter and spews it forth into the universe to create stellar 
systems. Where did the telstar come from? Thought, God, space, 
the great Void, where you look out and see stars and forever. If 
you want to visualize God in its impeccable and infinite being, 
visualize the open-ended eternity called space, for space is the river 
of thought that surrounds everything you see, that supports and 
gives credence to everything that is. 

Everyone talks about space as if it were nothing. But what 
is the power that allows all things to steadfast themselves into 
orbital systems? What is it that holds up your Earth in the Void? 
What supports your Milky Way, which has ten billion suns in it? 
What holds it up? What causes your sun to be held in position? 
What allows the passage of all matter? What indeed is the highway 
that light travels upon? You say, nothing? Show me a no-thing 
that can support ten billion suns and their solar systems. 

God is on one level the matter that makes up the substance 
of all things. On another level it is the time-flow of the different 
dimensions, the time-warp that creates parallel universes. On 
another level it is the spectrum called light that gives 
supportiveness to matter. And on the greatest level of all, it is the 
no-thing that holds you into position: thought, the foreverness 
of space. 

God is the whole of life — pulsating, expanding, 
evolving — ongoing into forever. It is the Isness that allows what 
was, the permeance of what is, and the promise of what is to 
come. It is the movement that endows life, the unlimited thought 
process that reaches no goals or ideals but is continuously creating 
life from thought, into light, into matter. God is the essence of

all that is in a motivated force that is ever-changing, ever-creating, 
ever-expanding, ever-being. 

How can you identify that which is all-encompassing, 
all-powerful, ever-evolving, ever-moving, ever-allowing, ever-being? 
How can you say this is what God is, when what God is now 
will not be the same in the next Now? How do you perceive an 
open-ended universe? 

With a finite, thinking mind you cannot identify that which 
is beyond time, distance, space, and matter because with a finite 
mind you cannot reach that far with description. Though the 
terms God and the Father have been used, they are only words 
to refer to all that is, that has been, that ever will be, from the 
Isness of what was, to the Isness of what is, to the unlimited 
Isness of forever. 

So where do you find a point of reference for becoming 
God? In you, for what you are is the image of God, the duplicate 
of what the Father is. The essence that you are is that which is 
ongoing, evolving, ever-changing, ever-creating, ever-being. You 
are thought; you are light; you are electrum; you are form. You 
are pure energy, awesome power, pulsating emotion, sublime 
thought. That which you have perceived to be the highest level 
of intelligence — of power, dignity, holiness, and grace — is that 
which is you. Who are you? You are the identifiable God.

The only way you can identify God is to observe 
what the Father is in you. And isn’t that rather nice, after all? It 
takes you out of the complexities of trying to comprehend infinite 
creation and brings you into the here and now of your own life, 
your own thought processes, your own Isness. 

The only way you can perceive, understand, and 
emotionally know the Father is to understand and emotionally 
know who you are; then you will know God. Then you can say, 
“T know who the Father is, for the Father and I are one, and I 
know who I am.” 
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To be as God is, is to be as you are. When you simply are 
the Isness of yourself, you are open-ended, unlimited, creative, 
and optional. You are allowing; you are movement; you are quiet; 
you are joy. You are pure energy, powerful direction, all feeling, 
all thought. Being and loving yourself with all of your being and 
all of your breath and allowing the virtue of yourself into life are 
being as God is. 

Simply allow yourself to be, an Isness. In being, you are 
everything, To become God is to say, “I am.”

CHAPTER ELEVEN 
The Gift of Love 


“Love in its ultimate form is the desire of the Father 
to allow the life that he is to be an ongoingness through 
each of you. The purest form of love is the freedom 
of will that the Father gave each of you so that through 
the exercise of that will you would explore the 
dimensions of thought and expand yourself into a 
greaterness, which expands the mind of God.”

There is no such thing as the will of God apart from your 
own divine will. If God wanted life to be the mundaneness of a 
singular expression, he never would have created you into being, 
nor would he have given you the will to express your own 
purposeful uniqueness. 

What is called the will of God was created by man so that 
he could govern and control his brothers. Yet if you believe that 
teaching and see God’s will as separate from yours, then you will 
always be in the battle of his will versus yours, for you will want 
to do certain things and feel you must; yet the will of God says 
you must not. 

God is not separate from you. You and he are one and the 
same. Your will is his will. Whatever you want to do is what you 
term divine providence, divine will. So you are never in conflict 
with destiny, for destiny is not preordained; it is ordained wholly 
by you. Everything you think creates your moments to come. Your 
very Now moment is simply the product of the thoughts you had 
moments ago. That is the science of God. The only thing the 
Father wills for you is to experience the totality of life that he is, 
according to the feelings within your soul. Why? So that you come 
to understand what joy is and the unconditional love that God 
has for you and all life. 

If you feel you are at odds with God, perhaps you should 
reconstruct your image of what God is, for I tell you he is not all- 
loving if you must fight him. 

In the beginning when the Father contemplated his most 
splendid self, he expanded himself into the splendor of light. It 
was from that expansion in light that each of you became God in 
the form of a unique, singular movement so that you would 
continue the expansion of thought into forever. 
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In order for God to be an ever-expanding uniqueness 
through your contemplative thoughts, it was necessary to give 
each of you the power to create uniquely from the thought that 
he is. And he did this by giving you the action called free will. The 
principle of will was given to each of you so that you would be 
unique and sovereign, so that you would be the creator of your 
own truth, sovereign in your own understanding. 

What gives you your divine essence is that you have the 
freedom to embrace and experience whatever thoughts you desire. 
And that divine essence, called free will, is love. It is the gift of 
love from God to each of you. Each of you has the divine essence 
of will so that you have the freedom to create uniquely whatever 
ideal you envision through thought. 

Love in its ultimate form is the desire of the Father to allow 
the life that he is to be an ongoingness through each of you. The 
purest form of love is the freedom of will that the Father gave 
each of you so that through the exercise of that will you would 
explore the dimensions of thought and expand yourself into a 
greaterness, which expands the mind of God. 

Free will gives you a uniqueness — yet a oneness with the 
Father — that permits your thought processes to have their own 
creative flow. And every moment you create through the 
contemplation and expansion of your own thoughts, you imitate 
the same love that the Father had for himself when he created 
you into being, for creation is the act of bringing love from within 
your being into a unique, free-moving, creative form, which will 
live on into forever. 

From the illustrious moment of your birth, the Father gave 
each of you through pure, unconditional love this covenant: 
Whatever you think, whatever you desire, the Father shall 
become. Through that covenant — that still is and always shall 
be — each of you became the heir to the totality of what the 
Father is. Thus the Father always gives you all that he has become 
so that you can experience and understand the totality of life 
that he is. He is the basis of the fulfillment of your dreams. But 
who is the dream-maker? You. And what are your dreams made 
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of? Thought, God, life. 

You can take from the totality of thought that God is and 
create any truth, any attitude, any desire you wish. Whatever truth 
or attitude you create in your thought processes, the Father, life, 
readily becomes. And whatever ideal of thought you desire, the 
Father freely manifests through the matter that he is so that you 
may experience it. 

To give you an example of God’s love for you, let us look at 
the creature called a snake, an ideal created by a God for the 
purpose of extended life in a life chain. This creature has a long, 
slender body with many muscles and many bones. It moves very 
swiftly and has a very big head with fangs that can puncture you 
as its only defense. Though its bite can bring down a man of 
great size within moments, any man could hack the snake to bits 
ot easily crush it. Now let us take two Gods. The first, who has a 
scientific mind, sees the snake as a wonderful creation, for it can 
move very swiftly, even without feet, and has a beautiful pattern 
and color to its skin, and a marvelous skeleton that seems to go 
on and on and on. The second God comes up and says that the 
snake is hideous and vile, it is an awful creature because its bite is 
dangerous, and it can kill a man. 

To the Father, the Isness of all life, all things are pure in 
their state of being. All things are innocent in their expression 
of the life that he is. It is only each entity’s attitude toward 
something that makes it a beautiful or a vile, ugly thing. It is 
only we Gods — who have the creative ability to take from the 
thought that the Father is, contemplate it, and alter it — who 
judge something that is really pure and innocent as something 
other than being, 

How great is the love of God, which is the life substance 
that the snake is, that he gives you, his greatest creation, the right 
to cast your attitude and will upon the snake however you choose. 
The love that the life source has for you is so great that it will 
become any one thing that you desire through thought. The Father 
will be anything you wish him to be. He will allow you to alter 
him in any way you wish to alter him. The life that he is will 
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become vile or ugly or vulgar, or it will become to the height of 
beauty, however you wish to see it. 

Now is that not a wondrous thing, that the Father will 
become however you perceive and desire him to be simply through 
the whims of your thought processes? Indeed it is. That is love. 

You can do with thought whatever you will, for the Father’s 
love for you is steadfast. No matter how vile or wretched you 
perceive the life that God is, to him it is still him. It is still God. It 
is still pure, and it is still loved. That promise is unshakable, for 
the Father is of himself wholly without attitudes; he simply is. 

The love between you and God has no condition. If the 
Father in any way censored your thoughts or restricted you from 
experiencing the totality of the life that he is, then you would not 
have the freedom to continue his expansion into forever. Neither 
would you gain the wisdom from your adventures in thought in 
order to understand the love and joy that the Father truly is in his 
supreme state of being. 

God loves you in complete freedom to do as you will, for 
your will is his will. That is the covenant between God and his 
sons, God and himself. Whatever you do, wherever you venture 
unto him, you are always loved. He allows you to do whatever 
you desire, for he knows that you are ongoing, that nothing can 
ever take you from him. The Father has created no thing superior 
to himself that can remove your life force ever, so you will always 
be. And when your life here is spent, there will be yet another, 
with the freedom to create it however you choose. 

You will live this life and all of those to come according to 
your will. And what has given you the freedom to do that is that 
which loves you, that which is called your Father, God Almighty, 
the lover of all things. 

You are free entities. How? Through the power called will 
and the ability called love. 
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Nothing but Truth

Student: I feel like ve spent my whole life going from one 
religion to another and, more recently, from one teacher to another 
trying to understand what life and God are all about. I’m really 
confused, Ramtha, because everyone has something different to 
say. Even though many things are the same, they all teach different 
things, and some of them are even completely the opposite of 
the other. 

For instance, you say that there is no right or wrong and that 
God loves us whatever we do. In a way, what you teach makes 
sense to me, but it’s very different than what others teach. And 
some of what you teach seems a little far-out in a sense because it’s 
so different than what I have been taught my whole life. 

I’m confused, Ramtha. I don’t know who to believe. How 
do I determine what is really true, what the truth is? 

Ramtha: First, master, what mean you by the term far-out? 

Student: Well, what I mean is, one has to stretch his thoughts 
to understand or accept some of the things you say. 

Ramtha: Would you say that infinity and forever are far-out? 

Student: Well, yes, in a way. 

Ramtha: Then my teachings are indeed far-out, for that is 
how far they will take you, all the way to the perimeters of forever. 

Now tell me, master, what is not true? 

Student: Well, for example, imagination, fantasy, things that 
don’t correspond with reality. 

Ramtha: Indeed? What are imagination and fantasy? 

Student: Thoughts you entertain in your mind; things you 
make up in your thoughts. 

Ramtha: And when you are entertaining these thoughts, are 
they not real? Are they not a reality in your consciousness? Are

they not a truth in thought? 

Student: Yes, but they may be true only in my mind. They 
don’t necessarily correspond with the truth about how things really 
are in reality. 

Ramtha: You know, master, everyone wishes to know what 
the truth is. But if there is the truth, what is everything other 
than that when it also has a reality in consciousness? 

Do you know what the truth is? That there is none. There 
being none means that everything is. 

Everything is true, master. There is nothing untrue, for all 
things are derived from thought, which is God. And God is not 
one formulated thought; he is the reality of all thoughts. 

Everything is real, for everything has been given credence 
through thought and has purpose in being. What you term 
imagination and fantasy are certainly real, for they are constituted 
of purposeful thought. 

Student: Even though they don’t correspond with the real 
world that is out there? 

Ramtha: The world out there, which you call real, master, is 
only the illusion and creation of the greatest reality of all, which 
is the unseen reality called thought and emotion. How do you 
think all of your world out there came into being? It was created 
by imagination and fantasy. And once it became a reality in its 
material form, it then spurred further imagination and fantasy, 
for each begets the other and both are indeed real. 

Everything created in thought, everything that exists in 
consciousness — whether or not it is ever manifested into the 
form called material reality — is true, master. 

Student: No matter how bizarre it is? 

Ramtha: Indeed, entity, for only attitudes determine 
bizarreness. Every thought entertained in your mind is true, 
for it is alive in consciousness; thus it is a part of the greatest 
reality, termed the mind of God, the platform from which all 
life springs forth. 

Now let us see, master, if we can help you out a bit with 
your confusion. God the Father is thought, the truth of all 
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thought. And the splendid thing about God is that he is indeed 
lawless, for if the Father had laws, he would be limited. But since 
the Father is unlimited, he allows options to his unlimited truth, 
unlimited thought. The Father has given each of you the will to 
accept and create from thought whatever truth adds to your own 
individuality, to perceive truth according to your desire and your 
unique progression into wisdom. And whatever truth you create 
in thought, the Father, life, will become so you may experience 
and understand that truth, that dimension of thought called God. 

Truth is only what an individual perceives truth to be. Truth 
is an opinion, an attitude, a belief about something that has 
become an absolute in creative thought. Yet everyone’s opinion 
about any one thing will differ, often vastly, for each has 
formulated that opinion based on his unique experiences and the 
understanding or misunderstanding that he has gained in his soul, 
not only from this life but from all lives lived before this one. So 
one entity will believe something to be true and another may not. 
The two cannot comprehend one another because they have not 
been one another and had the same collective experiences. 

Whose truth is correct? Both are. They are both truthfully 
right, for each is expressing the truth which his experience and 
understanding have allowed him to perceive. But if one’s truth is 
that his truth is the only one that is correct, he is limited in his 
understanding. 

Each entity in this dream — according to his experience 
and his own need and for the purpose of the fulfillment of 
self — will accept and create whatever truths he desires to 
experience for his evolution into wisdom. And for the purpose 
of that experience, each will seek out sources of truth which 
support what he wants to believe. Thus for however many Gods 
that inhabit this plane, there will be that many unique sets of 
truths, for each entity has the will and the right and the need 
to create truth differently. 

So whatever you read or hear from a teacher is perceived 
truth: how he sees it, how he has learned it, how he has created it, 
how he is experiencing it. Thus if you studied under ten teachers, 
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you would certainly be in great confusion, for each one’s truth 
will be different. And you may certainly find that one or another’s 
perception of truth will fit whatever you are needing at the 
moment. But if you are trying to discern which one speaks the 
truth, when you look at all of them you will realize that all of 
them do. What you must decide is to what degree you wish to 
become a particular truth, for whatever truth you accept will 
become an experienced reality in your life. 

There are great teachers on your plane, master, and they are 
magicians of sorts, for they can do and manifest wondrous and 
miraculous things. But they still believe in death, and thus they 
will die. Even though they have progressed greatly in their learning, 
they have not yet taken their understanding beyond the limitations 
of death and dying to the understanding that life is really a 
continuum in being. So if you were to accept their truths as the 
truth, you too might become a magician, but you will also die. 
You see? 

There is truth in everything, master, but there is also 
refinement in all things, for each moment refines truth. That ts 
why God is not in a state of perfection but rather a state of 
becoming. Each entity continually progresses in his understanding 
to encompass more unlimited truth. And whatever his 
understanding is, moment to moment to moment, it will be the 
truth as he sees it, as he knows it. 

Let us take a flower, for example. Is it true that the flower 
is a bud? Indeed. When the flower blooms, is it a liar because it is 
no longer a bud? No. It is in a state of progressive truth. And is 
the flower a liar when its petals fall and are no more? What is it 
then? It is in a further state of its truth. 

Any teachings that you hear or read from a source that 
teaches of laws — or limits man, or divides the Isness into good 
and evil, or says that God is a singular entity rather than the Isness 
of all that is — any teachings like that are coming from entities 
who simply have accepted that to be their truth and are compelled 
to give it to the world. That is their truth, master, and they are 
not wrong. But a greater, more refined truth is that anyone who 
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teaches that life is in any way limited has not progressed in his 
understanding as greatly as others have. For is God limited? If he 
were, master, life would not be ongoing and you would not even 
have the option to be confused. 

What I teach is indeed a wondrous truth, for who dares to 
call God lawless, for then he cannot be used to control and enslave 
others. But the Father, the supreme consciousness, is indeed 
without the limitation of laws and judgments and endings. When 
you progress in your truth to embrace that unlimited 
understanding, then you will experience and truly understand the 
love and joy and ongoingness that the Father is. 

Everyone knows, master, only to the extent that they desire 
and allow themselves to know. And most knowledge on your plane 
is built upon fear and survival and polarities of understanding. It 
is built upon judgment and the separation of peoples. It is built 
upon the understanding that man is a fallen creature who has no 
divinity. But man is God, master; thus to judge man is to judge 
God. To limit man is to limit God. To separate man from his 
divinity is to take divinity away from God. 

If what you read or hear from a teacher limits your thought 
processes, it indeed limits the thought processes of the Father. 
Listen to what is said and how it is said. If it limits, separates, 
divides, then it is a limiting truth of an entity who has yet to 
progress into a more unlimited understanding. 

What you inevitably learn from all of these teachers, 
master, is that you alone are your greatest teacher, for only you 
know what is the best of all things for you. How can anyone 
else know when he is busy living his own life and assessing truth 
from his own point of view? Only you can know what experience 
is needed in your soul for your own fulfillment. Only you can 
be the giver of your own truth, for truth is self-ordained and 
self-established. And that truth will not be found through 
scientific or intellectual understandings but rather through an 
emotional understanding, for truth is a feeling, a knowingness; 
it is not intellectual. To know what the truth is for you is to 
know what you feel the truth is. 
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Student: But, Ramtha, how can you feel that something is 
true if it is not supported by facts, or if it is perhaps contrary to 
what science has discovered to be true? 

Ramtha: Master, nothing can be proven by what you term 
facts, for facts will change as the understanding of mankind 
evolves and changes. Everything is conjecture, for reality is 
continually evolved and created through thought and emotion. 
Facts are only the current material manifestations of collective 
consciousness, collective thoughts that have been embraced into 
emotion by the whole of mankind. 

The proof, master, is in the feeling, in emotion, for that is 
what gave reality to the fact in the first place. 

What is the greatest reality, the greatest truth? Not facts, 
master. It is the feelings you have by accepting facts as reality, as 
truths in thought. That is the true fact. It is emotion that is the 
greatest reality. That is where all truth lies. 

Whatever you choose to believe, master, so it will be. So 
now you choose what is proper for you, what you wish to believe. 

Student: But, Ramtha, I don’t understand how that could 
be. For example, in times when most people believed the Earth 
was flat, if half of the sailors on a boat thought that the Earth 
was round and half thought that it was flat and they sailed off to 
sea, what happened to the boat? 

Ramtha: Those who thought it was flat, master, flung 
themselves overboard. Heaven forbid they should be proven 
wrong. The ones who thought it was round continued the journey. 
You see? 

Those who believed firmly that the world was flat never 
ventured to the edge to find out differently, for they were sure it 
was flat. Those who believed it was round sailed around and 
around and around. And they were convinced that it was round. 
But they did not know that it is not round. It is rather squashed. 
It is bursting at its seams, flat-headed and flat-bottomed, and it is 
hollow. But those who firmly believe it is solid will never know 
otherwise, for they will never contemplate going inward to find 
out differently. That is because they are of a limited understanding, 
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which nonetheless is still true. 

Be unlimited in your truth, master. Know that your world 
is round. But if you wish to be even more unlimited in your truth, 
know that it is flattened on its top and bottom. And to be even 
more unlimited, know that it is hollowed. And to be even more 
unlimited than that, entity, know that the center of your Earth is 
very much inhabited. But try to tell your scientists that. 

If what you believe is of a limited form, then that is your 
truth, and you ate correct and precise. If you believe in an 
unlimited form, then that is your truth, correct and precise. But 
if you are searching for something to believe in, don’t believe in 
either. Believe in you. There is no entity, no thing, no reality that 
is greater than you are, for you are the giver of all truth, the creator 
of all realities, the dispenser of all laws within your kingdom. 

Now what I would tell any one entity is this: Go and learn 
from your teachers or your religions until you are bored or it 
makes no more sense. Then seek the answer that feels right within 
your soul. Your soul knows what the truth is, and it will tell you 
through feelings. When the truth feels right, that is your soul 
rejoicing, because the grandest truth is unlimited freedom, 
whatever allows you to experience any truth you desire. 

Truth is a limitation, master. To say that anything is true 
indicates there is untruth. But in a greater understanding there is 
neither truth nor untruth; there is only the Isness of ongoing, 
evolving life. Life is the only reality and from that all truth emerges, 
for truth is evolved and created every moment by every thought 
you have. Thus in any moment you can change your mind and 
think something else, and yet they are both true. They are both 
teal principles, for both are options for emotional understanding. 

There is no reality but life and options. When you 
understand that everything is true and nothing is — that there 
is only Isness — then you can perceive truth to be whatever 
you determine it to be, and it will be absolute as long as you 
recognize it as such. The moment you don’t recognize and give 
credence to that truth, it is no longer real. That is why this plane 
is the plane of creative realities. 
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Whatever truth you create in your life, know that you also 
can change. What allows you to become sovereign is to know 
that you can do and become anything you want and that you have 
the ability to change your mind anytime you want. 

How long does it take you to become happy? Only long 
enough for you to think joy, and you will begin to beam. How 
long does it take you to become despairing? As long as it takes 
you to think despair, and you will become it. What is the underlying 
truth in this? That you have the option to become either anytime 
you desire, and that you can change your expression anytime you 
desire. That is the freedom the Father loves you with. When you 
know that truth within your being, you will exceed your limitedness 
into your godhood. And when others have permitted themselves 
to be governed with laws and morals and ideals, you will be a free 
entity, for you will belong to no truth but your own. 

Only remember this: Whatever you think to be, is. Anytime 
you believe in anything, it becomes truth in an emotional reality 
within your being. That is why everyone is always on the pinnacle 
of truth, no matter what that point of view is. Your creative reality 
will always be different from everyone else’s. And when others 
utterly fail to see your reality, it is only because they are so 
immersed in the illusions of their own. 

When you understand that truth is and can be all things, then 
you have not limited yourself from experiencing all things. Then 
you can readily participate in all experiences and have knowledge 
of them. Then you are free, for you are no longer enslaved to 
concepts or intellectual understandings that say this is how it is, 
when how it is, is truly everything that can be defined in thought. 

This truth I give you, master, provides a greater 
unlimitedness in being, for in its virtue and context it embraces 
everyone else’s truth and allows all truths to coexist in harmony. 
When you embrace this understanding, then you can say to 
yourself, “Of the truth that I express, I am multifaceted in my 
truth. [ am not one truth but all truth.” Then you are no longer 
inhibited in your creative flow or cloistered into one form of 
living and being. 
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Be who you are, not under the direction of Ramtha or 
Buddha or Yeshua or any other teacher, for none can teach you 
of your God self; they can teach you only of theirs. To fulfill 
your destiny, you must become who and what you uniquely are. 
If you try to live according to another’s life plan, you will never 
become that. The only way you will come to understand who you 
are and this fire that lives within you is through the truth of your 
own emotional understanding. 

Love what you are intently and listen to the God within 
you, which speaks a very subtle tone. It is called feelings. The 
feelings, if you listen to them, will tell you of truth and your path 
for enlightenment. 

Live the truth you feel inside you. Live it and manifest it so 
that it attests to the glory of you. When you do, then you will 
have assessed, lived, and understood life from your point of view. 
And however you perceive it, it will all be right. Be your own 
teacher, your own savior, your own master, your own God. 

When you contemplate the simplicity of this, it will release 
you into the freedom to understand. Then you will not get caught 
up in trying to determine what is true and what is not, what is 
real and what is illusion. When you begin to remove yourself 
from the laws of religious dogma and belief and cease striving to 
be another’s truth, then you are free to express yourself and 
experience the things that your soul calls you to do, so you can be 
fulfilled in whatever knowledge and understanding you are lacking. 
Then through experience and emotion you at your own 
individualized pace become God, moment by moment by moment. 
And where shall your eternity end? Nowhere, for you are ongoing 
into forever. 

When you learn that each moment you live, you are refining 
your own opinionated self — and when you allow yourself to do 
that without guilt and judgment of self — then one day you 
become the truth of all thought, the platform from which all life 
springs forth. But you cannot become that until you remove 
yourself from the collective consciousness of man — with its 
laws, ideals, and mass identity — and allow yourself to be the 
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Isness of your own truth, of your own purposeful self. 

For a long time man has separated himself from his divinity 
by taking away all of his options and creating laws in place of 
them. But the winds of change are upon this plane to bring about 
a newness, a reckoning in everyone, an unsettling of what has 
been considered absolute. 1 am pleased you have come to be a 
part of it, for your life will be much more joyous from this day 
forth. For who are you to answer to? No one but yourself. And 
what is the truth? Whatever self decrees it to be, for whatever 
you believe, so it is; and whatever you believe, so you will become. 
Know that, and you will teach many just by the way you live. 

Never seek truth. Simply be. In being, you are at one with 
infinite universes. 

Student: There’s much for me to contemplate. 

Ramtha: Indeed, master. Isness. So be it. 

Student: I have been practicing astrology for several years 
now, and I want to know if there is something you can tell me 
which will help me to be more effective with my clients. 

Ramtha: First, master, tell me why you delight yourself in 
this practice. 

Student: Because I believe that the stars and planets have 
an influence on our lives, and that by studying them we can better 
know and understand ourselves and our destiny. 

Ramtha: You know, master, man has always gazed at the 
silent mystery of the stars in your heavens in search for his 
homeland, for he knows instinctively within him that he came 
from a far greater place than the hovel where he was born. When 
man began to search the lights in the sky at night, he noticed to 
his amazement that they moved. And as they moved, the seasons 
moved with them. And when he observed a power in them that 
he could not control, he reckoned that their movements must 
also be responsible for the fortunes and misfortunes that befall 
the kingdom of man. 

There has been many a wise man, prophet, or sage who has 
used the powerful belief in the stars to govern and rule empires. 
And if their prophecies of peril came true, who was responsible? 
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Certainly not the seer. Then it must be the damnable stars that 
caused it to be so. Yet the stars, in their silence, have never been 
able to defend themselves and proclaim their innocence. 

I will tell you this, master. Everyone here is a God who was 
created with free will. And in your beginning, you, the lightbeings, 
as sovereign entities, used that freedom of will to create the stars, 
the planets, and all the universes, seen and unseen. You are also 
the Gods who would later create the embodiments that you 
possess, which are far greater than any universe. You are this very 
moment the same Gods who still possess the same powerful 
creativeness that you had in your beginning. And in all of those 
eons of time you have never created anything to control you, 
unless you believe that it does. And in that you are still the 
controller of your life, for you have accepted the belief that you 
are controlled by something outside of your being; thus you have 
allowed it to be so. 

There are many who believe in astrology. And it does indeed 
have its truth, for it is believed to be a truth. But take it a step 
further and ask who the giver of this truth is and how the stars 
and planets in their movements could be greater than the Gods 
who created them in the first place. 

Who you are, master, will never be discovered through the 
movement in your heavens. And regarding the movement of the 
planets and the stars determining one’s destiny, ’tis not so, for if 
that were a truth, we would not have such things as dreams, or 
imagination, or creativity, or life. 

In each of your lives upon this plane you were born under 
many stars, all of which were shining at that time. To say that 
your destiny is controlled or influenced by a select few is not only 
unreasonable, master, but it takes away your freedom and 
innocence to express your life and the God that you are. 

The Gods have created many games, and astrology is one of 
them. And at times it is a very dangerous game because it instills in 
the entity a fear of his future and predetermines his future days of 
emotion. Those who think that astrologers possess all-wise, 
knowing intelligence are literally putting forth their valuable lives 
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into the hands of another, and J am not in agreement with that. 

As your astrology is a game, so is your religious dogma, so 
is your politics, so is your marketplace, so is everything that you 
allow to enslave you so that you can play the game of survival. 

Those who practice astrology are indeed beautiful in their 
true concern for others and their desire to help them. And to 
study the stars is a wonderful thing, for they are beautiful in their 
movement and enchanting in their mystery. But if you base your 
life upon them, master, you are no greater than the gases that 
make them up. 

Astrology is only a tool; it is only a game. The real truth is 
coming through the entity who is opening his mouth to say, “Alas, 
I have determined what your future will bring,” because he has 
picked up on the emotional, magnetic, electrical field surrounding 
the entity for whom he is doing this, If you were to remove the 
game and tell the client these same things, it would certainly be 
amazing to him. But of course it would not be nearly as intriguing 
as saying that a certain star is at fault and that he is a part of 
some divine, cosmic plan. So it was with the wise men of old 
who looked into crystal balls, lit fires, gazed upon water, made 
explosions, drank wine and elixirs and all sorts of things, only to 
convey a truth by making it more acceptable. 

Man has always looked outside of himself to find answers 
and reasons for his fate and his destiny. It has always been more 
comforting to blame the silent stars or the rule of kings or the 
will of God than to look within to the creator of the universes. It 
has always been easier to seek out priests and prophets and seers 
for guidance than to believe that oneself is wise enough to be the 
giver of it. 

As long as you look outside of yourself for reasons and 
answers, you will never hear the voice within you, the giver of 
all truth and the creator of all that is. You will always be at the 
hands of superstitious beliefs and outrageous reasonings that 
blind you to the awesome power and infinite understanding that 
you truly possess. 

You, master, are a sovereign entity who can accept and create 
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any truth you want. You can become the master of your kingdom 
or allow yourself to be the slave, whichever you desire to 
experience. When you realize that each entity is the true creator 
and controller of his life, the designer of his destiny, perhaps you 
will take that same realization and create for yourself a more 
unlimited life. And that will be a very grand thing for your being. 

When you are playing with your games, remember who 
created them. And remember that the same creator, who can 
become vulnerable to anything he wishes to, can in a moment 
change whatever he does not like and once again take hold of 
his life. 

Now I wish to tell you this in regard to the game of 
astrology. Astrologers are basing their houses on twelve, yet there 
are fourteen. There is a planet that is considered to be a star but 
is rather a nebula. It is a beautiful, luminous planet that has 
been here for a very long time. That is another house, as it were. 
And already in the cradle orbit of your sun there is a new planet 
formulating, which was brought forth several thousand years 
ago when the sun’s flares were great. That, master, is fourteen. 
How can astrologers be so accurate when they are off by two 
whole houses? 

When you do these readings, master, I desire for you to do 
this: After you have plotted and planned and all of that, when the 
reading is finished, tell them that the universes are nothing without 
them; that without them, there would not have been any such 
things as stars or planets. That is all you have to say. They will 
never forget what you have said, for it will bother them. It will 
uplift them, and it will make them arrogant. 

I am pleased you have come here. You will learn profoundly 
from this audience. Of those who come here, there are many 
who will not embrace the unlimited truths that I teach, for not 
all are desirous of freedom. But that is all right. They are still 
loved, and they are still right, and they are still God, the creator 
of all realities.

Student: Ramtha, how do you fit into God’s plan? 

Ramtha: God’s plan? What makes you think, entity, that God 
has a plan? 

Student: Because there must be a good reason why things 
are the way they are. 

Ramtha: The only plan that the Father has is to be, so that 
everything can express the life that the Father is. If he had a plan, 
as it were, it would take away your freedom to express the God 
within you, which would take away your uniqueness and your 
ability to evolve yourself and expand the life principle called God. 

God’s only plan is that it is. It is everything vibrating at one 
with itself, at a tone that is based first in thought, and from thought 
into mass — vibrating, adding and taking from consciousness, 
elongating — expressing yet another moment of life. Everything 
that is expresses abreast of everything else that is into the next 
moment of eternity. If God could plan, it would limit everything 
that is to come. 

This hairy rug that you have your rump upon, what is the 
reason it is here? Simply because it is. Thus it fits into God’s plan 
because everything else is. And what is the reason this beloved 
master is here? Because he is. And this beloved master, how does 
he fit into God’s plan? By simply being, just as you are being, And 
how do I fit in? | am, entity. | am, as much as this hairy rug is. 

How do I fit in? I will love you as grandly as anyone will 
ever love you because I have the capacity to do that, for I do not 
worry about whether my love or expression fits in with some 
illusive, divine plan. 

How do I add to the overall Isness of life? By helping you 
understand what the Father truly is and why it loves you — regardless 
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of however you are — and by bringing perhaps into a clearer focus 
how all of life fits together so you may understand that the reason 
everything is, is simply to express not according to any scheme, not 
for any ulterior motive, but simply because it has life. 

Why is that important? When you understand that life simply 
is, that allows you the freedom and the power to create your life 
to the greatest of your ability. And you may rest assured that 
whatever you do in the next moment, you will be vibrating 
amongst all life, and you will continue to do so in the next moment 
and the next one and the ones to come thereafter. 

There is not a plan for life, master. There is only Isness. To 
be ina state of Isness ts the grandest expression there is — Isness. 
What matters, entity, is that you are. That is all that matters. 

Student: What you seem to be saying is that there is no 
particular way that one should Live; that you can be and do anything 
you want; that anything goes. 

Ramtha: Indeed. That is the love of the Father for you. 

Student: Well, what then is the purpose of life? 

Ramtha: The purpose of life, master, is to express upon 
the platform of life whatever thoughts you entertain within your 
being. And whatever expression that leads you to, know that you 
always have the option to change it at any moment you desire. 

The purpose of life is to be a part of it, to be the creator of 
it, to illuminate it. There is no other destiny than to live and to 
allow yourself to be whatever you desire to be as life unfolds 
within you, moment to moment to moment. And in fulfilling that 
purpose, know that you have the unlimited freedom to become 
and do and be whatever you desire. 

Student: But if you can do anything, won’t certain things 
go against the law of God that is spoken of in the Bible? 

Ramtha: My beautiful master, your beloved Father has created 
no law, save one, and that law is to express your life according to 
your own sovereign will, for only through the exercise of your will 
do you expand the consciousness of all life, which is what the Father 
is. If God the Father were a law-creating entity, he would have 
denied you — himself — the freedom of expression that allows 
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life to evolve and perpetuate itself. He would have become a limited 
Source, an ending. There is no ending to forever, master. 

What you term the law of God, as it is written in your Book 
of Books, is many laws, for each prophet added to the law, It has 
indeed been a powerful statement to say that the law of God says 
this or that, or it restricts this, or you must do that. And because 
of what you term the law of God, people have learned to 
surrender to God and to fear him. Children are not to fear their 
parents; they are to be as their parents. 

The law of one is that God, the Source of all life, allows all 
things to express through his being as they will, as their freedom 
desires, for it is only through freedom that you will come to know 
the Father and be one with him once again. And when you return 
to the Father and he contemplates the homecoming of himself, 
it will be a great day indeed, a great forever, for in your coming 
home you will have come to be as he is. And in being as he is, is 
there always a life of unlimited love, unlimited joy, and the 
foreverness of being. 

God the Father is lawless. Man is the law creator, not God. 
The Father has given man the freedom of will to be the sovereign 
lawgiver of his own kingdom, to create from thought whatever 
belief, truth, or attitude befits his kingdom in his evolving 
understanding of all life. Man has used that freedom to create laws 
that are deemed necessary in order to live in society. Unfortunately, 
most laws have been created ruthlessly for the purpose of 
intimidating and enslaving people. They have been created to limit 
freedom, not to exalt it. Man cannot permit himself to be in a 
lawless state because he, in the terror of his own being, thinks 
there must be laws to govern his being. That is only because he 
does not understand the infiniteness and divineness of himself. 

Student: But, Ramtha, if there were no laws, how could you 
prevent someone from expressing the evil within him, from doing 
bad things? 

Ramtha: Let me tell you this, master. In the cosmic makeup 
of all that is, there is no such thing as evil. Though it has been 
written that man is evil in his soul, he is not. He is divine in his 
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soul, for his soul and all that he is is God, because if it is not God 
then where did it come from? 

There is nothing outside of the jurisdiction of the Father, 
of beingness. Nothing. Any thought or deed that anyone has 
judged to be evil or bad or wrong is alive in consciousness. And 
if it exists in consciousness, it is certainly a part of the mind of 
God. And since everything is a part of God, if you were to say 
that any one thing is evil, you would also be saying that God is 
evil, and he is not. Neither is God good, for in order to define 
the perimeters of good, it must be weighed against the 
understanding called bad or evil. 

God is neither good nor bad, for God is not a good thing 
any more than an evil thing. Neither is God perfection. The Father 
simply is, the Isness of all life, a Now expression that lives simply 
for the joy of obtaining joy in order to know itself. And that life 
essence does not have the capacity to alter itself out of a state of 
Isness by judging a part of itself as being good or bad, evil or 
divine, perfect or imperfect. 

Do you know what would happen if God could look down 
and say this is evilP The whole of that consciousness that is 
expressing something it needs to express would be terminated 
from the life force. And if that could happen, then life and its 
ongoing expansion would cease to exist, for free will, which allows 
creation, would cease to exist. But God is wholly unlimited, an 
undivided totality of Isness. Thus God cannot peer at itself in a 
limited, restrictive view. If it could, you would not even be here 
to express your option to judge yourself or your brothers. 

There is neither good nor bad, master; there is only Isness. 
In the Isness, all things are measured solely in terms of fulfillment, 
in terms of the emotional experience needed by the soul to fulfill 
itself in wisdom. Everything that you have ever done — however 
beautiful or vile you have determined it to be — you have done 
simply for the sake of knowing. You were pressed by your soul 
and your passions to do it in order to learn. Only by doing it did 
you realize and ascertain the value of that doing and thus gain 
from it. That is neither evil nor is it wicked; that is what it takes 
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to become God. 

Man — not God — judges man. And man in his creativity 
has devised the balance of good and evil to take from his brothers 
their freedom of expression. The fear of punishment for not 
being in line with religious dogma or the laws of governments 
has been the sword that has ruled and controlled nations for ages. 
And if ever there were what you call in your terms an evil thing, 
it is that which takes away the freedom of an entity to express the 
God within him. And each time that is done to another, it is also 
being done to self and more profoundly so, for whatever judgment 
or limitation you place upon another, it becomes a law within 
your own consciousness. And by that law so shall you be limited 
and so shall you judge yourself. 

Man is not evil in his soul. Though he lives under the 
auspices of it, in a greater understanding there is no such thing 
as evil. There is only the platform of life that allows man the 
option to create from his thinking whatever he chooses. That is 
the only reality there is. In that reality, God allows the illusion of 
evil to be created through superstition, dogmatic beliefs, and the 
very limited, cloistered attitudes of mankind. And through the 
continuous observation, judgment, and expectancy of evil, it does 
indeed exist in one’s reality but only in his reality, for as he believes, 
so his kingdom is. 

The only laws that exist are those that you create to be 
effective in your life. If you choose to believe there is good and 
evil, then that is your truth, and you are not wrong at all. But, 
remember, it is your truth; not mine or anyone else’s. And if indeed 
it is yours, it collectively belongs to you because it is formed in 
your opinion. As long as you have that opinion, it will certainly 
be real. When you no longer believe it, it will no longer be a reality. 
That is simply how it is. 

Now, master, do tell me what you think evil is. What is your 
understanding of bad? 

Student: Well, I would say that it’s the opposite of good. 
But mostly what I think evil is, is harming another person. 

Ramtha: Indeed? Why is that evil? 
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Student: Well, for example, if someone harmed my daughter, 
it’s evil because, let’s say, she might die. 

Ramtha: That is your judgment of evil. But what is evil 
about dying? 

Student: So you don’t even think that killing someone 
is evil? 

Ramtha: That is correct, because I have not limited myself 
by believing in the ending of any one thing, for nothing is ever 
destroyed — ever. So if an entity dies, what is the loss in death? 

The Father, in his Isness and eternalness of ongoing life, 
has not created any one thing greater than himself that could 
disturb the guarantee of all existence. What the Father created, 
master, nothing can put under; it will eternally live. So your child 
would not have been destroyed, because nothing can destroy the 
life of God. 

Student: So yow’re saying that even murder is not wrong 
or evil. 

Ramtha: That is correct. 

I tell you, master, life is ongoing. It will go on and on and 
on. And moment into moment into moment, as we express upon 
the platform of life, we have unlimited opportunities to fulfill 
ourselves in happiness in each moment of life. But however 
one chooses to fulfill his moments, it will always be according 
to his will and his desire and what he perceives to be good for 
his being. And if in the moment an entity chooses to slay another, 
then in the next moment he will live in awesome guilt and self- 
judgment and the fear that somehow that act will come back to 
him. Thus his moments to come are not secure unless he forgives 
himself for the act. 

There are many who will be horrified and who will judge 
and curse the slayer. But I love the entity that has slain the other, 
for how can I not? Is he outside of the providence and the life 
and the wonderment of God? Nay, he is not, master. 

The slain will come back again and again, for life is 
perpetual. It is continuous. It is the only thing that is perpetual, 
yet it is all things. If I abhor the act and place judgment upon 
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the slayer, I have placed it upon myself. The slayer has already 
created his own judgment, for he will be at the hands of whatever 
attitudes he has regarding the act, which he will have to deal 
with in his own kingdom of thought and emotion in the 
moments that follow. 

I do not abhor the act. I have reasoned it. I have understood 
it. 1am beyond it. If I judge the slayer for that act, | am no grander 
for it, I assure you, and my life will then be affected by that judgment, 
for the I Am that I am will have taken a part of itself and separated 
it from my being. Then I am no longer whole. You see? 

When you see such things, they are fulfillments occurring, 
In each moment we have the option to fulfill ourselves in a way 
that we feel driven to or that we feel enlightened to. That is our 
choice. That is the only republic man has, the republic deep within 
himself. Your governments will try to govern the mass according 
to laws and rules and regulations, but they will never govern the 
will of an entity that works in the silence of his own thought 
processes. Only the entity can do that. And each moment he lives, 
he balances the moment according to his own emotional being. 

I say in this audience that there is no grander teacher than 
you are and that each is wholly responsible for his own life’s 
accord, for are we not the ones who in thought do one thing, and 
is it not the manifestation of that one thing that will teach our 
thoughts to be more refined? 

You can take a man and put him in prison — into the 
smallest, darkest, filthiest pit there is — but you will never 
imprison his mind and his thinking, A man with his body stifled 
is still active in thought. And he, through contemplative thought, 
will reason with himself and teach himself and judge himself. 

I do not acknowledge good or evil, only life. If it moves an 
entity to slay another — or to do it within his soul by simply 
thinking about it — one is not greater than the other, for what 
you have done in your thoughts, you have already done. And there 
is not one entity that has not cleaved another in his thoughts. 
That entity in either case needs to express that for his purposeful 
understanding. And I wish you to understand that one who 
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participates with the slayer in his expression is not the victim of 
the slayer, for he has contemplated the possibility of perhaps being 
burned, or cleaved in two, or molested. And because he had 
contemplated it and it is fearsome, he has drawn it right to his 
doorstep. Thus the one who needs to molest and the one who 
needs to be molested — because he needs to understand it — are 
brought together for the experience. 

In the understanding called God, nothing is evil. Everything 
is an experience that provides wisdom. That is my answer to you. 
And when man is no longer condemned by his brothers and 
realizes that he is not evil in his being — that he is God in his 
being —— and understands that he is wholly loved and supported 
by the life force called God, he will no longer need to experience 
war or rape or murder, or other such acts, in order to understand 
his worth and value. And when man frees himself from this 
restrictive consciousness, with its laws and plans and rules, he 
will find the joy and peace of being that will allow him to love 
himself and the whole of mankind and allow all to be in the 
freedom of their own willful designs, Then he will love as God 
loves. Then he will be as God is, the platform which nurtures and 
supports all life. So be it. 

Student: There are two people who have come into my life 
recently, and J want to know what their purpose is in my life and 
whether we have been together before in other lives. 

Ramtha: The reason they are in your life, entity, is because 
you want them there and they want to be there. What greater 
purpose can there be than that? 

Student: But Iam not sure whether J want them in my life. 
I thought maybe they were there because of some karmic tie we 
had with each other and that there was something we needed to 
learn from each other. 

Ramtha: You know, master, if a relationship is somewhat 
lacking, the romanticism of perhaps having been together before 
in past lives often makes it so much more glamorous than it is 
now. But a karmic tie, as it is termed, is only a religious explanation 
of a very simple word called need. You will need and enjoy and 
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want to be with many people throughout all of your lives, which 
are continuous. But it would become very mundane, very dull 
and boring, if the same friends were there life after life after life. 
If they are there now, perhaps the only lesson to be associated 
with it, master, is that you have come together once again only to 
realize you need to go apart again. 

Student: Okay. I think I understand what you are saying, 
but I have another question about karma. I’ve been taught that 
the reason things happen to people — things like murders or 
robbeties or accidents — is because they are karmic fulfillments 
to balance something they did in a past life. I would like to know 
what you have to say about the laws of karma. 

Ramtha: For you to know and for all to understand, what 
you term karma is not the law of God; it is the law of those who 
believe in it. Unfortunately, there are multitudes who believe in 
this doctrine, and they are struggling arduously to attain an 
illusionary understanding called perfection. And they believe that 
whatever they do in life, they must come back and pay for in the 
next one. Everything that happens to them they continuously 
attribute to karmic fulfillment. But that is a very poor explanation 
for life, master. It deserves much more than that. 

The laws of karma are indeed a reality but only for those 
who believe in them. The only laws that exist are those which you 
allow to be effective in your kingdom. The true lawgiver is each 
sovereign entity, for each possesses an ego that accepts truth. 
And whatever he calls truth, whatever he creates as a law in his 
being, so it will be. Thus it is through belief and altered 
understanding that many have set up for themselves the laws of 
balance and perfection. 

If you choose to believe in karma, you will certainly be at 
the hands of your own creation, for you have given power to that 
belief. Then of course it will be effective in your life. Then you 
will certainly return again and again to nullify or glorify what you 
did in a previous life upon this plane. 

I do not recognize karma or perfection, for I see them as 
limitations, not gratifications. Those who are struggling for 
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perfection through the restrictiveness of karma will never achieve 
what they are struggling for, for as they are fulfilling one karma, 
they would be creating yet another. And no matter how many 
lifetimes they live, they will never reach a state of Isness, a state 
of God, for they will be continuously immersed in indebtedness 
rather than receivership. And there is no such thing as perfection; 
there is only Isness. In the Isness of life, everything changes and 
evolves every moment; thus a state of perfection can never be 
established. 

I recognize only Isness, which is wholly without laws and 
ideals that inhibit the becoming of self, God. In the understanding 
of Isness, there is nothing you must do in life except what you 
want to do. If you want to accept the teachings of karma, then 
that is your choice and your creation for your experience. But 
realize, master, that you have created for yourself the illusions of 
limited power and retribution. That is your lot through the 
acceptance of what is called karma, to be a prisoner of your own 
limited thinking. 

You are a free soul and Spirit, master. You are free to create 
and experience in the moment whatever truth, whatever reality, 
whatever illusion you so choose. And in any moment you wish, 
you can re-create this dream, for you have the unlimited power 
to do so. 

Karma does not exist; want does. And want is very fickle. It 
can do and be anything at any moment it wishes, and it can change 
its mind in the midst of being it. 

Such things as murders, accidents, and robberies are not 
punishments, master; they are not repays for what you did before. 
They are created by you as a result of contemplated thoughts, 
contemplated experiences. Nor are they forever things, forever 
circumstances. So ina greater understanding, they are not terrible 
things. In retrospect, they are great teachers. 

You may see the slaughter of ten thousand innocents, and 
you may say, “Woe unto such a misery. Why don’t the angels weep 
for this atrocity? Why do they sing to the glory of God?” Because 
they have not limited themselves by believing that life ever ends. 
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They know that those who are slaughtered are immediately caught 
up into heaven, as you term it, for a greater learning and more 
experiences and what I call adventures. And though you bury ten 
thousand bodies and you weep over them, God does not weep. 
That is why tomorrow always comes. 

Who do you think creates your destiny? Many believe it to 
be a sovereign who manipulates everyone and causes all things to 
happen, because that takes the responsibility for their own lives 
off their backs. But you control your own destiny. You are the 
creator of every moment of your life by what you think and feel 
in this moment. You only have to learn that this moment, this 
Now, is indeed forever, ’tis ongoing. And in the ongoingness of 
this Now, each moment is brand new. It is brand new, master. It 
is not the captive of yesterday. It is the Now that you created to 
dream tomorrow into reality; thus you are free to do anything 
you wish to do in this moment. That is the Father’s love for you: 
the freedom and the power that he has given you to create each 
moment anew. 

No one is ruled by the past. Whatsoever you did a moment 
ago or a millennium ago, you do not have to pay for anytime. The 
very moment you did it, you gained understanding and realized 
the purposeful good from doing it. 

The past was simply a Now moment that was experienced 
and is no more. The only bearing it has on the present is that you 
already learned all you could learn from it. Thus it has provided 
you the wisdom to create this moment to the grandest of your 
ability, according to your own intimate thought processes and 
purposeful designs. 

The past is finished, master; it is no more. The past lives 
within you in this Now only as wisdom. That is what it has gained 
you. That is why in this Now you are the greatest you have ever 
been in all your lives, for in this Now you have progressed into 
knowingness further than your yester-Now. You are this moment 
the cumulative whole of all your knowledge — knowledge gained 
through experience — and experience gained through the virtue 
called life. And every moment you express, you are creating anew 
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a new adventure into emotion and the pearls of experience 
called wisdom. 

There is only the Isness of this Now, master. What is 
important is now. You are the product of Now. Your life is lived 
in the Now. Your future is created in the Now. To truly live as 
an Isness in this Now is to live without laws and rules and 
regulations that inhibit the expression and expansion of self. 
When you live as an Isness, the only thing that ever matters is 
now — not the past, not the future, but now — for that is 
precisely where God lives. 

When you realize that now is all there ever is, you will 
inevitably choose to live your life in such a way that in each 
moment you live the adventure that the feelings in your soul 
urge you to pursue, that you are experiencing whatever you have 
never experienced before in order to expand yourself into even 
greater wisdom. 

You have not come back to this plane to work out certain 
things, which you cannot even remember, or to do certain things 
that you are supposed to do, which no one can ever tell you what 
they are. And yet you are told to strive for perfection. How can 
you ever achieve anything if you are continuously in confusion? 

You have come back here wholly by choice through a body 
that you chose. From the egg of your mother and the sperm of 
your father, you created your body for the purpose of expressing 
on this plane of creative illusion. You did not return here to 
balance out something you did before but rather because you 
wanted to evolve yourself through mass and to complete yourself 
in the emotions gained from experiencing this plane. 

You are here to learn that wherever you are, you are there 
for no other reason than you want to be there. It is your will to be 
there. You are here to reconcile wisdom and to implement it upon 
the platform of life. You are here in this lifetime —- and however 
many more lifetimes you wish to be here — to play out this illusion 
and to experience all the things that your soul needs in order to 
fulfill itself in wisdom, And when you have gained the rich vapor 
of emotion from your experiences upon this plane, you will no 
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longer need or desire to return here. And only you determine 
when you are finished here; no one else does. 

You are here, master, to become God. And to become that, 
you must remove from your being every law, every dogmatic belief, 
every ritualistic practice and become unlimited in your thought 
processes. If you desire unlimited freedom of expression — a 
body that will never die and the peace and joy of being — know 
that the life you are living is completely unlimited. When you 
know that, so it will become, for whatever you desire and whatever 
you know as a truth in your being, so it will be. That is the only 
law you need ever accept within your kingdom. 

Know that you will never have to pay for anything that 
you have ever thought or done in this or any life as long as you 
forgive yourself for it. Forgiveness of self is the divine act that 
removes from your soul the guilt and judgment of self that limit 
the expression of the God that you are. Once you have forgiven 
yourself, know that this life and those to come are simply for 
the experience of being a part of the Now that is the future of 
all that is. 

Know that you are forever, that you have never failed, and 
that the only thing you have ever done wrong is believing that 
you have done something wrong. 

Love yourself, master, and listen to what self says, what it 
needs to feel, and then pursue it heartily until you are bored with 
it. Boredom is a sign from your soul that you have learned all 
there is to learn from an experience and that it is time to go on to 
another adventure. When you listen only to the feelings within 
you, then you are free to become in this moment whatever you 
choose to become. And know that you never have to answer to 
any law, any teaching, or any entity. Now — and the feelings that 
you gain from it — is all that will ever be important. 

Become lawless, master. That does not equate recklessness. 
It means that the ropesman will take the rope away from your 
throat and allow you to breathe. When you remove yourself from 
laws and dogma and limited beliefs, then you are allowing yourself 
to be the freedom and unlimitedness that God is. Then you can 
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simply be the power that you are, to create and regenerate yourself 
and life. Then the reason that you are here is not to make amends 
to whomever you did whatever to, but rather because you want to 
live. And that adventure unfolds moment to moment to moment. 

Live and be happy. That is the only thing the Father has 
ever asked you to do.

In each of your lives upon this plane, what is your purpose 
in being here? Many are reared to think they must be a certain 
entity or a certain profession, and they are scrupulously watched 
by family and society to make sure they become it. How ominous. 
Then there are those who imagine they have been sent here to 
be a great teacher or savior or healer of mankind, How noble. 
And there are many others indeed who feel they are here to 
plod along a carefully laid-out, narrow and holy path to God. 
How boring. 

No one has a purpose when he comes to this plane. The 
Father has not given you or anyone else a directive as to what 
your life should be, save for one thing — and that one desire for 
you provides the ultimate in being — and that is for you to be 
joyful, whatever joy means to you. For the happier and more joyful 
you are within your precious and divine self, the closer you are to 
being the likeness of God and in harmony with all life. 

To be happy and joyous is the Father’s only desire for you. It 
is indeed the grandest emotional value there is. It is the greatest 
accomplishment in life. To have understood and become joy is the 
only destiny that God has given to all mankind — whatever plane 
they are upon, whatever understanding they have achieved — for 
when you have returned to a state of joy and happiness, you have 
returned to a state of God, for joy is what the Father is, It is an 
Isness that is in joy at all times. 

The Father has given you the power to create whatever you 
desire, from the vilest of things to the greatest beauty of things. 
He will become anything you desire him to be in your search for 
understanding joy. And will he ever judge your actions or the 
fulfillment of your desires? Nay, he never will. That is the love of 
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Father to son, life force to life force. All he wants you to do is 
whatever it takes to be happy, joyful, for that is the only way you 
will come to know the Father and to be as he is. 

What is joy? Joy is the freedom of movement without 
interruption. It is the freedom of expression without judgment. 
It is the freedom of being without fear or guilt. Joy is knowing 
that you are creating life on your own terms.

In a state of joy, life becomes the fervor and intensity of a 
dawn when the sky is the most beauteous color of rose, the clouds 
are tinged with fiery red, and birds are singing in the trees. In joy, 
you cease to age and will live forever, for life is no longer a 
drudgery but a wondrous adventure that you only hunger for more 
of. When joy is apparent, you are at one within your kingdom of 
self. In a state such as that, you have found utopia. 

How do you become joyful? By knowing that every 
moment of your life gives you the freedom and opportunity to 
express joy, if that is your desire, and by knowing there is nothing 
that is ever worth separating yourself from happiness and joy 
and God — nothing — and by loving yourself completely 
through and through, for you love God when you do. 

There is no greater love in life than the love of self. There 
is no greater love, for it is from that embrace of self that freedom

exists. And it is from that freedom that joy is born. And it is from 
that birth that God is seen, known, and embraced. The greatest, 
deepest, most meaningful love is the love of the pure and innocent 
self, the magnificent creature that sits within the walls of flesh, 
that moves and contemplates, creates, allows, and is. And when 
you love who you are — however you are — then you will know 
this magnificent essence that | love, that is behind all of the faces 
and within all things. Then you will love as God loves. Then it is 
easy to love. Then it is easy to forgive. Then it is easy to see God 
in all life. 

When you love who you are, there is no thing 
unconquerable, no thing unreachable. When you truly love 
yourself, you live only in the light of your own laughter and 
travel only the path of joy. When you are in love with yourself, 
then that light — that united force, that happiness, that jolliness, 
that mirthful state of being — extends itself to all humanity. 
And when love abounds within your wondrous being, the world 
with all of its displeasures becomes beautiful — life becomes 
meaningful and takes on joy — and joy, through the exuberance 
of your being, uplifts and glorifies all life and declares your 
being pure. 

There is no greater purpose in life than to live for the love 
and fulfillment of self, and that can only be achieved by 
participating in this life and doing those things which bring you 
happiness, regardless of what they are, for who shall say it is 
wrong or that it is not good for your God would never say that, 
for he will be every direction you turn and the result of everything 
you experience. And don’t ask others what they think. What would 
they know of joy when their lives have been burdened by the 
same limitations that have plagued yours. 

The Father presses joy to you. He is always there, waiting 
for you to open up to receive it. That is what is meant by “Ask 
and you shall receive.” It is quite simple to have joy at all times. 
IXnow you are worth it. 

Joy begets joy, for when you accept the joy that is pressed 
to you, that joy heightens the joy of your tomorrows and opens 
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you up for ever greater receivership. That is why loving yourself 
every moment is imperative, for when you do that, that sets the 
pace, if you will, for the moments to come. When you live only 
for the love and joy of self — by always asking yourself what 
makes you happy and then doing what your feelings tell you, 
whatever it is — those moments of ecstasy and exhilaration are 
recorded in the soul of your being, which will create even more 
moments of happiness and joy in the moments to come. 

The more moments you spend being happy and joyful and 
loving yourself and allowing yourself to be, the closer you are to 
being the God force of all life. If you will live your life in such a 
manner — that everything you pursue in life, you pursue to make 
yourself happy —- you will live your life to its grandest destiny. 
You will achieve miraculous things. You will be a remarkable 
example of the love of self and God. You will experience and 
understand the grand beauty and the wonderful enigma that you 
are. And, behold, in what is termed the final analysis, you will 
have seen the face of God by realizing that it is your own. Then 
you are off to another eternity of life experience in a new and 
grander understanding. 

You know, in my time we were called soulless by the 
Atlatians. Do you know what our search was for then? It was not 
for a purpose; it was to find a soul that we were told we did not 
have. I was a wretched barbarian and I hated man. But when I 
found out what joy was and that I was worth having it, 1 became 
the essence that supports and nourishes and is all life. 

The only path to the Father is whatever you declare as your 
joy. That is the only way you get there. That is what takes you 
back home to God. 

Student: Is it true that I chose to come back into a body? 

Ramtha: Who else would choose for you? 

Student: Then can you tell me why I chose this time and 
this place to come back to? 

Ramtha: To experience life in this time and this place. 

Student: But was there some special purpose that I came 
here to accomplish and that’s why J chose to come back here? 
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Ramtha: The special purpose, master, is the privilege of 
experiencing life. 

Student: So it can be anything? 

Ramtha: It can be anything, But it is no specific thing. You 
came back here simply to experience life. You chose you, and 
why not you? You chose this time, and why not? This is a 
wonderful time. Life is in bloom now. You are in bloom now. 

You know, living has become such an overlooked and 
unappreciated experience that everyone looks for something other 
than life to do. But your first and foremost reason for being here 
is simply to live. The most glorious thing you can achieve in this 
life, master, is living through it. Is that not a truth? What would a 
grandiose king be if he did not first have life to become one? 
Being a king was not his purpose. He only did that because he 
decided it would be a jolly good thing to do. The most important 
thing was that he lived to the point that he could become one. 

Your greatest accomplishment in life will be living through 
it. That is perhaps not precisely the understanding that you are 
wanting to hear but I assure you, master, when you come close to 
dying, you will appreciate that answer. 

Everyone thinks that they must have an excuse for their 
existence. “Ah, master,” they say unto me, “what is my destiny 
here, my purpose in this life? I know there is a reason I am 
supposed to be here.” So I tell them, “Life,” and they are most 
perplexed and unhappy, for they are waiting to hear of a very 
elaborate plan where they will rise above a great mount and be 
draped in gold, with birds singing around their head, and they 
shall be the salvation of humanity. 

Your purpose, master, is simply to live. Whatever you do 
thereafter will be an extension of your beauty and a 
contribution to the overall expansion of life. When you realize 
that living is the most important thing, that that is how you 
gain your points, as it were, and that you are here because you 
desire to be here — you want to be here, that you of your own 
being found it a pleasurable place to return to —- then everything 
else will be understood. 
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Everyone comes into this existence because they want to 
live and express here. That is the priority of all humanity. That is 
the priority of the Father that lives within you. What occurs 
thereafter is not the obligation to be any specific thing but to be 
as much as you can in each moment of life. It is called creation, 
and that you are bound to do because the God within you presses 
you to create. 

You are not here for any destiny but to live and, in 
every moment of living, to do what the creative self — the 
soul — urges you to do. From that, anything is possible within 
the realms of creation. You can create kingdoms untold, lives 
untold. You can fulfill yourself. You can become whatever you 
desire to become when you have allowed yourself that explicit 
freedom. And once you find out that you are worth experiencing 
it all, you can put forth your light into any fulfillment that pleases 
you, at any moment that pleases you. 

Do you know why some of the most enlightened entities 
upon your plane are bums living in “bumdom’’? Because they 
live in the moment and do only what they need to do in order to 
live and go on to the next place. So they have been many places, 
seen and done many things, and met many entities. Thus they 
have harvested great knowledge and understanding of the human 
Spirit from many directions. They are very enlightened in their 
state — and very happy in their state — for they have given 
themselves the freedom to come and go as they choose. You 
say to me, “But, master, they have no purpose.” Their purpose 
is to live in the moment and frolic in doing something new and 
adventurous whenever they feel like it. 

This life, master, was not created to be a prison. It was 
designed to be a platform for creativity and expression that is 
colorful and challenging and upon which you may have many 
interludes and adventures, but always because they bring you joy. 

Student: But, Ramtha, ever since I was small, I have had 
this feeling that I want to leave here, that this isn’t my home, that 
there is someplace else. 

Ramtha: But there is someplace else. Life is continuous on 
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many different levels and in many places. That is a truth. But I 
will tell you another truth: If you truly did not want to be here, 
you would not have come back. The life force within your being 
is here to experience this life in order to learn and gain happiness 
from it. Do you think that you are a higher entity who came here 
only to find this a miserable place to be? A higher entity finds 
happiness wherever he is. 

When times upon this plane become difficult, it is good 
perhaps to think of going to other places, for that makes life here 
a bit more bearable. But eventually we realize that we make 
wherever we are however we choose to make it: good or bad, 
happy or unhappy, exciting or mundane. It is only our attitudes 
and our judgments that determine our experiences in life. 

This is a wondrous place to be a part of. The Father 
flourishes here, as he flourishes in all places, as he is all places. 
When you learn that, master, you will be a wise woman. A greater 
virtue than knowing that there is another place is taking this life 
and making it the grandest you can, experiencing every part of 
this life and loving it. Then you are filled with this life. Then 
when you leave this plane, there will be nothing here that you 
need to come back to experience. 

Those who come here with one little direction and stay with 
that direction, because it is socially acceptable here, suffer at the 
time of death from agony and regret that they should have done 
this, they should have done that, they should have loved this one 
and married that one. All of those should-haves will bring them 
back here to experience all of the now-can-haves until they are 
filled with all of that. Then they return no more. 

Student: But then I came back because I had a should-have, 
and I don’t know what that is. 

Ramtha: Master, it is living. If that is too simple to 
understand, then create for yourself a reason for living and pursue 
it heartily. But when you have fulfilled it, what will you live for 
then? Another reason, and on and on and on. 

Student: So there’s no particular thing that I came back for, 
that I might miss accomplishing this time? 
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Ramtha: My beautiful master, wisdom is accumulated 
emotion. That is what makes each entity different from all others 
who come to this plane. You will not experience the things you 
have already experienced and understood, for you will have no 
desire to. The things that you have yet to understand — adventures 
that hold the promise of fulfillment and wisdom — you will always 
be drawn to, for they will excite you, tempt you, intrigue you, 
puzzle you. If you will simply allow yourself to be and listen 
to the urgings within your being, the feelings within you, you 
will always be experiencing what you are most needing in order 
to expand your wondrous self into greater wisdom and 
perpetual joy. 

Now, master, let me give you this understanding to perhaps 
help you with your perplexity. If you are needing a reason for 
being, let the reason be the one thing that will be with you 
throughout eternity, and that is called love of self. Love for 
yourself will survive into eternity, while the purpose of being a 
this or a that will be fulfilled in this life, only to be replaced by 
something else. What is the only thing that will be with you for 
always? Whatever you can add to yourself that will expand you 
into greater wisdom and more profound love for yourself, and 
that is doing whatever will make you the greatest that you can 
be in your own eyes, the most discriminating eyes there are. 
That will last forever. You, master, are the purpose in life. 

When everyone goes beyond thinking that they must 


do this or that — or that their destiny is this or that, and 
they get down to the business of being, living explicitly in 
the moment — they will find a grander happiness and a 


greater freedom than they have ever known before, a release 
into life and how it should truly be lived. 
That is your purpose — to be. 
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CHAPTER FIFTEEN 
Forgotten Divinity

Once man knew of his heritage and his lineage. Once man 
knew God not as an essence apart from his being but as the 
sublime Isness of ongoing life and thought that was the very 
life force of his divine and eternal self. Once man knew that. 
He erected great pyramids to stand throughout the ages as 
reminders to humanity of the fire within, the God within man. 
Despite all the things that have happened throughout your 
history, those pyramids still stand as symbols of the greatness 
and divineness of man. 

In man’s beginnings on this plane — when man still knew 
he was God — he lived in the same embodiment for thousands 
of years because the power that gave the body immortality 
was the purity of unlimited thought that man expressed in a 
state of being. 

Man, God/man, began to forget that he was God even in 
his first life experience on this plane. Why? Because he loved this 
wonderful playground of matter, and experiencing and creating 
here became all that was important. And in his endeavor to express 
his creativity here — and to maintain the vehicle that allowed 
him to do that — man, the magnificent creature of unlimited 
thought processes, began to experience the limited thoughts of 
survival, jealousy, and possessiveness. 

Man’s being — his soul and Spirit — is forever. Nothing can 
ever change that. But the embodiment that the Gods created for 
themselves from the clay of the earth is vulnerable to the thoughts 
of the immortal being who occupies it. Whatever thought man 
accepts and allows himself to feel will manifest in the body, for the 
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embodiment is the last part of man’s kingdom and is supported by 
the thought processes of the God who inhabits it. 

When God/man began to experience attitudes of survival, 
he began to lessen his power of thought to spark an eternal life 
force within the body. Thus the body began to fail. As the body 
began to fail, it lessened man’s ability to reason through his brain. 
As man began to lose his power to reason, fear began to engross 
his consciousness. As the element of fear became an attitude 
within man’s thought processes, the embodiment began to suffer 
from the force and effects of fear: disease, illness, death. 

Although the first civilizations on your plane were endowed 
with great enlightenment, the unlimitedness of their thought 
processes began to dim into limitedness through the expectancy 
of death and the attitudes of survival. Those attitudes of 
survival, arising from the fear of death, would be passed on to 
future generations as what is termed instincts for survival, for 
whatever man thinks becomes patterned within his cellular and 
genetic structures. 

The Gods entered into the limitations of matter out of the 
desire to experience their creativity through the bodily form. But 
when the Gods, as man, experienced attitudes of limitation upon 
this plane, they unknowingly became locked into the bodily 
experience, for when each God experienced the death of his first 
embodiment, he entered into what is called a Void. This Void was 
a place — a dimension of light — that was neither back into a 
consciousness understanding of all-knowing God, nor was it back 
upon the plane of matter. The God could no longer return to the 
plane of unlimited thought, for now he maintained within his 
thought processes the alteredness of attitudes of limitation. 

In order for the God to continue to advance in life — and 
finding this playground of matter to be a wonderful 
experience — he was most anxious to return here. So the God 
came back into another embodiment through the seed of his own 
offspring, in order to continue to express in matter and to reconcile 
all of the limited thoughts he had permitted to alter his thought 
processes in the previous life, But as he began to experience more

of the material aspects of this plane, the God experienced further 
alteredness and fell deeper and deeper into limitation. Thus began 
the cycle of reincarnation upon the plane of demonstration. 

As the Gods returned here as man again and again — in 
order to continue their adventures in life — this plane gradually 
became their whole concept of life and they forgot their lineage 
and their divinity. No longer did they conceive God to be allness, 
all thoughts. No longer did they maintain the knowingness that 
they could return, if they desired, to the plane of pure thought, 
unlimited being, the plane of consciousness that they had 
expressed upon from their beginning. They reasoned that they 
could experience only limited spheres, limited thoughts. Thus 
other planes of expressed consciousness emerged as what is 
termed limited heavens, limited spheres. There, upon the death 
of the embodiment, entities who had forgotten the grandest and 
simplest of all planes could experience life according to their 
happiness and collective-attitude thinking. 

When the Gods, as man, no longer knew that they were divine 
and immortal and that all power and all knowingness truly were 
within them, they began to be vulnerable to the egos of those 
around them. Soon there rose up entities who sought to elevate 
themselves above others by saying that only they, through their 
mystical powers and immeasurable source of knowledge, had the 
understanding of God. Since man had become a fearful and herdlike 
creature, these seers and prophets and oracles sought to enhance 
their power by issuing forth prophecies of doom and peril. And if 
the people did not pay particular attention to what the seers had to 
say, they issued forth curses and threats of damnation. 

Thus was religion born upon this plane to further separate 
man from his internal beauty, his eternal godship. And religion was 
very clever, for it did not have to govern and rule peoples through 
the sword. It had only to perpetuate the teaching that God was not 
within their reach, that all knowingness and all power were not 
within them. 

Now the soul is forever memory. It remembers all 
experiences of all lives. Whatever man is told often enough — no 
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matter how altered an understanding it is — will eventually become 
a steadfast reality, for man, the timid seeker of truth, wishing so 
desperately to be accepted, will listen to any folly. So if you tell 
man long enough that God is outside of him and that he is 
wretched and evil in his soul, these thoughts become steadfast 
understandings within man’s soul memory, and they will be very 
difficult to change. And that is indeed what occurred over 
thousands of years on this plane. These simple entities, coming 
from one life back into another, continually fell under the auspices 
of these teachings. And they became so conditioned to the 
understanding that they were wicked — and that God was outside 
of their beings — that they came to know absolutely that they 
were other than divine, and that the only way to know God, to go 
back to God, was through the rule of prophets and priests and 
religious organizations, 

When man no longer accepted his own knowingness to be 
the essence of truth, he gave away his sovereignty and power and 
became a part of a collective mass, which permitted religions and 
governments through the ages to rule people as if they were one 
entity. But they are not. All are unique Gods with unique destinies 
to fulfill and adventures to experience. Man is entitled to his 
adventures. 

When man accepted the teaching that he is wretched and a 
sinner and that the Father is outside of him, he completely 
separated himself from God. And it is that understanding and 
belief acceptance that has brought man back into an embodiment 
over and over again, for as long as man has the thinking that he is 
other than divine, that the Father is not within him, then he is 
doomed in a sense to be born a million times until he realizes his 
divinity and lives this once again in a state of being,

learned of death, but you forgot life. You learned of sorrow, but 
you forgot joy. You learned of man, but you forgot God, your 
sublime intelligence, that allows you to create your illusions 
however you choose. 

All of you have lived many lives upon this plane: some of 
you, thirty thousand lives; some of you, ten thousand; some of 
you, only two, That is how many times you have lived and died. 
And though your lives upon this plane have been only a dream, a 
game, an illusion in the adventure of life, they have corrupted 
you greatly. You have lived so many lives in which you have been 
reminded by family, by society, by religion, and by governmental 
powers that you are wretched and that God is not within your 
reach that it has become the steadfast reality of your thought 
processes. 

To this day most of you still do not know that God is you, 
that you possess within you the power to know and be all things. 
Thus you let teachers and religions and everyone else rule your life 
and interpret truth for you. You allow the understanding of others 
to complicate and clutter the simple truth that has been spoken for 
ages in your time, that the Father and the kingdom of heaven are 
indeed within you. What grander truth can be written than that? 
But many of you who do not know that still think you must go 
through dogma and certain mechanics, as it were — rituals, prayers, 
chants, fasts, meditations — in order to connect with God and 
become enlightened. Yet the more you do these things, the more 
you convince your soul that you are not what you are trying to 
become, that you are far from the love of God and the 
understanding you are seeking, for you are having to do arduous 
things in order to achieve it. 

Now religion is not wrong. Those who have set up and 
furthered religious teachings are your beloved brothers who, in 
seeking to understand their own divinity, their own worth and 
power, have enslaved their brothers, thus enslaving themselves. 
What they have done, as harmful as it has been, has been their 
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truth for their experience and understanding. I am a lover of all 
people, even the priests and seers, for they are God also. 

Practicing rituals and following dogma are not wrong, 
but it will never feel completely right because the voice within 
you — that is God — says that you already are what you are 
struggling to reach. 

I have returned here simply to tell you that there is a better 
way and also to tell you that you are already God, and that you 
have never failed, and you have never done anything wrong, and 
you are not miserable, wretched creatures, and you are not sinners, 
and there is no wonderful folly called a devil. When you realize 
these things, then you can get down to the business of being 
happy, which is what God is. The Father is not an angry, mournful, 
meditative, pious creature. It is the essence that is complete and 
infinite joy. 

I tell you, God is within you. It has been there in all of your 
lives. You are already God, for that is the divine, creative 
intelligence that sits within the cavity of your being, the essence 
that has loved you into experiencing limitation and will love you 
back into unlimitedness once again. 

Limitation has been an adventure. It has been an experience, 
and most on this plane are experiencing it greatly. Unfortunately, 
you forgot that there is something better, and you made limitation 
a way of life. If you only knew that through unlimited thinking 
you could transcend the embodiment and all universes and planes, 
you would never choose to be limited again. If you only knew 
that and allowed yourself to receive and embrace all thoughts, 
you would have joy and peace in life beyond your grandest dreams. 

Thought is the ultimate creator. Whatever you think and 
then allow yourself to feel becomes the reality of your life. Every 
thought you embrace that goes beyond the spectrum of limited 
thinking, so shall it manifest for a broadening or widening of 
your life. All it takes is opening up your thought processes to 
accept ever more unlimited thoughts in order for you to go beyond 
limited man into unlimited God. 

Just as you have become the knowingness that you are

wretched within your being, if you now know that you are God 
within your being, so will you become God in your totality. In order 
to go back to what is now termed a seventh-level understanding of 
pure thought, to the ultimate state of being — a state in which you 
are the ultimate power of all things — the only thing you need is 
simply to know that the Father lives within you, for the memory 
that you are God sits within the soul of your being, It is there, 
dormant in your soul, waiting to be recognized, ready to become 
an experienced reality. It becomes that by knowing. When you know 
you are God, that feeling of certainty will create the experiences 
and the understanding that will teach you that your knowingness is 
a truth. No one can give you that knowingness. Only you can achieve 
that understanding through your own thought processes and 
emotional being. 

When you know that God and you are one, you remove 
from your thought processes the attitudes of separateness and 
you unite with your godhead once again. When you realize that 
the all-wise, all-knowing intelligence of the Father is the totality 
of thought — the basis of all things that are — and allow yourself 
to be all thoughts, then you are all that God is, which is all things. 
Then you return to your freedom, your greatness, and your glory. 
Then you do not have to return to this heaven over and over 
again but can go on to greater heavens and grander adventures 
that await you. 

I tell you, there is nothing you must accomplish on this 
plane except being who and what you are, for the knowingness 
that you are God is achieved in a state of being, for God is 
beingness. It is the Isness of all life. To be in a state of being — a 
state of allowing yourself simply to be who you are, however you 
are expressing — is to be completely as the Father is, and that 
you can accomplish in a moment. In a moment it is realized. 

God is this Now. Infinity is this Now. To be forever God is 
to live wholly in the eternity of this Now, for that is how God 
lives. Simply be. Then you are one with the Isness and ongoingness 
of all life, and your body will elevate itself to become that 
ongoingness. Then you do not have to die but can transcend all 
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planes to the seventh, which is the conclusiveness of all things, 
thought. That is a truth. 

Man is beginning to come out of limitation because there 
are many upon your plane who are questioning their lives and 
why they are slaves to the hypocrisy of government, of dogma, 
of society, and where in turn they lead. They are beginning to 
love themselves and others enough to see beyond the film of 
limited consciousness and to rise above it. They are awakening to 
the understanding that there is an essence that lies within them 
and within all people that is gentle and loving and wise. They are 
beginning to realize that all of the prophesies — and all of the 
tales and all of the fears — that have governed mankind for so 
long have not manifested; they have outlived them all. They are 
questioning who they are and why, if they are to love God, must 
they be frightened of him. 

Consciousness on this plane is changing. The limitations 
of understanding which have caused man to be a beastly creature, 
generation after generation after generation, are being lifted to 
permit man to be the sublime God essence that he is, 

It is time to have a new learning occur, which is really not 
new at all. Deep within your soul, you will know what the truth is 
because the truth will permit you to see beyond the stagnation of 
dogmatic beliefs into the heaven of thought and understanding 
that has been there all along. As the rope is removed from around 
your throat, and the feelings of joy begin to surface and become 
eminent within your soul, you will begin to be this magnificent 
God that you are, in a state of being. 

This age of yours is ending. This has been the Age of Flesh. 
The new age is already on the horizon, and it is called the Age of 
Light, the Age of Pure Spirit, the Age of God. It is the age when 
man knows that all are equal and that the kingdom of heaven has 
always been within him. The Age of Light shall take man back 
into unlimited thought, back into a sublime kingdom of love and 
joy and freedom in being. Those who will be the new kingdom 
will not be the warlords and tyrants amongst men but the heralds 
of peace who are rising above the stagnation of limitation to say, 
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“T am God, and all whom I see do I love, for I am all I see and I 
love what I am.” Each who comes to that understanding will lift 
the whole of consciousness by his one solitary light. And one by 
one you will return to a state of unlimitedness, rich with the pearls 
of wisdom that will allow you to create more wisely in the eternity 
to come. 

Your lives upon this plane have been a grand illusion. They 
have been a great dream. But you will emerge from the dream 
learned, understanding God. Everyone will. One day you will 
glance up to a sky that has become very cloudy. As you look 
into your heavens, you will see a blaze of brilliant lights flickering 
all around, and you will think the stars themselves have come to 
nestle within the clouds. What you will see is what all mankind 
is going to see. It will help you to awaken from your slumber 
and realize that all I am teaching you is indeed a grand truth and 
a wonderful reality. 

Student: I would like to know how we became separated 
from God and the things that unified us in our beginning. How 
did that happen? 

Ramtha: In your very beginning, when each of you knew that 
you were one with the Father, your ego — your identity — was God 
in a singular uniqueness and life was the emotional adventure 
into the experience of all thoughts, for God is all thoughts. Your 
ego was pure and unaltered, for no attitudes were maintained 
within your being which would limit the acceptance of thought 
ot God into your being. You knew that you were forever in the 
Now moment of being and were unlimited in your ability to receive 
thought from the Father, transmute it into emotion, and manifest 
the emotion into creativity. 

All of you were like little children, for you did not possess 
any attitude that would alter the purity of your beings or limit 
your expression. You did not know fear. You did not know 
judgments of greater or lesser. You did not know competitiveness 
or jealousy or possessiveness. You did not know death. You were 
like little children, for you had not experienced any of these 
attitudes. 
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Now you, the Gods, from your very beginning possessed 
the powerful drive to create, to express the emotion of thought 
into creative forms. And the power to do that was not given a 
little more to one and a little less to another. All were equal. But 
as soon as you began to create, a competitive Spirit arose within 
you, the drive to take the thought of another’s creativity and 
expand it into something greater, to create more, thought by 
thought by thought. Why do you think there are so many species 
of flowers on your plane? You would think that one rose would 
have been enough. And how many more butterflies could there 
possibly be? 

Why did the Gods become a competitive race? Because in 
their drive to create, they began to contemplate that perhaps their 
creativity was not as grand as another’s. Thus they began to see 
themselves as lessened within their beings. And to compensate 
for that feeling of lessness, the Gods sought to outdo each other’s 
creations. And the more they embroiled their thought processes 
in competitive creativity, the more they saw themselves as less 
than the perfection of Isness, as separate from God, which is the 
equality of all things. 

You see, separateness from life and the understanding called 
imperfection come about only when something 1s seen as greater 
than something else. Yet in the reality of life, no thing is greater 
or less than anything else. All things simply are, in an equality of 
Isness. Thus everything is in a state of perfection or, more 
appropriately, a state of Isness, of being. It is only attitudes, 
collective thoughts, that make something less than the perfection 
of Isness that it truly is. 

Now your greatest separation occurred when you entered 
into the embodiment of man. Up to that point, even though you 
had begun to separate yourself from all things, you were still aware 
of your godhood and immortality of being. But when you lowered 
yourself into an embodiment and began to experience the realities 
of cellular matter, you entrapped yourself in the functions of 
mass called hunger, cold, and survival, the struggle to maintain 
that which you had become. You had now become intertwined 
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with cellular matter, which was programmed in its creation to 
permit the survival of the mass. That marriage of a great immortal 
being with a mechanism of mass, oriented to the survival of its 
own structure, greatly altered your ego state of being, That is 
when the tree of knowledge, the altered ego, was born. And it 
was the experience of the emotions of fear, competitiveness, and 
jealousy on this plane — recorded in your soul and programmed 
into your body’s cellular structures — that further intensified your 
altered ego, that further altered the knowingness that you were 
divine, immortal, and one with all life. 

Student: I still don’t understand why the Gods, who had 
always known that they were forever, ended up believing that they 
would die. How did they come to accept the idea of death in the 
first place? 

Ramtha: They accepted and understood the processes of 
change — what you term death — from the very things they had 
created. You see, many things created here were designed to feed 
upon one another, for the substance that each creation needed to 
sustain itself had to be of the same substance as itself. It is what 
you term a food chain. 

So the flora became foodstuffs for the animals that the Gods 
had created. And when the animals partook of the plants, the Gods 
who created the plants saw to their horror that their creations had 
been resolved before their eyes and transmuted into yet another 
energy. The animals would then be food for yet other animals that 
were created by another God to be greater than the first, and on 
and on. It was one way that the Gods chose to compete with one 
another. You see, it was most humiliating to have your creation 
eaten up and digested by another God’s creation. 

Death was further understood, master, through the process 
of designing and evolving the embodiment of man. In order to 
perfect the creature called man, the Gods became a part of it, as 
they had become a part of all things they had created here. Since 
their earliest versions of man were not very agile creatures, the 
animals were continuously partaking of the body of man and 
finding him quite a delicacy at that. So through that, the Gods 
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experienced and understood the action called death. That 
understanding enabled them to improve upon the embodiment 
to make it more forceful against death at the hands of their very 
own creations, the animals of carnivorous nature. 

Now man’s romance with a God outside of his being began 
when the Gods had a romance with this plane, with their desire 
to experience and interact with all of the things they had created 
here. The Gods had been the plants. They had been the animals. 
They had been the insects. They had been everything, But to have 
a form that had dominion over all things, that was their ultimate 
love and creation. 

When the Gods ultimately formed themselves into man and 
woman — and all of their attentions were focused on outsmarting 
and escaping from their creations — they became into an altered 
state of life. The irony was even if they escaped from the animals 
that preyed upon them, they could not escape the attitudes of 
survival that were beginning to engross their consciousness. It 
was their attitudes of survival and the fear of death that eventually 
brought their bodies down, for whatever one fears, he will become. 

You know, of all the things the Gods ever created, nothing 
is more devastating than the creation called fear, for no thing can 
express life in its shadow. 

Now when the Gods, as man, experienced death, their only 
reality and their only desire were to continue to experience this 
paradise of matter and to create more in this kingdom as an 
accomplishment, for the Gods’ egos were great. Thus the Gods 
eagetly came back to become better and better and better, to 
reconcile the lessness they had perceived in themselves, and to 
express moreness in their creativity here. Through the attitude 
and the desire to become better, they became so immersed in the 
matter of this plane that they forgot they were divine and immortal 
and became death and dying objects. Yet the understanding of 
being one with all life had begun to be lost, unfortunately, in the 
designing of creation — even before the Gods had a love affair 
with this plane — through competition and the thoughts of 
greaterness or moreness. 
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I tell you this, master: Your oneness is truly only a 
moment — a breath — away. When you within the depths of 
your being no longer wish to be separate from any one thing, you 
no longer will be. It is simply your attitude, your limited thinking, 
your altered identity that has separated you from all thought. When 
you come back into all thought by removing judgment against 
thought, then you will never again be lost or separated. Then you 
will be a light to many others who will find their way back into an 
alignment with the Father. 

Student: Ramtha, I can understand that we are all actually 
perfect, that we are God, and that we do live forever. But that 
doesn’t seem to lessen the feeling I have at times that I need to be 
careful and protect myself. How can I overcome this illusion I 
have about myself, this feeling that I need to be cautious, which 
seems to inhibit me from freely expressing who I really am? 

Ramtha: You know, master, the animals are endowed with 
wondrous devices for self-preservation, the primeval instincts for 
survival that have been programmed into their cellular structures 
so that they can live, experience, and evolve. Mankind is also 
endowed with primeval instincts, which have been passed on 
genetically from seed to seed. Man’s instincts for survival are 
immersed within the body’s cellular structures so that he may 
protect himself, for mankind is born naked. He has not fangs, 
nor horns, nor swiftness of foot, nor nimbleness of limb, nor is 
he endowed with acute hearing or grand eyesight. He is a very 
refined, remarkable, self-contained entity whose greatest instincts 
for self-preservation are caution and the seclusion of self. 
Mankind is endowed with these instincts, for if he were not he 
would not have survived to be the wondrous, thinking, evolving, 
creative mass that he truly is. 

When you, as everyone else here, selected to forfeit your 
freedom of Spirit in order to experience the density of matter, 
you became intertwined with its genetic, instinctual patterns, one 
of the conditions of expressing through the matter of this plane. 
So to be man is to be fearful, herdlike, doubtful, and very cautious. 
Tis a great truth. 
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Caution is not an illusion; it is a condition of living here as 
man. That need never be forgiven within self but accepted as a 
necessary instinct for the preservation of your embodiment. But 
take this understanding one step further. Now that you realize 
your body has protected you in order to allow the tiny, wondrous, 
creative spark that you are to evolve itself here, it is time for you 
to go beyond the flesh into the immortal aspects of your Spirit 
and soul. It is now the moment, if you will, for the Spirit of your 
being to take hold of your body and protect it through an 
unlimitedness of thought understanding. 

What is to be done now is to become you, God that you 
are: steadfast, certain, sovereign, I Am. And the only illusion 
you need to master is the illusion that you do not have the ability 
to become that. And how do you remove that illusion? Simply 
by removing it from your thought processes. Whatever you do 
in thought and in feeling is reality, even if it is never manifested 
into the reality of this dimension. Once you have embraced the 
thought that you are God, the I-Am principle, you have already 
become it. 

Love what you are, master. Love it. Know that you are 
forever, that you are God. Know it. Feel it. Embrace that thought. 
When the instinctual heritage that has protected you through the 
ages confronts the knowingness that you are indeed immortal 
rather than mortal, that you are indeed unlimited God rather than 
limited man, your soul will pass this unlimited thought on to the 
cellular mass of your embodiment, and the cellular mass will be 
in jubilation. Then your body will conform happily to the unlimited 
thoughts of the great God that occupies it. And inasmuch as 
your body has had uncertainty and caution for its instinctual 
existence, it shall now have God unlimited within its cells, such 
that the matter of the body can be unified into an alignment with 
the totality of God I Am. 

To be more you, master, is simply to reach beyond the 
boundaries of your uncertainty. And when you, who have been 
protected by your embodiment, claim dominion over all that is 
within your understanding, the body will happily follow. 
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Love yourself, master, completely. Love life, all of it. When 
you do, you will come back into your union, I assure you, simply 
through an attitude and in but a moment. That is all it takes. 
Simply know.

Student: I didn’t come with any specific questions for you. 
I felt that whatever you said to anyone would certainly be 
applicable to all of us. 

Ramtha: It is, and it has been. 

Student: But I would like to ask you two general questions. 
You said that when we leave this plane, we always go on to 
something better. 

Ramtha: That is correct. Yet when you leave this audience, 
you will go on to a greater moment in being, for your life advances 
every moment to be grander than the moment before. 

Student: Well, could you tell us something about the 
mechanics of reincarnation. I mean, why would we leave here for 
something better and yet return here once again? Are we sent 
back here to learn something? 

Ramtha: First, master, how would you know that there is 
not something better awaiting you here in a future time? 

Student: Because it seems that it’s a struggle to live here, 
and there is a lot of pain and sadness to deal with. Even though 
we may not be experiencing a great deal of pain ourselves, we see 
it all around us. So there’s a lot of pain here, obviously, and it’s 
difficult to imagine it getting much better in the near future. 

Ramtha: You know, the last pain here was starvation, and 
everyone was always hungry. The thing then was to work arduously 
in order to make a pence or a rupee or a shekel to buy a loaf of 
bread, a bit of cheese, and rotted wine to fill an empty belly. Now 
look at everyone. They are all trying to fight off their fat. Now that 
everyone has been fed and has gotten plump, along comes someone 
who says, “Tsk, tsk, tsk. That is not beautiful.” So now everyone is 
struggling to be starved again. Is life not an adventure? 
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The pain here, master, is called ego. 

Student: Okay, but I’m not sure that I follow your point. 
You seem to be saying that life is circular. Is there no end to 
the circle? 

Ramtha: Life does not go in a circle, master, nor does it 
ever repeat itself. It always changes, and yet it evolves every 
moment to be constant. Life is all-encompassing and creates 
the next moment by virtue of its own being, its own Isness. It is 
created in the moment by each entity according to his attitude. 
It is the attitude toward life that allows its cycles of change to 
seem circular. 

Reincarnation is indeed a truth. It is simply laying down 
one body — because the attitude permitted it to die — and 
taking up another one, either here or somewhere else upon the 
plane of matter. 

Why does anyone come back here? Because they want to. 
Do you think that you are made to come back here — that you 
are kicked from whatever plane you are on back into an 
embodiment — only to have to struggle through the birth canal 
and become completely dependent upon the egos around you? 

There was no edict that sent you here, master, for there is 
no one who can ever make you do anything against your will. You 
are the one who decided to return here. You are the one who 
desired to express again upon this plane. So if you are looking 
for someone to blame your miseries on, you will have to look 
yourself in the eye. You are wholly responsible for your own 
beauty, your own being, your own sorrowful or wonderful life. 
And it is about time that that is the way it is known. 

No one is ever forced to reincarnate upon this plane. But 
after living here for eons, man begins to think that this is all there 
is. And when he loses his body and is away from his emotional 
attachments and the toys that are here, he soon wants to hurry 
up to get back here, for he thinks that this is the only heaven 
there is. And so for him it is. 

The only reason you are here is because you want to be, 
because you have a need within your being to fulfill here. And the 
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need is to express joy, or sorrow, or pity, or anger, or pain, or 
anything else you wish to experience on this plane of illusion so 
that you may have as much of it as you want. Then when you 
become tired of it or bored with it, you can change your attitude 
and experience some other emotion. It is as simple as that. 

Can utopia live alongside pain and sorrow and hellish 
situations? Indeed it can. It is only an attitude away. 

You came back here to experience God, to understand self, 
to live the principles of I Am. And the principles of I Am 
encompass all that everyone is, every attitude, every emotion, every 
character, every illusionary situation created in the realms of 
thought called God. 

Do you know why you are the identity you are now? Because 
you have been most of the other roles before and now you are 
experiencing this one. Why weren’t you born a starving child rather 
than the opulent entity that you are? Because you have been the 
starving child who wanted to be the opulent entity, and so you 
are. And why are you not the baker who bakes the bread to feed 
his family? Because, master, you have been the baker who baked 
the bread to feed his family. You are now the entity who purchases 
it from him. 

The wonderful thing about this kingdom is that it is ongoing 
and changeable, and you can be any player you wish to be. And as 
you advance upon the platform of life, you advance to plateaus 
which offer you a stage to play out the illusions that will provide 
the greatest learning within your being. And upon that stage you 
have the freedom to become king or pauper, lover or loved, slave 
or freedman, whatever illusion will provide you the understanding 
your soul is needing for fulfillment. 

There are many experiences you have never had, master, 
for there are things you have never done and entities you have 
never been. There are entities in this world who live in sublime 
peace and whose needs are simple. And whatever they need, 
whatever they want, they simply manifest. They live in happiness 
and joy, master, attitudes and adventures in thought that you have 
yet to choose for your experience. 
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There are many understandings you have yet to live. And 
do you know what the grandest of them is? Living simply for the 
reason of living. To live simply for the reason of living is the 
greatest achievement in the understanding of life, for that is when 
you will know peace. That is when you will know joy. That is 
when, master, you become God in your totality once again. 

You have yet to experience that understanding of life, for 
you have allowed yourself to be intimidated into a supportive 
role, a laboring role, a competitive role, an idealistic role, a 
suffering role, a neurotic role. You have accepted that as your lot, 
and so it is. But you would realize that those are only minute 
particums of your options in life, if you ever allowed yourself to 
go and see the other parts of it. 

This life, regardless of all the things that have occurred in 
your history as mankind, is really quite superb. Unfortunately, 
those who dwell in cities — amidst the stagnation and thickness 
of social consciousness — think that this is a miserable, wretched 
place to live. But if you ever find the courage within your being 
to get away from ideals and intimidation and the limited 
consciousness of man and go live in the wilderness —- at one 
with the God within you — you will find that life is really quite 
splendid, that it is an ongoing, unlimited, beautiful thing. 

The reason you have come back here, master, is to live. But 
you have not broken away from the things that bind you to this 
plane so that you can experience the majesty of God and life. 
You have not walked on a glacier, or hidden under a rock bridge, 
or peered out a window in winter to see a redbird sitting there, 
brilliant against the snow. Nor have you been in deep caverns, or 
walked in the desert and watched a snake in its quest for food. 
And you haven’t slept in a great pyramid all alone, or gone on 
explorations where no one has ever been. And there are many of 
those places. You haven’t sailed a great ocean and watched great 
fish jump, or followed a deer into a dappled wood. 

You have not done many things that are electrifying and 
thrilling and wonderful to your being. And not one of them would 
ever care about your labor, or your schooling, or your status, or 
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the age of your automachine. 

Those are facets of life that you have yet to experience. 
But when you do, they will break down your neuroses, your fears, 
your traps, and your wonderings. And there will be moments 
that you will feel like exploding with joy, except you would want 
somebody there to see you explode and yet you would be 
intimidated if they were. That is your nature, but there is nothing 
wrong with that. You just have not allowed yourself to experience 
all of your options here, for you have been hard-pressed to 
become an illusionary ideal that is utterly alien to the joy and 
freedom of life. 

Now if you do not want to return here, don’t. You do not 
have to, ever. J never came back, for I ascended with the wind 
and took with me everything that ] was. And in that, I became a 
free entity — a free entity. That is because I transcended all the 
things I had done in my life here. ] forgave myself and embraced 
this life and got on with this business of being God. And if an 
ignorant, wretched barbarian could do it, master, it is a certainty 
that you can. 

The way one finishes his life here is he lives it and loves it 
and becomes a part of the simple things. And he rids himself of 
ideals that are intimidating, limiting, and restrictive to the freedom 
of life. And he lives in the freedom of himself, and loves himself, 
and ceases to compare himself. 

When you cease living for the images of society and live 
instead for your own ideal, your own truth — however that is 
within your being, and love your eternal being — then you 
become one with the flora and the fishes and indeed with all 
life. Then you can say, “I have finished this experience. I have 
loved all life that ts here and, because I have, I am ready for a 
new adventure. I am ready for a far-off kingdom and a new 
understanding and a whole different way of being.” When you 
have done those things, master, you will leave this plane in a 
blaze of glory. That is how I left. 

Iam a lover of this plane. I tread its valleys often. I blow in 
the trees and become part of the laughter of children. ] know 
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what this life is, for I have not missed out on the values here. But 
far greater I know the sufferings of those whom I love above all 
things, my beloved brothers. And J have the answers, but they are 
of little use unless applied. 

The reason you and everyone else are expressing here is 
because you want to. That is reincarnation. 

Student: Thank you. I will have to think about what 
you’ve said. 

Ramtha: Do. For when you do, perhaps you will choose 
to be kinder to your being and allow it the freedom to breathe 
a bit easier. 

Student: I was wondering if you would possibly tell us 
something about what you do when you’re not squeezed into 
this plane. 

Ramtha: I am doing the same thing that you are doing: 
expressing. The only difference is yours is a limitation of 
expression and mine is not. I have a reach that goes into forever, 
for I never contemplate the ending of myself, for there is no 
such thing. And I indeed go with the wind, for that was my ultimate 
desire. 

I am being happy. And I watch you in your life, and her in 
hers, and him in his. J look upon your illusions here and — while 
they are all so serious to you and filled with awesome-colored 
water— J laugh, for all you have to do is see more. And there 
is more. 

I am expressing, master, and I am being happy with what I] 
am. And when I am not the identity you see of me here, J am that 
which is: the platform from which all things come forth, for the 
seventh level is the totality of thought, which is the great Void 
that holds your planets in orbit, your cells together, and 
encompasses all things to the perimeters of forever. And when 
you are a seventh-level entity, there is no such thing as levels. 
There only is. In that, you become all feeling of all things, of all 
knowingness, of all thought. 

Contemplate what it is like to be thought. How far can a 
thought travel? Can you lay a thought on the surface of the sun, 
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perhaps on the dark side of the moon, or on the great and small 
stars in your heavens? Can you send a thought to another entity on 
another plane? You can do it in less than a moment. You have it 
right within you to be that. You are the entity that does not want 
that expression. You are wanting this expression, and so it is. 

Student: Certainly there has to be a point when we realize 
why we keep coming back. 

Ramtha: There is. It is called happiness. And that point is 
obtained when there is no entity you would rather be than yourself 
and no place you would rather be than right where you are. That 
is the point of realization. 

One other thing, master. What is to you sorrow and 
misery and pain is oftentimes another entity’s happiness. 
Everyone here is happy with their lives. They don’t realize that 
because their ideal of happiness is a clown that runs around 
like a little Tinkerbell, changing things into colors of blue and 
lavender and pink. 

Everyone here is happy because everyone is doing exactly 
what they want to do in accordance with their will. If they are 
wanting to be ill, they are being ill. If they are wanting to be 
unhappy, they are being unhappy because they want to be, because 
that makes them happy. You know, if you force some entities to 
laugh, they will break down and weep on you. 

Everyone here is expressively enjoying life. If they weren’t, 
they would die in a moment. And when their time comes, they do 
die, for they think they must. One day, master, in joy and the 
peace of being, you will realize simply by watching everyone 
around you that everyone is infinitely happy, however they are 
expressing. 

Student: May I ask one more question? You said that Pve 
been different people in other lives. I was wondering if you could 
tell me who I was in my past lives. 

Ramtha: Master, if ever we hold audience to bring forth in 
explicit detail all of your records, as they are termed, we would 
be here into your next life. Your lives have numbered twenty 
thousand, three hundred forty-six and a half. So to tell you of 
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your past, you must decide which time, which land, which illusion; 
then we could bring it forth. 

You know, master, I have found that many of those who 
consider this life to be mundane or unfeeling often revel in the 
past, for they see that perhaps the past holds for them a vibrancy 
of life or the esteem they feel they are lacking. And they fantasize 
about their past in a most romantic, heroic fashion, for when life 
here is dull and boring, they can always conclude that they were 
very heroic in battle and left many women behind weeping for 
them. And when they did return, the whole town turned out in a 
celebration that lasted for eons. Or they were more beautiful than 
any woman in the world at that particular time and had every 
man as a lover in those days. 

Now I will tell you this for all to understand. You have all 
lived many lives, and those lives have been illustrious and romantic, 
wretched and barbaric, famous and infamous. But all that you 
were in your past is not as grand as you are now. In this Now, you 
are the greatest you have ever been, master, for you are the 
cumulative knowledge and experience of all the lives you have 
ever lived. The Now, master, is the purpose for all that was. 

You have never been better than you are now, no matter the 
disguise or the illusion or the experience, for that which you 
possess in wisdom, knowingness, and love, you have grander now 
than you ever had. If I were to “devance” you into five lives before 
this one, you would not even know who you were because you 
have refined the element called self to a point beyond the 
recognition of what it once was. Of the lives which you once 
lived, if they were to look upon you this day, they would call you 
gallant, a genius, a heretic. They would call you possessed, because 
your understanding is far greater than what it was in those days. 

It is unwise to look to who you were in your past. When 
you look back to your past for answers, you will never experience 
this moment of life and the answers that it holds for your future, 
for you will be too busy with your head backwards to see the 
Now when it comes. You are curious about who you have been 
before, master, yet you don’t even know who you are now. 
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It is good to know we have lived before, for that gives us 
hope for our tomorrows. But the fundamental beauty that lived 
all of those experiences is still sitting quiet, pondering, waiting 
to be awakened to the realization that it is a great God that has 
the power and the option to create its life and fulfill itself 
however it chooses. 

Learn to live in this Now. Nows are virgin. They are 
permissive moments. You make the virgin moment whatever you 
declare it to be through your attitude. You can be displeased, 
pained, sorrowful, miserable, all in the moment. Or in the next 
moment you can change your attitude and become lovely and free, 
enticing, happy, and full of joy and exuberance in that moment. 
And in the next moment to come, which is unaffected by the 
previous two, you can become somber, brilliant, dedicated, 
remorseful, whatever you desire. 

What is important, master, is to know who you are now 
and do something about being happy in this life. If you wish in a 
future life to have the ability to remember this one, make each 
moment a memorable one that will always remain lively in your 
soul. If you wish to live into infinity, you must first learn to live 
each moment fully. 

Student: Could you tell me perhaps what you see in my 
future? 

Ramtha: Who will you be in your future? You will always 
be you. Though the eyes and the color of skin and the mask will 
change, you will always be you. You will always have the same 
soul and the same God Spirit of your being. You will be in your 
next life whatever illusionary character you decide to portray. 
And if it is upon this plane, you will go through the birth process 
and create the fruit of the womb according to your own 
particular design and see that it fulfills whatever game and 
illusion you have destined for yourself in that existence. Or you 
can simply be without the illusion and go on to a grander plane 
of understanding. 

Learn to live in the Now, master. Be grand in this life and 
experience you. Ride the wind. Sail a thought to the moon. Lay 
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a splendid thought on the sun so that it will know who you are. 
Sit upon a star. Speak to the water. That is all you. It is all God. 
It is all life. 

Student: Thank you. I have one last question. Could you 
tell me which plane I am progressing to? 

Ramtha: To God, master. You are progressing toward your 
godship. You are refining your godship. You came here as a God, 
embroiled yourself in the flesh — into hunger and heat and cold 
and territorial boundaries — and have forgotten about the divinity, 
the power, the all-consuming, all-wise intelligence that you are. 
That has caused your link to this plane, which is also progressing 
to the seventh. 

You are progressing to the seventh understanding, which is 
knowing God in all things. And the height of that knowingness is 
the giver of that knowingness, which is you, completely. 

Student: So be it. 

Ramtha: And so it shall be. 
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The Science of Knowing 


“You have the ability to know everything there is to know. 
That is what your brain was designed for, so that a God 
living on a physical plane in a physical body could 
experience and understand whatever dimension of God 
he desired, seen through three-dimensional forms.”

There are many upon your blessed plane who are struggling 
arduously to be enlightened, as it were, a most worthwhile thing 
to be. Yet there are few who truly understand what that term 
means. To be enlightened simply means to be in light of, to have 
knowledge of, to have knowledge available to you so that you can 
apply it however you choose. 

How do you become enlightened? Not by being anointed. 
The only way you become enlightened is by allowing thought to 
enter into your thought processes, embracing it into emotion, 
and experiencing it into wisdom, 

Why is knowledge important? It is your grandest treasure, 
for when all else has been taken from you, what has not been 
taken from you and never can be is the knowledge that gives you 
the ability to create again. When you have knowledge, you have 
freedom; you have options. When you have knowledge, you can 
build kingdoms unlimited. When you have knowledge, there is 
nothing to fear, for then there is no thing, no element, no 
principality, no understanding that can ever threaten or enslave 
or intimidate you. When fear is given knowledge, it is called 
enlightenment. 

Knowledge allows your mind to reason and contemplate 
beyond what you already know. It permits you to see further into 
the knowingness of all things that are and to grow in your capacity 
to receive even greater knowledge. Knowledge urges you to expand 
yourself, to seek an ever-broadening identity, to become. In that, 
it takes you from the boundaries of a limited life into a more 
unlimited expanse. Through knowledge and the adventure into 
learning, you become heightened in simplicity, and in that 
simplicity will you find peace in being and the joy of life. 
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Now | wish to give you an understanding of the science of 
knowing, how you have the ability to know all things. Why is that 
important? Because whatever you know, you will become. And 
when you learn how to know all things that are, you become all 
that is —— which is God — completely: unlimited knowingness, 
unlimited life, the totality of thought. And in that you are, once 
again, the unlimited freedom and joy of being. 

To understand how you can know all that is, you must first 
understand that not only does everything exist from thought, 
which is the mind of God, but everything emanates the thought 
of its being back to the mind of God. 

Everything has a light-field surrounding it. There is nothing 
that exists that is not surrounded by a corona of light, for that 
holds the image of thought and creates the ideal into the form 
called matter. Through that light-field each thing emanates the 
thought of its being back into what is termed consciousness flow, 
or the river of thought, which is the mind of God. 

Look at the carpet, the plant, the light, the leather in your 
shoes. Look at your hand or another entity. What do these things 
have in common? They are all existing. And by virtue of their 
existing, each emanates from its being not only the thought of its 
being but also its awareness of everything else around it. It is 
called collective perception. As the carpet is aware of the colors 
that are in it or who is sitting upon it, or as the plant is aware of 
the room, that awareness is emitted through the light of its being 
into the flow of consciousness. And each moment that awareness 
will change, for God — the river of thought in which everything 
exists — is ever-expanding and ever-moving. 

Every star system, every particum of dust, every entity 
seen and unseen from this and all other universes, emanates the 
thought of its being into the mind of God, for that is where it 
came from. Everything emanates back to thought. That is how 
everything is known. 

How do you have the ability to know all there is to know? 
Your physical body is surrounded by a wonderful light-field called 
the aura or auric field. The aura is the light-field that surrounds 
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and holds together the matter of your embodiment. Through the 
means of Kirlian photography, your scientists have already 
photographed the first coronal field of the aura. Yet there are 
still greater electromagnetic fields that surround your body, for 
the aura extends from the density of electricity — the blue corona 
that surrounds the body — into the infiniteness of thought. 

The aura is the Spirit of your being. The Spirit of your 
being — what I call the God of your being — connects directly 
to the mind of God, the flow of consciousness where all things 
are known. One part of the aura is a powerful electromagnetic 
field of positive and negative electrum. Beyond the 
electromagnetic field, there are no divisions to the electrum. It 
is an undivided light sphere, which is pure energy. The light 
sphere allows all thought from the river of knowingness to flow 
through this great and powerful field. Which thoughts become 
known to you are determined by your thought processes, for 
the electromagnetic portion of your aura draws thought to you 
according to your thinking. 

Your Spirit is like a sieve on the bank of the ever-moving, 
ever-changing river of thought. Through that light you stand in 
receivership of the mind of God, the thought flow where all 
knowledge is. Thus you have the ability to know all there is to 
know, for you are in the continuous flow of all consciousness, 
the river of all knowledge. 

Consciousness is like a river, and your whole self — including 
every cell of your body — is continuously being fed by it, for 
thought supports and gives credence to your life. You live by thought 
from consciousness flow. Just as your body lives by the flow of 
blood that carries the substance of food to every cell, so is your 
whole self being sustained through the substance of thought 
emanating from the flow of consciousness. 

You create every moment of your existence with thought 
that comes from consciousness flow. You are continuously taking 
thought from the river of thought, feeling it in your soul, feeding 
and expanding your entire being through that emotion, and putting 
the thought of your expanded self back out into the river, which 
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expands the consciousness of all life. You may contemplate a 
thought of creativity this day, and as you do, the thought is felt, 
recorded in your soul as an electrical frequency, and that same 
frequency leaves your body and goes out into consciousness for 
someone else to pick up and create from. What you think and 
feel, everyone else has access to, They feed from your thoughts 
and you feed from theirs. 

Consciousness consists of all thoughts emanating from all 
entities and all things. The thoughts that make up consciousness 
are of different electrical frequencies. Some are very low or slow 
frequency thoughts, those which predominate here in social 
consciousness. Others are higher frequency thoughts, the more 
unlimited thoughts of superconsciousness. Consciousness is the 
sum of all the different frequency values of thought, with each 
thought value attracting like values from everywhere, 

Social consciousness is a density of electrical thought 
frequencies, yet one that is lighter than air. The density of social 
consciousness is constituted of expressed thought, thought that 
has been expressed through emotion by every entity; that is, it is 
made up of realized thought, thought that each entity has already 
taken in, felt in his soul, and distributed through his auric field 
back into the river of thought for everyone else to feed from. 

The thoughts upon which your plane thrives are the limited, 
low frequency thoughts of social consciousness. Those thoughts 
are very restrictive, very judgmental, very harsh, because your lives 
are governed by attitudes related to survival and the fear of death, 
whether it is the death of the embodiment or the death of the ego. 
Thus your consciousness is occupied with thoughts of food, shelter, 
labor, gold; with judgments of proper and improper, good and 
bad; with fashion, beauty, acceptance, comparison, age, disease, and 
death. These low frequency thoughts easily come through your auric 
field because they predominate in the thinking of those around 
you. So you are continuously being fed by limited thoughts from a 
very restrictive, stagnated consciousness. And as you allow these 
thoughts to feed you, you put the feeling of them back out to 
regenerate and perpetuate the limited thinking of man. 
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The consciousness in your great cities is particularly limited 
because most of those who live there are very competitive, very 
time- and fashion-oriented, and very fearful and unaccepting of 
one another. Thus all of your great cities are enveloped by a thick 
density of consciousness. What those who come here from other 
universes see when they look upon your cities is a dense network 
of multicolored lights, low frequency thoughts of a very limited 
consciousness displayed as a light-field. 

The higher frequency thoughts of superconsciousness are 
those of Isness, being, life, harmony, oneness, ongoingness. They 
are the thoughts of love. They are the thoughts of joy. They are 
the thoughts of genius. They are the unlimited thoughts that are, 
in truth, beyond expression even through these words, for the 
feelings from unlimited thoughts go beyond words of description. 

The higher frequency thoughts can be more easily 
experienced in the consciousness of the wilderness away from 
the stagnated thinking of man, because there life is simple, 
timeless, ongoing, and in complete harmony with itself. There, 
away from the judgment of man, you can hear the heartbeat of 
your own knowingness. 

How do you have the ability to pick up thought from 
consciousness flow? The electromagnetic portion of your aura 
draws thought to you according to your thought processes and your 
emotional state of being. In order for thought to feed you — in 
order for it to be felt and realized within your being — it first 
must be lowered into a light-form. Once thought meets the Spirit 
of your being , the light surrounding your body, it explodes into 
a burst of light; that is, thought ignites itself once it meets light. 
Light lowers the substance of thought; thus light has drawn like 
to it. Thought is unseen and then seen through a burst of light. 
The thought, in the form of light, enters your brain and is 
transmuted into an electrical light propellant of a given frequency, 
according to the value of the thought being received. 

The moment you become aware of any one thing, you are 
receiving the thought of it. At the moment you are receiving the 
thought, the light of that thought is received by your brain. There 
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are entities who occasionally see bursts of light, usually out of 
the sides of their eyes. What they are seeing in most instances is 
their own Spirit’s acceptance of thought. The very moment they 
see the light before them in brilliant display is the moment that 
thought has entered into their auric field and displayed itself within 
their brain. If you close your eyes and see the movement of color 
or the expansion of designs, you are perceiving what thought 
looks like entering into your brain. 

Your brain is a grand receiver of electrical thought 
frequencies, with different parts designed to receive, house, and 
amplify the different frequencies of thought. The different parts 
have different potentials to house and electrify thought, depending 
upon the density of water in its cellular walls. Some parts are 
capable of housing and amplifying only the higher thought 
frequencies; other parts house and amplify only the lower 
frequencies of thought. 

Your brain does not create thought, contrary to popular 
belief. It simply alows thought to enter into it from consciousness 
flow. It is an organ designed by the Gods specifically for the 
purpose of receiving and housing thought that has come through 
the Spirit of your being, transforming it into an electrical current, 
amplifying it, and sending it through the central nervous system 
to every part of your body so that it can be realized for an 
understanding. 

In your technology, you have what is termed radio receivers 
with gauges to determine sound volume and which megahertz or 
frequency level is received. Well, the brain is also a receiver with 
gauges, and it can receive a given frequency only if the part of 
your brain designed to house that frequency has been activated. 

Your brain’s ability to receive different thought frequencies 
is controlled by a powerful gauge called the pituitary gland, which 
is lodged between the left and right hemispheres of your brain. 
The pituitary, also called the seventh seal, rules your brain. It is 
responsible for activating different parts of your brain to receive 
and house the different thought frequencies. It is the door that 
opens your capacity to contemplate and reason with thought, 
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realize it throughout your body, and manifest it into an experience 
for greater understanding. 

The pituitary is a very small but very wonderful little gland 
that many call the third eye. Well, one does not have a third eye; 
there is no room for it in your head. The pituitary doesn’t even 
look like an eye; it looks like a pear with a little mouth at the 
narrow point, and it appears to be petallike. Your brain is governed 
and controlled by the functions of this powerful gland through a 
complex system of hormone flows. The pituitary, which is a 
ductless gland, secretes a hormone that flows through the brain 
into the mouth of the pineal, another ductless gland, which sits 
near the pituitary at the base of the lower cerebellum and above 
the spinal column. The pineal, or sixth seal, is the gauge 
responsible for amplifying thought frequencies so they can be 
sent throughout the body. The hormone flow from the pituitary 
into the pineal is what activates different parts of your brain to 
receive and house the different thought frequencies. 

The functions of the body are maintained in a harmony 
through the flow of hormones coming from ductless glands and 
issuing into the blood supply. The pineal is responsible for 
maintaining that harmony. The flow of hormones from the pineal 
activates all the other glands to secrete their hormones in harmony 
with each other, thus creating what is termed hormone balance. 
The level of that balance is determined by the collective thought 
frequencies being received by the pineal system. The higher the 
thought frequencies, the greater the hormone flow throughout 
the embodiment. Also, the greater the frequencies, the more the 
pineal activates the pituitary to secrete its hormone flow, which 
activates the brain to receive even higher thought frequencies. 

How is thought from consciousness flow realized within 
your being? When thought comes through your aura, the aura 
does not define it, meaning it does not judge or alter the thought, 
it lets it come forth unlimited. When thought propellants reach 
the brain, they travel first to the upper left hemisphere of the 
cerebrum, where the intellect or reasoning functions reside and 
the altered ego is expressed. 
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Now what is the altered ego? It is the understanding gained 
from the human experience that is stored in the soul and 
articulated through the reasoning portions of the brain. It is 
the collective attitudes of God/man living merely as a surviving 
creature, living in the shadow of social consciousness. And that 
collective view will refuse to accept any thought frequency that 
does not fit within its security, that does not help to insure the 
survival of the entity. The altered ego is the refusal to allow all 
thoughts to be received and entertained for a greater realization 
within the embodiment. 

Each thought frequency that the altered ego allows to flow 
into the brain is transferred into an electrical current and sent to 
that portion of the brain that has been activated by the pituitary 
to house that frequency. That portion of the brain then amplifies 
the current and sends it to the pineal system. 

The pineal system governs your central nervous system. 
It collects each frequency of thought given to it, further amplifies 
it, and propels it through the central nervous system, which runs 
through the spinal column as a highway of electrical thought. 
The electrical current coming from the pineal system flows 
through the fluid of the central nervous system — which is 
water —— down through the spine and then through every nerve 
to every cell of your body. 

Now every cell in your body is fed through the blood supply 
with gas derived from the action of enzymes on food intake. When 
the electrical current from the thought enters into the cellular 
structures, it enters as a spark of light. The spark ignites the cell, 
causing the gas to expand, which allows the cell to duplicate itself 
in what is called a cloning process, allows it to create another cell 
and to regenerate itself. Thus the whole of the body is fed through 
that one singular thought. That is how life is substantiated within 
the molecular structures of the embodiment, through the effects 
of all the thoughts that you allow yourself to receive every moment 
of your existence. 

As thought continuously feeds every cell of your body, your 
entire body responds to its electrical impulse — your entire body. 
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Thus the effect of thought, experienced throughout every cell, 
creates a feeling, a sensation, an emotion, or what is termed a 
rush within the body. That feeling is then sent to your soul to be 
recorded there. 

Your soul is a grand recorder, an unbiased computer which 
records very scientifically every emotion felt within your 
embodiment. When you feel emotional, you are feeling a thought 
that has bombarded the light structure of your being, has been 
accepted through your brain, and has been sent throughout the 
central nervous system to produce a sensation in every cell of 
your body. The soul then records that sensation as an emotion 
for the purpose of referral, what is termed memory. 

Memory does not have size; it is an essence. Memory is not 
a visual accounting; it is an emotional accounting. It is emotion 
that creates the visual image. The soul does not record pictures 
or words for the purpose of memory; it records the emotions of 
those images and words. 

The soul takes the emotion created by thought being felt 
throughout the body and searches through its memory banks 
for a resemblance, one which the reasoning portions of the 
brain — what you term intellect — can identify in order to 
select a word to describe the feeling. 

Everything you can describe has certain feelings associated 
with it, based on experience. You know flowers as flowers 
because of your emotional experiences with them. You have 
seen and touched and smelled and worn the structures called 
flowers. Thus the flower feels a certain way to you. You know 
silk as silk because you associate with it certain sensations and 
emotional experiences, which give rise to the understanding 
termed silk. The soul has recorded all of that information from 
your emotional experiences. So when the feeling from the 
thought is felt, the soul records that feeling and searches its 
memory banks for similar feelings from prior thoughts 
experienced. It then sends that information back to your brain 
to indicate that the thought has been realized, understood in its 
totality throughout the embodiment. Thought is not realized 
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simply through your brain; it is realized in the totality of your 
body. The reasoning portion of your brain then allows you to 
formulate a word to describe the feeling. 

How is thought realized and known? Through emotion. 
Knowingness is wholly a feeling. The thought of anything cannot 
be known until it is first felt; then it has an identity. To know a 
thought is to accept it into your brain and then allow yourself to 
feel it, to experience it throughout your body. Knowledge is not 
the proving of any one thing; it is the emotional ascertainment 
of it. Once you have the feeling within, then you can say, “I know. 
I have the feeling. I know.” 

Within you indeed, my beloved masters, lies the door to 
all knowledge. The fire that burns within you is the same fire 
that flickers in every minute atom, in every great star, in every 
cellular form, in everything that is. It is the same identical fire. 
Your oneness with all life is realized through the principle of 
light, for the light that gives credence to emotion in your soul is 
the same light that gives life to the blossoms, the stars, and to 
everything else that is. So within you, you possess the ability to 
know all things. To know anything is not to understand it through 
intellectual rhetoric that is surrounded with elaborate words that 
mean nothing. The knowingness of the flower is reached by the 
inner being through feelings. You can always tell how something 
is thinking through the frequency it emits called emotion. If 
you want to know anything, all you have to do is feel it. You will 
always be absolutely correct. 

How does thought create the experiences of your life? The 
pineal is the seal of knowing into manifestation. Whatever 
knowingness you allow yourself to receive will become a reality 
first in your body, for the pineal is responsible for sending that 
thought as an electrical current throughout your body, to be 
registered as emotion. The more unlimited the thought, the 
greater and faster the frequency that is shot throughout your 
body; thus the greater the high or rush experienced in your body. 
That feeling is then recorded and stored in your soul as a given 
frequency. The feeling of every thought, recorded in your soul, 
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is then put forth into your aura as an expectancy, and that 
expectancy activates the electromagnetic portion of your 
light-field to draw to you — much like a magnet — the likeness 
of whatever your collective-attitude thinking is. It will draw to 
you situations, things, objects, or entities that will create the same 
feelings experienced in your body from all of your thoughts. Why? 
So you can experience your thoughts through a three-dimensional 
reality for the prize of experience called wisdom. 

How are your desires manifested? A desire is nothing more 
than the thought of fulfillment seen through an object, entity, or 
experience. Whatever thought of fulfillment you allow yourself 
to feel leaves your body through your electromagnetic field, and 
it goes into consciousness flow to draw to you whatever will 
produce the same feeling from the desire experienced in your 
body. The more completely and intensely that desire is felt within 
your body, the more complete will be its fulfillment. And the more 
you know with absolute certainty that your desire will be fulfilled, 
the quicker the manifestation, for absolute knowingness is a high 
frequency thought that enhances the expectancy put forth through 
the auric field, thus amplifying your power to manifest your desires. 

You have the ability to know everything there is to know. 
That is what your brain was designed for, so that a God living on 
a physical plane in a physical body could experience and 
understand whatever dimension of God he desired, seen through 
three-dimensional forms. Whatever thoughts you allow yourself 
to know through your wonderful receiver will become an 
experienced reality, seen first within your embodiment and then 
through the conditions of your life. And whatever you desire, 
you have the ability — through knowing — to manifest into your 
life in the twinkling of an eye. That is how you create the kingdom 
of heaven on Earth. 

It is a simple science. Remember: Thought 1s; then light is 
seen; then light is lowered into electrical impulses. Electrical 
impulses are lowered, lowered, lowered to become mass, and 
from the mass they are lowered to represent the thought ideal. 
The same truth works in the body. It is thought, light, receiving 
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unit; from the receiving unit, it takes the electrum and runs it 
through the mass in order for the mass to understand through 
feeling. To manifest your desires, all you have to do is feel 
whatever you desire, and the feeling is sent back to the Father 
to fulfill your desires. That is all there is to it. Too simple? 
You want it more complex? 
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“The whole of your brain capacity is immense, yet 

you in your limited thinking have been able to use 
only one-third of it. What do you think the rest of it 
zs for, to fill up an empty hole?”

Though your brain was designed to receive every frequency 
of thought in the mind of God, in the entirety of knowingness it 
will be activated to receive only those frequencies you allow yourself 
to receive. And of all the wonderful thoughts bombarding the God 
that holds you together, the only knowingness that most allow is 
of the lower frequency thoughts of social consciousness, which 
are very limited, very cloistered, as you have well experienced. And 
when you live according to social consciousness and reason only 
with the frequencies that predominate in its limited thinking, the 
only parts of your brain that are activated are the upper left and 
right levels of the cerebrum and portions of the lower cerebellum, 
which sits upon your spinal column. The majority of your brain 
remains dormant; it does nothing. That is because any thought 
that does not fit in with the limited thinking of your family, peers, 
society, or dogma, you will refute. You will turn it away, meaning 
you allow yourself to contemplate and reason only with those 
thoughts which will be accepted by others. 

You have a term called closed-minded. Well, that is a literal 
description. When you refuse to venture in thought beyond the 
bounds of social consciousness, portions of your brain are literally 
closed to the higher frequencies of thought. That is because your 
pituitary gland has been activated to open its mouth only a little 
way; thus it has activated into use only those parts of the brain 
that receive the lower frequencies of social consciousness. 

The only reason someone is a genius and knows things you 
do not know is because he has opened his mind to contemplate 
the what-ifs, the outrageous thoughts, the thoughts of brilliance 
that go beyond the limited thinking of man. He has allowed himself 
to entertain and reason with these thoughts, whereas you have 
rejected them. You cannot receive them because you have yet to 
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activate those portions of your brain that will enable you to reason 
with them. So what happens to the great thoughts of unlimited 
understanding that continually bombard your light structure? They 
bounce off your receiver unit and are sent back out through the 
Spirit of your being, back into the river of thought. 

To be closed-minded is to be closed to the possibility of 
anything existing outside of the values that can be experienced 
through the senses of your body. Yet in the realm called God, 
nothing is impossible. If any one thing can be conceived or 
pondered, it exists, for whatever is dreamed or imagined is already 
within the realm of existence. That is how all of creation came 
into being. Anytime you tell someone that something is only your 
imagination, you are programming them into stupidity and limited 
creativity. And that is indeed what happens to the children on 
this plane — all of you. 

I tell you, whatever is allowed to be thought of, is. And 
whatever you allow yourself to think, you will experience, for 
your electromagnetic field will draw it to you. 

You know, the atrocity of being closed-minded is that it 
keeps you from knowing joy. It keeps you enslaved to the illusions 
of man. It keeps you from knowing the glory of yourself and 
God. As long as you have a cloistered mind and live and think 
according to social consciousness, you will never venture into the 
unknown or contemplate the possibility of greater realities for 
fear that it will mean change. And certainly it will, because there 
will be more to see, to understand, and to be a part of, than there 
was before in a tidy world that lives and dies. As long as you 
accept only those limited thoughts that have been bred into you, 
you will never activate greater portions of your brain to receive 
and experience any thought other than what you have faced every 
day of your existence. 

Each time you accept a thought that is greater than what 
you have accepted as your standard, that thought activates yet 
another part of your brain into purposeful use. Each time you do 
that, the greater thought will offer itself as a carrier to expand 
your reasoning from that point. That will activate other portions 
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of your brain for more thought, for more receiving, for more 
knowing. When you desire to experience superconsciousness, 
unlimited thinking, your pituitary begins to open and bloom like 
a magnificent flower. The more it opens, the greater the hormone 
flow and the more the dormant parts of your brain are activated 
to receive the higher frequencies of thought. 

You know, it is very simple to be a genius. All you have to 
do is think for yourself. 

The brain has been a great mystery that has perplexed 
many. They take it out to look at it and they can’t find anything 
in it, save its fluids, which are water. Water is a conductor of 
electrical current. The denser the water, the greater the 
amplification of the electrical current put through it. In the 
dormant portions of your brain, the fluid is denser for the 
purpose of amplifying the higher thought frequencies into 
greater electrical currents and sending them throughout the body 
at a greater rate of speed. So when you allow more of your 
thoughts to be housed in the dormant parts, your body is 
activated to become quicker and more profound in its responses. 
You can do anything with your body once the totality of your 
brain is in use. Through your soul — which is recording and holding 
steadfast the emotion of every thought you receive — your brain 
and its impulses to your body can create your body to be however 
your thoughts determine it to be. 

Do you know that if your brain were used to its full capacity, 
you could change your body into a wisp of light in a moment and 
your body would live forever? Do you know that your brain has 
the ability to grow a new limb if you are missing one? Fully 
operational, your brain has the ability to completely heal your 
body in a splendid moment, or to change it physically into any 
ideal you give it. 

The whole of your brain capacity is immense, yet you in 
your limited thinking have been able to use only one-third of it. 
What do you think the rest of it is for, to fill up an empty hole? 

Your body is maintained according to your brain and your 
collective thinking, for every thought you allow to enter your brain 
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electrifies and feeds every cell of your body. Yet from the time you 
were a child and could reason in social consciousness, you accepted 
the programming that you must grow up, become old, and then 
die. So because you accepted that thought, you began to degrade 
the life force within your body, because the thought of olderness 
sends a slow or low frequency, electrical spark to each cellular 
structure. The slower the rate of speed, the greater the loss of 
agility within the body, for the body is lessened in its ability to 
rejuvenate and restore itself. Thus age is permitted to occur and 
ultimately the death of the body. Yet if you allowed yourself to 
continuously receive higher thought frequencies, you would send 
faster and more high-powered electrical currents throughout your 
body and it would stay forever in the moment, thus never advancing 
in age or dying. But everyone here knows it will age and die, so 
slowly the current becomes less and less and less. 

Those portions of your brain that have not been activated 
at the present have the ability — simply through knowing — to 
reconstruct any damaged part within your body, wherever it is. 
The moment you know your body can heal itself, that thought 
sends a greater spark through the central nervous system to where 
the damaged part is, which will cause the DNA factor within each 
cell to clone and reconstruct the cell perfectly. Perfectly. You think 
that is miraculous? That is the way it should be and is. 

You think that the only way your body can be healed is 
through physicians and medicines, And they work, for you believe 
that they do. You have also been told — and believe — that you 
cannot do it on your own; thus you cannot, for that knowingness 
is present. Yet there are entities who have sought out healers, 
knowing that what they would hear would be an absolute truth. 
And by knowing it, it became an absolute truth within the 
embodiment; thus they were healed in a moment. That is what 
knowingness does, and it can change your body to however you 
want it to be. You have the capacity to be unlimited even in your 
bodily movement, for it was designed to be that way. 

Every moment of your existence — whether you are asleep 
or awake, whether you are conscious or unconscious — you are 
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continuously receiving thought from the mind of God. And 
whatever thought frequencies you allow to come through this 
wonderful God that holds you together, you will experience for 
the prize and the only reality of life called emotion. So you who 
are feeling unhappy, dull, morose, fearful, bitter, angry, jealous, 
hurried, unloved, unwanted, what thought frequencies are you 
allowing yourself to feel? Social consciousness. Where is joy, you 
ask? Where is love? Where is forever? Where is God? Only a 
thought away. 

Why don’t you know all of these wonderful thoughts that 
pass through your Spirit every moment? You haven’t wanted to 
know them. You have chosen to live in the shadow of social 
consciousness, to dress and act and think like the herd. You have 
chosen to fit in, to be accepted, so that you could survive. You 
didn’t want to know because to entertain the thoughts that you 
are a sovereign, that you are God, that you are forever, that you 
are all-knowing, would mean going against the grain of your family, 
your friends, your religion, and your country. So you gave away 
your power. You gave up your sovereignty. You forgot your 
identity. You closed down your brain. To teach you how to open 
it back up is the reason I am here. 

What is this religious figure called God, that infinite mystery 
that man has desperately searched to find for eons? It is thought 
and its ability to receive itself and, by receiving itself, to become 
and expand itself. That is all God is: the totality of thought, the 
eminence of life. And right within your own being you have the 
power to become God completely — completely — for if the 
full spectrum of your brain were in use, you would be this moment 
to the ends of forever; you would know all that is known; you 
would be the hue of the sun, the depths of the sea, the power of 
the wind, and the star upon the horizon. 

What keeps you from knowing and becoming the totality 
of God? Altered ego, because altered ego cuts God off by refusing 
to accept all the thought frequencies that God is so it can live 
safe and secure, out of harm’s way. That is why the altered ego is 
indeed what is termed the Antichrist, because it denies that you 
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are the son of God. It does not allow you to accept the thought 
and to realize that you and the Father are one and the same, that 
you are the divine and immortal principle that has the power to 
create forever and the power to create death. 

The Antichrist is the altered ego and its kingdom is social 
consciousness. It is that which does not allow unlimited thought; 
and its dogma is fear, judgment, and survival. The Christ is man 
wholly expressing the power, the beauty, the love, and unlimited 
life of the Father that lives within him. It is man realizing that he 
is divine and becoming that realization, transcending dogma, 
prophesy, and fear, for he knows that beyond social consciousness 
lies the unlimited vigor called God. 

So the Antichrist and the Christ share the same temple, and 
that temple is you. Everything is within you because the God that 
you are allows both the Antichrist and the Christ to be. It allows 
life and death. It allows limitation and unlimitedness. 

You have heard of the prophecy called Armageddon? Well, 
you have been living it all of this life. Armageddon is the battle 
between the realization of God and the recognition of the 
Antichrist, which is the altered ego that does not allow unlimited 
thoughts to enter your brain for unlimited expression. It is the war 
between social consciousness and unlimited knowingness. That is 
Armageddon — not a battle outside of you, but inside — the 
conflict within you between the Christ arising and the altered ego 
staying in control. Hence, the prophecy is indeed coming to pass 
in these times. 

To be God is to be unlimited knowingness, unlimited being. 
To be man is to be the limited creature who does not open his 
mind for greater knowledge, who accepts theory and does not 
practice living, who is the taught rather than the teacher, the 
protected rather than the explorer. 

I tell you, you have the ability to know everything there is 
to know. And you also possess the ability to manifest everything 
you ever want. You also possess the ability to live forever in your 
body, if that is your desire. But to all these things, the altered ego 
says, “Nay.” So for that you will know who man is, but God will 
always remain a mystery. 
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“The more _you desire to love what you are and to live 
in Rnowingness, the more your brain is opened up by 
the God that surrounds your being, greater and greater 
and greater. Then you become more than your body. 
You become that which holds you together.”

All of you have grown to your capacity in your learning of 
God in the limited form of matter. Through all of your many 
lives upon this plane, you have experienced all the elements of 
this paradise of your own remarkable creativity. And through that 
experience you have learned all there is to know of the limited 
thought values of God/man living in the herdlike reality of social 
consciousness, You have already learned of fear and insecurity, 
of sorrow, anger, greed. You have already learned of jealousy, 
hatred, war. You have already learned of death. You have indeed 
already learned of the alienation of yourself from your divine 
Source, which has loved and supported you throughout all your 
adventures in order for you to experience God in the last level of 
its spectacular display of Isness. 

In order to return to a state of unlimitedness, to 
experience joy and the freedom of being, you must once again 
become that which holds you together. And the only way to 
become that —— since you are encumbered with a body — is to 
fully activate your seventh seal, pituitary, so that your brain can 
receive the unlimited thoughts that lie just beyond social 
consciousness. That is how you expand your knowingness into 
the unlimited understanding of God, that which allows and loves 
and is the totality of itself, which is the totality of thought. 

So how do you get this wonderful little gland to awaken the 
dormant portions of your brain through its hormone flow? Simply 
through desire. To become a Christ is to desire to know the Father 
and become the likeness of God. It is the desire to allow all thought 
to become the reality of self. It is the desire to love in every moment 
all that you have become. It is the desire to be the Isness of all 
that you are. 
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Why is it important to love the totality of what you are? 
When you do, you immediately transcend social consciousness. 
Then you rise above acceptance. You transcend judgment. You 
go beyond the illusion of time. Then you live only for the 
fulfillment of self. You listen only to the voice within. You follow 
only the path of joy. And on that path lies the knowingness of 
all that is. 

Now you say to me, “But, Ramtha, that is being wholly 
selfish.” Indeed it is. But selfish is Godish. Every moment you 
live for the love of this God within you — every illusion you 
embrace and give up, everything you do to find your joy and 
light —- emanates from your being into consciousness flow to 
feed the whole of mankind. When you live wholly for the love 
of self — which is the love of God — then you exude God 
into the density of social consciousness. Then you light the way 
for your beloved brothers on their own paths back into self, the 
only path that will take them home to their beloved Father. 

When you love yourself enough to feel worthy to receive 
all that God is and you desire to know that you are one with the 
Father, then you begin to bloom this wondrous flower. That is 
how you open the capacity of your brain to receive all thought 
values in the mind of God: by wanting to know, by desiring to 
feel all the emotion of that knowingness. 

What is the greatest way to manifest any desire? By speaking 
it forth from the Lord God of your being, The lord of your being, 
which is your soul, governs your body through its emotional 
structure. It is from the soul that your pituitary is instructed to 
release its hormone flow. The God of your being is the light that 
encompasses all that you are and allows all thoughts to come into 
your being. The being is the ego that is experiencing the realities 
of matter through the bodily form, which is what encourages 
judgment and alters the Isness or purity of thought; hence the 
term altered ego. So when you speak from the Lord God of your 
being, you are bringing into alignment the totality of what you 
are, which gives you the greatest power to manifest and create 
whatever you want. 
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When you desire from the Lord God of your being to receive 
unlimited thoughts, that thought of fulfillment felt within your 
soul manifests in your body to activate the pituitary gland, and it 
begins to open. As it begins to open, a greater hormone flow 
goes through the pineal gland, and as it does it awakens the 
dormant mind. It opens another part of your brain to allow greater 
and more refined frequencies of thought to be experienced 
throughout your body. 

When thoughts of a greater frequency come in, they are taken 
through the awakened portion of your brain. The pineal gland in 
the back of your head receives the greater frequency and it begins 
to swell, which causes your head to ache, or you may feel a little 
dizzy or lightheaded. That frequency is then turned into a high-powered 
electrical current and shot through your central nervous system to 
every cell of your body. From that you will feel a rush, or sensations 
of tingling, of being lifted, because greater energy than you have 
felt before is now rushing throughout your body. That frequency 
ignites every cell, causing it to increase its vibrational frequency. 
The more you receive unlimited thoughts, the greater the body 
vibrates. And you begin to take on a glow because you are beginning 
to reverse the body from density back into light. 

How will you describe the feeling of unlimited thoughts? 
You cannot. The knowingness of an unlimited thought has no 
word that you can associate with it because it is a new thought 
being experienced, a new emotion, an immense feeling that moves 
you in a profound yet quiet manner. Knowingness will come to 
you as pure feeling: unannounced, unidentified, nameless emotion. 

Most who seek enlightenment think that it will come in the 
form of words. But if what you understand can be described by 
words, you have felt it all before. If it can’t, and you are simply 
feeling, what you are feeling is genius; it is brilliance; it is indeed 
unlimited thinking. All the things you have wanted to understand 
do not have words; they have emotion and vision. And when the 
knowingness comes, you will be speechless with feelings. 

The art of limiting thought is associating words with it. A 
master explains nothing; he only knows it. To explain it means he 
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must limit himself. When you get to the point that you simply 
know — without having to justify or explain your 
knowingness — then you are indeed the master of your kingdom. 
Then you are in absolute knowingness. 

What happens to the feeling of upliftment experienced from 
higher frequency thoughts? It is captivated in your soul, which 
forever holds it there in memory. Your soul permits the memory 
of unlimited thoughts to occur through emotion, feeling. Thus it 
captivates your knowingness for all times, so that what you have 
allowed yourself to receive can be reached over and over again. 

The other wonderful thing that happens to that feeling of 
upliftment is that your soul emanates it through your auric field 
into consciousness flow, which not only lifts the density of 
consciousness but draws into your life a situation that will produce 
the same feeling. Why? So the thought can be completely understood 
through experience. When the higher frequency thought is 
thoroughly understood, it is recorded in your soul as wisdom. The 
wisdom means that the knowingness has become solidified within 
you as an absolute. The wisdom not only elevates the frequency 
level of the soul — which will cause your life to conform to its 
greater emotional being — but it also further activates the pituitary 
to allow the brain to receive and reason with even greater, higher 
frequency thoughts, and on and on and on. 

As your pituitary begins to flower, things change in your 
life in ways you would never have thought possible. Everything 
you think, you feel with great emotion. As the knowingness you 
feel inside works its way into a creative form, you begin to see 
your thoughts manifesting quicker and quicker. Your love, 
understanding, and compassion are enhanced. And entities fall 
away from your life because you have risen to a different 
understanding. Yet in their place, others of like thinking are 
drawn to you. 

Soon, as brilliance, creativity, and knowingness intensify 
within you, you begin to know and feel things that you haven’t 
felt or known before. You are able to look upon another entity 
and feel that entity within your being. From your thoughts, you 
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are able to know of your days to come. 

You think a psychic is a rare entity? That is only because 
you think like social consciousness, and social consciousness does 
not think that those great abilities could be really rather normal. 
Everyone is psychic. When you allow yourself to know, you know 
everything, for knowingness — uninhibited by the illusions of 
social consciousness — removes the veil from your eyes so that 
you can see other dimensions. It removes the blocks from your 
ears so you can hear the music of all life vibrating in harmony 
with itself. And how do you make it happen? By desiring it. 

The more you desire unlimitedness and the more you 
embrace and feel the thoughts that come forth, the more the 
pituitary secretes its hormone and the wider its mouth becomes. 
The more you desire to love what you are and to live in 
knowingness, the more your brain is opened up by the God that 
surrounds your being, greater and greater and greater. Then you 
become more than your body. You become that which holds 
you together. 

The pituitary is indeed the door to God. The more you 
allow unlimited thoughts into your brain, the more it opens. The 
more it opens, the more you will know. And whatever you know, 
you will become. 

The flower is emanating a thought frequency. At the same 
moment the rug is emanating a thought frequency. When you 
have the ability to pick up all thought frequencies, you can 
become whatever finished frequency you choose. Then you have 
the absolute freedom to become the wind or anything else that 
you wish. 

Soon the whole of the pituitary system is in full bloom 
and the whole of your brain is activated. Then all that the 
pituitary has had within its spiritual embodiment is given to the 
full mind, and the mind can never go back to a limited state. 
Once the flower begins to open, it never closes again; it is open 
for all times. 

When your brain is completely activated, your point in reality 
becomes vacillating. That is why though you are here, you can be 
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on the seventh level; though you are on the seventh level, you can 
be in the Pleiades; though you are in the Pleiades, you can be at a 
friend’s side. 

When your pituitary is in full bloom, you cease to die; 
you cease to grow old. Whatever you tell your body to do, it 
will do. You can tell the body to quicken its vibratory frequency 
and it will elevate itself into another dimension. That is how 
powerful your brain is. You can even resurrect your body from 
the dead. When you are that powerful, you are wearing the 
divine crown of God. And when you are pure God, which is 
pure life, then you are forever. Then you are everything. That 
is the grandest heaven. 

So the great seventh seal has crowned itself, and the whole 
of your mind is awakened and the whole embrace of 
knowingness is allowed through your beautiful receiver. The 
more you know and the more your body experiences that 
frequency, the faster the body vibrates until it becomes lighter 
and lighter and lighter. Then one day when all life you have 
loved and embraced — and the soul is complete in the 
experiences here — that same knowingness and that same 
vibration will increase itself a millionfold, and it will take the 
body into invisibility and away from this place. Then you are 
off the wheel of life after life. 

You are a creature of three dimensions — Spirit, soul, and 
ego — expressing on a plane of density. And only with three 
dimensions can you realize forever. Address the Lord God of 
your being. It will hear you. When you do, it is a lord, a God, a 
master who speaks. When you tell it to remember, it will remember. 
When you tell it to be greater, it will be greater. And when you 
desire from the Lord God of your being to possess unlimited 
understanding, it will open up your mind to allow greater 
frequencies of thought to be felt in the body for knowingness. 
That is all you have to do. That is commanding it to do so, and 
the ductless glands obey. And when feelings come forth that 
electrify your being into a greater understanding, give thanks to 
the God within you for it being so simple. 
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How can you be more understanding of all that is? Know 
that you are. How you think and speak determines how much you 
allow yourself to know. Do not say, “I hope to know more,” for 
then you never will. And do not say, “I will try to know more,” 
for trying has never accomplished. And do not say, “I seek to 
know more,” for seeking never finds. Say, “From the Lord God 
of my being, I now know all there is to know in this moment. So 
be it,” and await the answers. Whether or not you realize at that 
moment what you desire to know, saying “I know” opens the 
door for that realization to occur. That is all you have to say, and 
the knowledge will come forth. 

How you limit your creativity and your life is by saying you 
do not know or by doubting the knowingness that comes to you. 
The worst abomination is the phrase, “I don’t know.” Remember, 
you are the lawgiver, and what you think and then speak is the 
law. If you say, “I don’t know,” you won't. If you say, “I can never,” 
you never will. If you say, “I am not worthy of my Father’s love,” 
you will never receive it. If you speak this way, it means you must 
think this way. And if you think this way, the feeling of that 
thought registers in your soul, and your soul manifests the reality 
that fulfills your thought processes. 

You are like a computer. Each day you compute into your 
knowledge “doubts.” You compute into your knowledge “lacking.” 
You compute into your knowledge, indeed, not knowing, You are 
the robber of your own kingdom, for you who know only doubt 
and limitation have robbed the very life force from yourself by 
how you think and speak. 

I tell you, you have the ability to know all there is and ever 
will be. The door that opens you up to that knowledge is simply 
to say, “I know,” and the realization of it will soon follow. It may 
be moments or days, but it will come. It always does, for the 
word “knowing” is absolute, and it brings your desire into 
absoluteness. The thought of knowing, felt within your soul, 
manifests within your being to open your pituitary to permit 
greater thoughts to be received. Knowing is the door that allows 
the river of thought to flow into you in an unlimited flow. 
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Now knowingness is not belief. Belief is conjectural; 
knowingness is absolute. The only thing that brings on 
knowingness is knowing, When you believe in something, the soul 
understands the word believe to really mean that someone — or 
even your own self — is assailing you to convince you of a truth 
that you have no awareness or certainty of, for that truth has not 
become an experienced reality. 

I do not ask you to believe in anything. I want you to know. 
To be enlightened is to know, without doubt, belief, faith, or hope. 
All of those things are conjectural. As long as you believe or have 
faith in anything, it never will be. Knowing makes it absolute, 
which brings what is known into manifestation. Through the 
manifestation of the realized thought into an experience, the 
understanding will occur to you. Then it is a part of your being 
and not something you must convince yourself of. 

Absolute knowing is the creator of the whole of your 
kingdom. To be in all-knowingness, simply say, “I know.” Don’t 
ever doubt or be hesitant. Know, absolutely. Every moment you 
say, “I know,” that is a thought of certainty felt within your being, 
which permits the space for that knowingness to occur. Genius 
occurs when you open the door of knowingness so that greater 
thoughts can come forth into a creative form. 

If you will say steadfastly, “From the Lord God of my being, 
I now know the answer to this and am in a state of receivership 
for it. So be it,” that calls forth the knowingness into a resolve. 
Though the realization may not be there at the moment, the door 
stands wide open for it to be realized in an experience from which 
wisdom will be gained. Your being will quickly adjust itself to 
become what the knowingness now is. You do not have to work 
toward that accomplishment. You do not have to strive or search 
or struggle for it. You do not have to go through chants or rituals 
to obtain it. Simply know. By knowing, you are in a state of 
receivership for the awareness of it. 

How do you quicken the manifestation of your desires? By 
knowing, Knowing is the door that allows the kingdom of heaven 
to display its abundance within the kingdom of self. Knowing 
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that a desire, whatever it is, is already fulfilled amplifies the thought 
of your desire, sends it through your auric field into consciousness 
flow, and manifests your desire so that you may stand in 
receivership of its completion. 

The truth is, all things are already yours. When you know 
they are, then they are made available to you. You must understand 
that the principal giver of all that you need is you and your ability 
to receive what you want. The way to receive your desires is simply 
to know what you want and know you are worthy of getting it. 
Knowingness is the truth; it is the giver; it is your future. When 
you speak, know it is. Whatever you want, you may have by simply 
knowing that you are the lawgiver and that whatever you know 
and speak must be. That is called the law of one. 

I tell you, you know all there is to know and you may have 
all you desire. In this moment of knowing, you simply have not 
realized that truth. Knowing opens the door to that realization. 
It activates another part of your brain so the thought can become 
a manifested reality. Then when the experience of your unlimited 
thinking has indeed come to pass, that solidifies in the ego part 
of your brain the realization that knowing does work, which 
gives you the strength to go a step further into even more 
unlimited thinking. 

If I could take all of your words away and give you but a 
sparse few, they would be: I now know. I am absolute. I am 
complete. I am God. I Am. If there were no other words but 
those, you would no longer be limited to this plane. 

How much greater is it for you to know than to assume or 
believe? How much greater is it for you to know than to be a 
maybe? How much greater is it for you to know than not to 
know? It takes the same thought processes, the same energy, 
the same facial expression and bodily movement to know as it 
does to not know. 

Know. Simply know. “I know this will occur. I know I am 
God. I know I am happy. I know I am.” Know, know, know. That 
is all it takes. Always know. If you say you don’t or you can’t, you 
never will. Say you now know. Then you will know everything. 
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Do you know the difference between you and me? I know 
Iam an unlimited God, and you don’t. That is the only difference. 
I know I am, and you have yet to realize you are. Your society 
says you aren’t, but what do they know? They bury themselves 
every day. 

Why have you obstructed your knowingness? Because in 
your endeavor to understand thought in the form called matter, 
your thought processes became so caught up in the realities of 
matter that you altered your whole perception of life. You see, 
matter is a level of thought that is created by altering thought to 
its greatest extent. It is created by lowering thought into light, 
into electrum, and then dividing the electrum into parts that have 
negative and positive values. So every time you relate to God in 
the form of matter, you are perceiving and understanding thought 
according to divisions or polarities rather than the purity and the 
undivided Isness that it is. The more you are focused in matter 
and oriented to survival, the more you see life in terms of polar 
dimensions: up/down, near/far, fast/slow, light/dark, big/little, 
hot/cold, good/bad, positive/negative. 

To go back to the Isness of pure thought, you must master 
the altered ego, the reasoning portion of your brain that is oriented 
to living and surviving in matter. The altered ego is that which 
perceives according to the illusions of time, distance, and 
separateness. It is that which perceives in terms of survival and 
acceptance, It is that which divides and judges pure thought. 

A pure thought can come to any of you, but quickly you 
ascertain whether it is right or wrong for you, should you or should 
you not do it, is it possible or impossible, real or imagined, 
reasonable or unreasonable. Every time you judge your thought 
by dividing it to where it has a positive and a negative, you have 
altered it into a lower frequency value. Knowingness does not 
judge anything. When you know, you never ponder if a thought is 
true or correct. All thoughts are true and correct. Knowing does 
not weigh or value thought. Knowing allows thought to be an 
Isness. It allows your thought processes to be without interruption 
or interception. 
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To see another plane, to hear a finer sound, to become lighter 
than your weight, all you need is to know that they are realities 
and allow that knowingness to be experienced in your body. That 
is all you have to do. If you do not believe they are real, not 
believing is a judgment that keeps your brain from becoming 
greater. Thus all of that knowingness that is coming through your 
Spirit every moment bounces off your brain and is sent back to 
the mind of the Father. Then all you will ever receive is what 
keeps you secure on this plane and limited to it. 

When you desire from the Lord God of your being to 
possess unlimited knowingness, you must allow all thoughts to 
enter your brain consciousness — unaltered by judgments — so 
that they can be fully experienced in your body. Through that 
conscious allowing by the altered ego, which gives credence to 
your desire, the pituitary activates another part of your brain to 
receive unlimited understanding. 

What has enabled you to receive a thought of creativity out 
of the blue when you wanted it? You merely allowed its entrance 
into your knowingness. That is all you did. It was there all along, 
waiting for you to ask for it and allow it to enter your receiver. 
That is all it takes. And the less your thought processes are caught 
up in judgments and altered thinking, the easier it is for the 
thoughts of superconsciousness to enter your brain receiving unit. 

Learn to see yourself and life through the eyes of Isness, 
When you behold a flower, do not say it is ugly or beautiful. That 
is a judgment that has altered the thought of the flower. What is 
pure is the thought “flower.” When you look at the flower and 
you see it as flower, light, life, Isness, then you are allowing 
yourself to receive the purity and the Isness of the thought, which 
sends a higher frequency electrum to be felt throughout your body. 
Then you think as a Christ thinks, for you see all things as an 
equality and an Isness. Each time you do not limit and judge your 
experiences, you permit your brain to be activated to receive the 
unlimited thoughts that go beyond your everyday existence. 

Never judge the thoughts you receive. Do not think of 
something as being positive, for how could it be positive without 
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saying that there is also negative? If you say, “This is good,” that 
means that some things are bad. When you tender yourself, love 
yourself, do not say you are beautiful or lovely; say you are God. 
When you do something with your neighbor, do not say it is good; 
say it is God. That means that it is, that it is simply a pure and 
virtuous experience of life. 

When you look upon other entities in the expression of their 
lives, never see them as other than an Isness. If you judge their 
expression as being good or bad, positive or negative, you create in 
yourself a perception of alteredness, And whatever you perceive, 
you will become, for that thought will register as a feeling within 
your being. Thus you victimize your own self because you — not 
they — experience the effects of your judgment. And that feeling 
recorded in your soul sets up a precedent by which you will continue 
to judge your own actions and your own being. 

When you condemn another for something, you are only 
condemning aspects of yourself seen within them. That is why 
they are so easy to identify. That is why your attention is drawn to 
those aspects. The other entity has served merely as a mirror of 
your own inner judgments, a tool for you to reconcile judgments 
of yourself that you have accepted from others. 

When you look upon others, see them as an Isness and in 
what is termed an evenness. If they are being cruel or hateful to 
another, to say they are cruel or hateful is a truth, for that is 
indeed how they are expressing. That is their experience of Isness. 
To say they are bad or wrong or evil in that expression is a 
judgment, which becomes wholly your experience, alteredness. 

No one is worth judging. No color of skin, no action, no 
anything is worth altering yourself out of a state of God, of 
Isness. Whoever they are, however they are expressing, love them 
for the God within them that allows them to be that way. Simply 
by virtue of their being, they are to be loved. The fact that they 
exist is greater than anything they will ever do. Love them for 
being, for as long as they are, it is a certainty that you will be. If 
you love them regardless of who they are and let that love just 
be, then you will always be pure in your being. 
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Now what is the easiest way to remove judgments from your 
thought processes? By becoming aware of your feelings and the 
thoughts that gave birth to them. Simply through that awareness 
will you teach yourself to be more refined in your thinking. 

When you feel unhappy, sad, angry, fearful, harried, 
separate — or any other feeling that you do not like — examine 
your thinking, You will soon see the connection between your 
altered thinking — judging yourself or others, or seeing life in 
facets or dimensions — and your displeasing emotions. And 
soon, as you tire of these feelings, you will begin to refine your 
thinking to remove the judgments that separate you from life. 
As you do, and as you allow more and more unlimited thoughts 
to be experienced in your being, you will also begin to see a 
connection between your unlimited thinking and the feelings 
of peace, joy, harmony, and lightness in the bodily movement. 
And never judge yourself for issuing forth judgments. Have 
mercy on yourself and simply allow the awareness of your 
thoughts and feelings to teach you, for I assure you they will. 

Of all the words ever created, there is one that most fits 
this teaching, and that is called being, being. And what does that 
mean? It means allowing yourself to be however you are and 
wholly loving yourself for being that. It is feeling whatever you 
are feeling and living that emotion. Being 1s living wholly in the 
moment because you know that the Now is all there is. It is doing 
whatever you want to do, living the adventure that your soul urges 
you to pursue. 

What is the reason for being? When you live that way, you 
never judge yourself or others or the thoughts that occur to 
you. Then there is neither right nor wrong, possible nor 
impossible, perfection nor imperfection, positive nor negative. 
There is no longer the illusion of time which does not permit 
you to feel and savor the beauty of the moment. When you are 
in a state of being, there is only the Isness of life and the 
ongoingness of the Now. 

In a state of being, your thoughts no longer dally in the 
past or future, preoccupied with guilt and remorse, musts and 
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shoulds. In being, you do not hold to any particular truth but are 
the reviewer of all truths. You see all truths as an Isness and 
allow each to be explored to determine if it is workable in your 
state of being. When you live that way, then all thoughts that 
come to you are pondered and, through your brain, understood 
in your body as feelings, which allows more knowing, more 
thought, more Isness to come forth. 

When you simply are, you are in alignment with the Isness 
of all things. And through that alignment, you may have anything 
you desire, and you have to do nothing except be. The God of 
your being will draw to you whatever you think, whatever you 
desire, and it will come. Those who busy themselves by trying to 
do every outward principle make a little mockery of the inward 
one. In being, you already have and are everything. 

When you simply are, and you allow yourself to receive all 
thoughts, then you can hear the voice of God. Then everything 
you ever wanted to know you may know in the twinkling of an 
eye. When you do not judge your thoughts but allow them to 
manifest as emotion within your soul, you are living as an unlimited 
God merely by being open to the Isness and all that it is. Then 
you become a pure channel of your own God self and you come 
closer to the pure simplicity of the mind of God. 

Learn to live by knowing and allowing. Then you have 
mastered the altered ego. Then you have mastered the seventh 
level, the seventh seal, the seventh heaven, for on the seventh 
there is no judgment; there is only the ongoing Isness of life. 
Once you have mastered judgment, you have mastered the totality 
of this plane and can leave whenever you desire. 

Unless you have the ability in this moment to clone for 
yourself another body — which you are capable of doing when 
your brain is fully functional — don’t be in such a hurry to destroy it. 

Love your body. Be kind to it; nourish it; tender it. It is the 
pure instrument of expression that allows you to experience life 
on this plane. Become unlimited in your thought processes but 
also take care of the vehicle that allows you to do that. 

If you are a woman, be a woman; if a man, be a man. Love 
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what you are. Never abuse your body. Never deface or defile it. 
Do not make it do things it was not designed to do. 

Look upon the grandeur of your being. Hold yourself divine. 
Clothe yourself in what is the finest against your skin. Anoint 
yourself. Perfume yourself. Feed yourself only what your body 
wants. If you listen to it, it will tell you what it needs in order to 
nourish itself. 

Never put into your body that which is harmful, which you 
know is harmful. Anything that causes the lack of oxygen flow to 
your brain causes the cells to perish in great numbers and they 
will never be again, for the brain lacks the ability to reproduce its 
cells. When your brain cells are destroyed, then you lessen your 
ability to transfer thought into a realized emotion in your body. 
Though you can contemplate the thought, it is a no-thing to you. 
That is when joy ceases, for how can you be joyous over a thought 
unless you can become it through the feeling of it? 

When you are unable to feel, you are unable to register 
knowingness on this plane. That is the harm you do to your 
brain when you partake of what you term your weed or drugs 
that cause illusions to occur. Each time you partake of these 
things, they remove oxygen from your brain. It is the dying of 
your brain that causes what you term the high that you feel. 
That is why it occurs. Each time you do this, you restrict your 
ability to know. And there will come a time when you cannot 
weep or laugh, for there is no longer anything strong enough to 
create emotion within your being. 

To experience all-knowingness — where you can weep over 
the opening of a flower or wait for the sun to come up and know 
every bit of its splendor — is to have the ability to know, to 
compute thought into feeling. That is called ecstasy. That is a 
good high, as you term it. 

That which has loved you since before time began — who 
has been with you in every life you have ever lived, who is the 
only entity that will be with you in the death of your body or the 
ascension of it — is you. You are the only one who loves you 
steadfastly enough to go through all the things you have gone 
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through. When you embrace and love yourself and allow that 
love to be your standard, you will transcend the social 
consciousness of man into the all-consciousness of God, for what 
you are goes beyond beauty. It goes beyond perfection. It goes 
beyond the containment of laws and dogma and social standards. 
It goes into destiny, into the fulfillment of self, which is the 
fulfillment of God. That is the only thing that is important in the 
eyes of the Isness of life. 

You are all that you think you are and all that you allow 
yourself to know. Know that the Father, that is all things, is that 
which you are, and through that knowingness will you know and 
become all that is. 

Know that there is no end to anything and there is no 
absoluteness to anything, Everything is in the moment and there 
is always more to come. To unlimit your thinking is simply to 
know that there is greater truth, and there is even greater truth 
than that. Know that, and it will occur to you according to your 
state of receivership. 

Never allow yourself to be enslaved or intimidated. There 
is always a way, and a better way. ICnow that, and allow the thoughts 
to come to you that will light your path to joy. 

Face your limitations. Embrace them. Master them. Do away 
with all the things in your life that keep you from knowing the 
totality of God. Relinquish guilt and judgment so you can alow 
knowingness, answers, and joy to come forth. 

Face your fears and allow yourself to unmask their illusion. 
Know that you are forever and that there is nothing in the 
unknown that can ever keep you from happiness and joy. Do away 
with the fear that inhibits you from knowing something greater 
than what you are experiencing on this plane. Why, you even think 
those who come here from afar are scary. Your brothers in great 
aeroships have incredible beauty. Do away with fear so that you 
have the ability to befriend another time, another space, another 
entity from another dimension. 

In striving to become greater, if you look upon this plane 
to find a greaterness to become, all you will ever become is what 
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is on this plane. To go beyond the limited thinking of man is to 
contemplate that perhaps there is something as yet unseen that ts 
more vast in its understanding. 

Be open to truth, regardless of its source, and let your 
feelings be your guide. The wise man, even be he blind, knows 
within his soul what feels right. Truth is even in the blade of 
grass that you tread upon. It is in the laughter of a child. It is in 
the eyes of a beggar. It is in all places and all things, in all peoples 
and all moments. He who does not know this does not know 
God, for God is everything that is. And not one blade of grass, 
not one whisper of a moment can separate itself from the Source 
of all that is. Learn to be wise. Listen to truth, whatever form it 
comes in, and know that you are worthy of receiving it. 

He who knows that the kingdom of heaven lies within 
him is a wise entity. With your capacity to think any thought 
and feel it within your soul, you possess within you the keys to 
the kingdom of heaven, the treasure of emotion. Learn to feel. 
To know God completely is to feel every thought completely 
until every thought that God is, is felt within the core of your 
being, the soul of your being. 

Don’t overwhelm yourself by wanting the totality of your 
brain to open all at once. Have it open up thought by thought, 
experience by experience, so that each thought will solidify in you. 

Above all, allow yourself to be, for in being you are 
everything. When you are simply the Isness of yourself, the I- 
Am principle, then you are in alignment with the whole of life. 
Then you have transformed the alienation of yourself as man 
into oneness with God.

And from every experience in all 
of your lives, you have gained knowledge, wisdom.

In your adventures into the exploration of thought, you 
have chosen to express through the cellular form called humanity 
so that you could learn all there is to learn of the human 
experience, of God living in the limited form called matter. This 
experience is necessary for the complete understanding of God, 
for how can you understand unlimitedness until you experience 
and understand limitedness? How can you understand the totality 
of yourself, God that you are, until you experience and embrace 
the totality of what God is, from the wild expanse of pure thought, 
all the way to the restrictiveness of matter? How can you 
understand joy, freedom, and foreverness until you experience 
sotrow, limitation, and the illusion of death? 

Though you play out your games and illusions with great 
and terrible seriousness, all they are really there for is to teach 
you, to expand you, to enlighten you, to help you understand 
you. This life is simply a platform upon which your games can 
be played and your illusions experienced for the greatest prize 
of life called wisdom.

You take what you are, all the 
emotions gained from your journey into the principle called life. 
Emotion is what life is all about. 

All that mankind has learned through the tyranny and 
restrictiveness of religious and governmental rule — through the 
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separation and debasement of the races, through the separation 
of men from women and brother from brother — has been 
realized through the demeaning of God in what is perhaps the 
lowest ebb ever. Yet you never would have known what it felt like 
to overtake another in battle, to deny another’s freedom, to 
degrade women and make them less than men, unless you had 
experienced all of those things. You never would have emotionally 
known those things unless you had first become the creator who 
dreamed them into a reality and then purposefully lived the dream. 
Yet in living it life after life and moment to moment, it has become 
such a steadfast reality that most have become neurotic, insecure, 
and utterly lost in the dream.

You are indeed far greater 
than that. 

Why do I love you so deeply? For what you are, I am also.

The I Am that I am is love that transcends the common expression 
here, for it has no conditions or musts. I love you simply for who 
you are, for who you are — however you express — is the Father 
that I love greatly. 

Now I desire to speak to you about what you perceive to be 
your wrongs and failings. 

Man’s creation of right and wrong, perfect and imperfect, 
has also created the entrapments called guilt and remorse, which 
have made it ever so difficult to progress in life.

Then when the 
experience is finished and the emotions from it have subsided, 
the experience gained you a grander treasure than all the gold 
upon your plane. It advanced you into wisdom, which is indicative 
of your soul saying you never have to experience that again, for 
you have gained all the understanding from it. Then your soul 
will take on another hunger, and you will be propelled to do other 
things because you need to, you want to, because the fire within 
you presses you to experience all life. 

Now do you think you ever set about to experience something, 
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knowing that it was wrong for you or that you would fail? No. You 
have always embarked upon every adventure with great curiosity, 
interest, and delight. Even though at the outset the outcome was a 
little unknown, you undertook it simply because you hadn’t done it 
before. The experience was new and exciting and you wanted to 
learn from it. And though pain may have been experienced in the 
adventure, it helped you to understand the emotion called pain, 
which added to your understanding of life. So that experience was 
purposeful in your life. Then you embarked upon the next adventure 
that your soul urged you to experience for yet another adventure 
into emotion and understanding. And that brought you a happiness 
and fulfillment within your soul. 

Everything you do, the very moment you are doing it, you 
know within your soul that the experience is right for you. It is 
only after you have experienced the adventure and the feelings 
derived from it have settled into wisdom that you ascertain that 
perhaps you could have done it better or differently. But you never 
would have known there was a betterment until first you had 
embarked on the experience and procured from it the jewel of 
wisdom. Should anyone be judged for that? No, for that is called 
innocence and it is also called education. 

Failure is a reality only for those who believe it is. But no 


one truly fails at life — ever. In spite of each thing you have 
done — each wretched, despicable, secretive thing, which really 
is not — you are still alive, a miraculous occurrence. To fail 


would mean to stop. Yet nothing can ever stop, for life is 
ongoing; it advances every moment. So you can never stand still 
or go backward in life, for each moment of life’s ongoing 
expansion always brings on greater and greater understanding. 

You have never failed; you have always learned. How do 
you know what happiness is until you have been unhappy? How 
do you know what your goal is until you have approached it and 
found it to be a different color than you had envisioned it? 

You have never made a mistake — ever. You have never 
done anything wrong. What is there to feel guilty for? All of your 
wrongs, your failings, your errors, are what are called appropriately 
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steps to God, step by step. And to know all that you now know 
could only have been achieved by taking the steps. 

Never feel guilty about learning. Never feel guilty about 
wisdom. That is called enlightenment. You must understand that 
you have done what you needed to do; it was all necessary. And 
you made all the right choices, all of them. You are going to live 
tomorrow and indeed the blessed day thereafter, and on and on 
and on. And what you shall discover in those days is that you 
know more than you knew this day. Yet this day is not a mistake. 
It will lead you into forever. 

You have the option to create your dream however you 
choose, But however you create it, for your own purposeful 
understanding, you add to the whole of consciousness everywhere. 
You never take away from it; you can never take away from it. 
Every adventure you happily undertake adds to the fervor and 
intensity of life. Every thought you embrace, every illusion you 
experience, every discovery you make, every vile and wretched 
thing you do, broadens your understanding, which in turn feeds 
and broadens the consciousness of all mankind and expands the 
mind of God. 

If you think you have failed in life or done anything wrong, 
you lessen your ability to perceive your own inner and outer 
greatness and your importance to the whole of life. Never desire 
to remove any of your past — not any of it — because the friction 
from all your sublime and wretched experiences has produced 
within your soul the great and beauteous pearls of wisdom. That 
means you never again have to dream those dreams, create those 
games, or experience those experiences, for you have experienced 
them and know what they feel like and have the record of them 
in your soul — called feelings — the truest treasure of life. 

I am here to tell you that you are loved even beyond your 
understanding of love, for you have never been seen as anything 
other than a God struggling to understand itself. And from every 
experience in all of your lives, you have gained knowledge, wisdom. 
You have given to the world. You have added to the virtue of 
unfolding life. 
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Your life has been a wonderful spectacle of the fire that 
lives within you. It should be reviewed in reverence, holiness, 
divineness, for no matter what you do, you are always God.

And from there, the wonderment 
of life can be seen through clear eyes, love can be felt without 
judgment, and the joy of being can become the power of unlimited 
knowingness. 

Embrace your life. Know that you are divine and that the 
strength of your being is there because of all you have done. 
Cease the guilt. Cease the mockery of sadness in self. Cease 
burdening yourself. Cease placing the blame on everyone else. 
Take hold of it. It belongs to you. 

Now what happens when you have embraced all that you 
have judged, loved all you have despised, lived all of your 
illusions, pursued all of your dreams? You can look at others 
who are experiencing those things for their learning, and you 
can understand and have compassion for them. Then you can 
love them as the Father loves you, and you can allow them the 
virtue of their own life experiences. Then you become what 
you call a saint. 

How do you think you become saintly? Certainly not by 
abstaining from life, by hiding yourself in a cave or a temple and 
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burning incense, or sitting atop a tall mountain and contemplating 
God-knows-what. You become a saint only by living life — which 
the Father is — and experiencing it to the ultimate so that the 
virtue of wisdom culminates into an entity who can embrace the 
whole of mankind and love it. 

The only way to know and become God is to live and 
embrace life completely, to experience all situations, feel all 
emotions, do every sublime and wretched deed, so that your soul 
has the wisdom of all life within it. 

You never know what the king suffers until you are a king. 
And the king never knows the humbleness of his servant until he 
becomes a servant. And the pious woman knows not the hardships 
of the concubine until she is one. And the concubine knows not 
the judgment of the pious woman until she is one. Thus the path 
to a virtuous life is all-encompassing. It includes every character, 
every illusionary situation created within the consciousness of 
man. That is why the wisest, most noble entities have lived every 
situation created by the adventures of mankind. They have been 
the harlot and the priest, the guru and the farmer, the murderer 
and the murdered, the conqueror and the conquered, the child 
and the parent. 

You see, you only condemn in others what you cannot accept 
within yourself. If you have lived all situations and found peace 
with them, then it is easy to understand everyone and allow them 
to be, without judgment, because you have been them and you 
know that if you judge them, you are judging yourself. Then you 
have gained the virtue of true compassion, and the depths of 
love shall exist within your soul. Then you are indeed a Christ, 
for you understand, love, and forgive your beloved brothers in 
their limitations. 

To love the Father in his totality, to be his totality, is to love 
all that he is. And all that he is, is your beloved brothers all around 
you. No matter what they look like, they are God in their reality 
as you are God in yours. And when you have lived all of their 
glory, all of their struggles, all of their sorrow and joy, then you 
can embrace God seen in all people. Then you can love them. 
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That does not mean you must go out and teach them or succor 
unto them. Simply leave them alone and allow them to evolve 
according to their own needs and designs. There are those whose 
destiny is to be a warlord or a priest or a caller in the marketplace, 
because that is what they need and want to do. Who are you to 
take that from theme 

Everyone in this world, whether he is starving or crippled 
or a farmer or a king, has chosen his experience for the purpose 
of gaining from it. Only when he has learned from it and ts filled 
with it will he go on to yet another experience, which will bring 
forth yet greater understanding of his innermost self. 

When you become a master, you can walk into the murk 
and mire of limited consciousness and maintain your totality 
because you understand the teeming masses and why they are the 
way they are, because once you were that way. You will allow them 
the freedom to be limited — which is true love — because you 
know that that is the only way they can learn to have unlimited 
understanding and to love one another, which of course is to 
love themselves wholly. And when see you another face in the 
crowd — regardless of its color or cleanliness or appearance — you 
will look at the entity and see God in them because if you look 
closely enough, you will find God in everyone. Then you love as 
the Father loves. Then you see what he sees, not only in you but 
in everyone else. When you can look at everyone and see the beauty 
that they are, you are on your way to ascending from this plane 
into a grander space where there are many mansions. But the 
doors are closed to one who cannot wholly embrace himself and 
the God that lives in all life around him. 

When you put people back where they belong, in their 
godhead, and know that no matter what they are doing, they are 
living for the God within them — just as you are living for the 
God within you — then you can learn to love all people. Whatever 
their expression is, you can now for the first time in your existence 
truly love them, for your love is not governed or restrained by 
judgments. And that indeed is how a Christ — man who lives as 
God — is within his being. 
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What is your path in life? To always follow your feelings, to 
listen to the feelings within your soul and embark upon the 
adventures that your soul urges you to experience. Your soul, if 
you listen to it, will tell you what you need to experience. If you 
are feeling bored or have no desire to do something, it means you 
have already experienced it and have collected the wisdom from 
that adventure. But if you want to do something, that urging within 
your soul means you must have the experience, the virtue of it. 
If you abstain from it, you are only postponing the experience 
until another moment or another existence. 

Live the truth of what you feel inside and love who is feeling 
it. Understand that the feeling must be expressed and fulfilled. If 
you want to do any one thing, regardless of what it is, it would 
not be wise to go against that feeling, for there is an experience 
awaiting you and a grand adventure that will make your life sweeter. 
If you listen to your feelings, you will always be doing the right 
thing for the evolution of your beauteous self into profound 
wisdom. It is when you go against your feelings that you have 
sickness of the body, neurosis, and despair. 

Follow your heart, your dreams, your desires. Do what your 
soul calls you to do, whatever it is, and allow it to be finished. 
Then you will go on to another adventure. You will never be 
judged unless you accept the judgment of those around you. 
And if you accept their judgment, it is only your will to do so 
for the experience. 

There will come a time, whether in this life or in those that 
follow, when you have reached the point where you have no desire 
to do this or that but only to be. You no longer desire to curse or 
judge the harlot, the thief, the murderer, or the warring country 
for its deeds. You will have been all of those things and you will 
know how it feels to be the way they are. You are so complete in 
the experiences of this plane that no longer is there anything that 
you will be drawn back here to experience. Then you are off to 
new adventures on greater planes of being. 

When you contemplate what I have just told you, you will 
perceive and understand a value in yourself that is the purposeful 
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demonstration of the powerful God, the fire, the life that you 
are. You will also understand that whichever way you desire to 
direct yourself in life, that is the path for your enlightenment, 
and from every adventure along the way you will gain a greater 
perception of the mystery of yourself. You will come to love 
what you are and cherish it, burnish it, to where the light of your 
being can compete with the great Ra in your heavens, and the 
peace of your being can compete with midnight, when all is quiet 
on the land. You will never deny yourself ever again. You will 
never alter what you are. You will never judge what you are. You 
will allow what you are to be. 

When you love what you are, then you can say with grace, 
dignity, and humble strength, “The Father do I love greatly, for 
the Father and I are one. And I love what I am greatly, for the I 
Am that I am is the essence of all that is.” Then you are in harmony 
with the flow of life. You are a master who walks the plane. You 
are the arisen Christ, the awakened Christ. You are a light to the 
world. But you cannot become that until you love and embrace 
everything you have done and realize that it was all for the 
purposeful good of your life, because it has made you the 
magnificent entity that you are this day. 

I have given you a grand teaching in a grand sort of way, 
for it gets you off the hook from karma, sin, judgment, and 
retribution, for the Father is love. And the Father is without 
judgment. The Father is without good or bad. It is without 
positive and negative. The Father is simply the Isness that is. 
And that Isness encompasses all people, all deeds, all thoughts, 
all emotions, all things. If the Father could ever judge you, he 
certainly would be judging himself, for you and he are one and 
the same. 

So the love of God called life has always been given to you. 
Regardless of all your wretched experiences, the sun has still come 
up and danced across the heavens. The seasons have still come 
and gone. The wildfowl still fly to a northern sky. And the 
nighthawk still squawks as you close the shutters of your room. 
You see, it is in the ongoingness of those things where, if you 
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look, you will realize the forgiveness and foreverness that life has 
always bestowed upon you. 

Go from this audience with a light and loving heart, for 
your burdens, they have been taken from you. Your redemption, 
it is certain. Know that God loves you and always has, Know 
that you are not evil, nor are you good, Know that you are 
neither perfect nor imperfect, that you simply are. Expect the 
Father to be in your life, for he has always been there. And 
whenever you contemplate love, think of me, and from 
nowhere will come the wind.

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EPILOGUE 
Unique Significance of Ramtha’s Teachings 


The teachings of Ramtha are a unique science. It requires a 
very careful examination and consideration in order to grasp the 
full meaning and impact of its content. Ramtha’s teachings address 
the fundamental questions about human existence and the human 
person, about our origins and destiny, about the nature of life 
and death, the soul, good and evil, the world, our relationship to 
others, the nature of space, time, and the fabric of reality. 

The format in which Ramtha’s teachings are conveyed is 
intrinsic to the message itself. The teachings are not simply an 
intellectual dissertation on specific subjects or a mere intellectual 
analysis of them, nor are they a form of revealed truth that 
requires the blind allegiance of faith. Ramtha’s teachings are not 
a new religion nor are they the building blocks of a new church. 
His teachings are a system of thought that contains within its 
approach to reality the elements and mechanisms that allow the 
individual to engage Ramtha’s philosophy and verify and 
experience its content firsthand. In other words, this unique aspect 
of the teachings allows the philosophy, or the concepts of reality, to 
be experienced and become instead wisdom about the nature of reality. 

This particular quality of Ramtha’s system of thought 
resembles the initiations into sacred knowledge practiced by the 
ancient mystery schools of Greece, Egypt, and the Middle East 
as well as the ancient gnostic schools of the Middle East and 
Europe. It is important to note that this characteristic distinguishes 
Ramtha’s teachings from the traditional philosophical schools of 
the western world. 

What we find in the traditional western understanding of 
objective knowledge and truth is a fundamental assumption about 
the human person and the nature of reality. The traditional scientific 
method limits its range of attainable knowledge to phenomena that 
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can be observed and verified through the senses of the physical 
body. Anything outside this range is consigned to the realm of the 
paranormal, myth, and folklore. In other words, the nature of reality 
and the human person are nothing more than their physical nature 
and materiality. Sigmund Freud’s psychoanalysis and profile of the 
human psyche are a clear example of this trend. 

The physical body and the material world, in Ramtha’s 
thought, are only one aspect of the real world. In fact, they are 
only the product and effect of the real world constituted by 
consciousness and energy. The human person is best described 
as consciousness and energy creating the nature of reality. The 
physical world is only one of seven levels of expression of 
consciousness and energy. Ramtha uses the concept of the 
Observer from quantum physics to explain his concep. of 
consciousness and energy. He also uses the concept of God as 
creator and sovereign to describe the human person as 
consciousness and energy. 

It is easy for many sectors of society today to dismiss 
Ramtha’s teachings straightaway due to the highly unusual way in 
which they are conveyed. Unfortunately, it is an all-too-common 
response to attach a judgment to a message based on the form in 
which it is presented rather than on the content itself of what is 
being presented. Marketing, communications, and the techniques 
of publicity, selling, and advertising are sublime examples of this. 

The uncommon form in which Ramtha delivers his teachings 
is by no means arbitrary and superficial. He has pointed out 
explicitly the reasons behind such a format and explained that in 
order to grasp his message, it is important to become aware of 
the paradigms of thought, the roots of preconceived ideas, 
unconscious prejudices, and molds in which we normally perceive 
and evaluate reality. 

Ramtha’s teaching techniques often seek to challenge the 
individual as well as offer them the tools to become aware of 
those preconceived ideas that shape and set the boundaries in 
which we normally perceive reality. The purpose of this is to allow 
as a result the emergence of a broader perspective of mind which 
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would enable us to experience reality in a more meaningful, 
unlimited, conscious, and extraordinary way as well as to provide 
us with a greater spectrum of potentiality for our experience than 
was previously available to us. 

One of the more controversial aspects of Ramtha’s 
teachings is the form in which he chose to deliver his message. 
Ramtha in presenting his philosophy as the fruit of his own truth 
and personal experience makes the point that he himself is the 
embodiment of the philosophy, the living representation and 
manifestation of his thought. Thus he says that he is an immortal 
God, consciousness and energy, and that he lived once as a human 
being 35,000 years ago in the long-gone continent of Lemuria. 
He explains that in that lifetime he addressed the questions about 
human existence and the meaning of life, and that through his 
own observation, reflection, and contemplation he became 
enlightened and conquered himself, the physical world, and death. 
He has taught that he realized a way in which to take his body 
with him to a level of mind in which his true essence as 
consciousness and energy could remain fully conscious, be 
completely free and unlimited to experience any and all aspects 
of creation, and continue to make known the unknown. He refers 
to this process as his ascension. 

The fact that he is no longer limited by his physical body 
allows his consciousness and energy to interact with the physical 
world in other forms. He often refers to himself as being the wind 
pushing the clouds, for example, or as being the morning, or a 
stranger, or a beggar on the street observing civilizations come 
and go, or as anything that consciousness would dare to imagine. 

The form in which he communicates his teachings is through 
the phenomenon called channeling. In fact, it was Ramtha who 
made the term known before it became popular. He uses the body 
of JZ Knight to channel himself and teach his philosophy in person. 

A channel is different from a medium in that the channel is 
not the intermediary between the consciousness coming through 
them and the audience. The channel does not remain in a 
transfixed, altered state while channeling; rather they leave their 
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body completely and allow the consciousness coming through to 
have full faculty over all their bodily movements and functions. 
Ramtha, while being channeled through JZ Knight, has the ability 
to open his eyes, walk, dance, eat and drink, laugh, speak, converse, 
and teach his students personally. JZ Knight is the only channel 
he has chosen and uses to deliver his message. 

Ramtha’s choice to channel his message through a woman, 
rather than by using his own physical body, is making the statement 
that God and the divine are not the prerogative of men alone and 
that women are worthy expressions of the divine, capable of genius 
and of being God realized. It is also asserting that what is important 
in his philosophy is not the worshiping of the messenger or a face 
or an image — which caused the utter collapse of emerging streaks 
of enlightenment so many times in the past — but to listen to the 
message itself. It is also making the statement that the true essence 
of the human person is not limited to the physical body or a specific 
gender. The phenomenon of channeling is made possible therefore 
within the framework of Ramtha’s system of thought. In other 
words, channeling as it happens in the person of JZ Knight is 
possible only if Ramtha’s teachings and explanation of the nature 
of reality are true. 

The veracity of this phenomenon points to the truth of 
Ramtha’s message. This is an important point to consider because 
the advance of science has developed tests and equipment that 
can scrutinize this phenomenon and study it from a physiological, 
neurological, and psychological point of view. Scientific techniques 
now exist to study the phenomenon of channeling by JZ Knight 
and to rule out the possibility of fraud. These scientific studies 
actually took place in 1996 when a distinguished panel of twelve 
scholars — comprised of neuroscientists, psychologists, 
sociologists, and religious experts — studied JZ Knight before, 
during, and after channeling Ramtha during the course of a year. 

After they conducted their scientific research studies, using 
the latest technology and equipment available, they concluded 
that the readings taken from JZ Knight’s autonomic nervous 
system responses were so dramatic that they categorically ruled 
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out any possibility of conscious fakery, schizophrenia, or 
multiple-personality disorders. 

Ramtha goes to great lengths to make his whole audience 
move at the same pace of understanding. He insists continuously 
on the importance of the students articulating and explaining to 
each other each segment of the teaching. This ensures that the 
whole audience is grasping the teaching and allows Ramtha to 
more powerfully address the specific background and level of 
understanding of the people listening to him. Sometimes he 
engages the audience in deep philosophical contemplation of a 
specific subject and at other times he uses dramatization to 
empower his message. 

Once the philosophical aspect of the teaching has been given, 
Ramtha initiates the student into that knowledge so that it may be 
turned into personal experience and wisdom. These initiations take 
the form of various disciplines and techniques of his design where 
the student has the opportunity to engage the knowledge. Ramtha 
differs from other teachers in this aspect. He takes on the role of a 
Master Teacher and Hierophant, a teacher who has the power to 
manifest what he speaks and intends. This is an important aspect 
of the teachings that likens it to the gnostic, philosophical 
movement and the ancient mystery schools. Nevertheless, a close 
examination of Ramtha’s system of thought shows a clear 
distinctiveness in form and content from what is traditionally known 
as Gnosticism and the philosophy of the mystery schools. Ramtha 
himself does not refer to his system of thought in these terms; 
rather he calls it Ramtha’s School of Enlightenment, the 
Quintessential School of the Mind and Ancient Wisdom dedicated 
to the Great Work. The Great Work is the practical application of 
Ramtha’s teachings where the person has the opportunity to know 
itself and become enlightened. 

Ramtha redefines the language he uses to teach by coining 
new words. The meaning of these coined words becomes clear 
within the context of his teaching, and the particular teaching 
becomes clarified also by the use of such uncommon words. We 
have constructed a glossary of terms and concepts which Ramtha 
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uses in a qualified way to facilitate the correct interpretation of 
his teachings. We have also provided a detailed index to allow the 
reader to reference specific topics of interest covered in this book 
and to encourage the research study of this material. 

It is important for the reader to take account of these 
considerations when reading the teachings of Ramtha, for in some 
instances it may seem at first that his use of the English language 
is rather archaic or unrefined. Ramtha is very careful and thorough 
in the presentation of his thought. Everything he does — every 
term he uses — has a specific meaning, purpose, and is consistent 
with, and representative of, the totality of his message. 
Nevertheless, the only way to ensure that the message will be 
delivered and received in its pristine beauty and originality is when 
it is embraced by the reader as a true paradigm. Then it bears the 
fruits of truth and wisdom it promises. 

Ramtha’s teachings cover a vast amount of subjects, yet they 
all serve to expound the fundamental concepts of his own system 
of thought. On repeated occasions he emphasized that the totality 
of his message could be expressed in the statement, “You are God.” 
But how are we to interpret this statement? There are probably as 
many definitions of the term “God” as there are people on the 
Earth. In order to understand Ramtha’s teachings correctly, it is 
crucial that we become aware of both our own concept of God 
and how it stands in contrast with Ramtha’s own explanation and 
definition of God and the nature of reality. 

What is the essence of all things? What is their source? What 
is their nature? What is their destiny? Ramtha’s approach to these 
questions begins with his concept of the Void. The Void is the 
Source from which all that exists sprang. He describes the Void as 
“one vast nothing materially, yet all things potentially.” In the Void 
there ts nothing — neither movement nor action. Many 
philosophical approaches to the question of God, including the 
theologies of monotheistic religions, have conceived of God as an 
all-knowing, infinite, absolute, transcendent, and immutable being, 
In Ramtha’s system, the attributes of absoluteness, infinity, and 
immutability are characteristics of the Void. The Void is self-contained, 
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self-sufficient, in a state of rest, and of no need. Even though the 
Void is seen as an all-encompassing vastness, in its original state it 
contains no knowledge of itself, for knowledge is an action. 

The concept of God as creator, “first cause,” and “unmoved 
mover” that we find in Aristotle’s philosophy and Thomas 
Aquinas’ theology is described by Ramtha in terms of the Void 
contemplating itself and knowing itself. This act of contemplation 
represents a unique movement in the Void that produced a point 
of awareness and knowingness of itself. This point of awareness 
is referred to as Point Zero, the Observer, primary consciousness, 
consciousness and energy, and God. Point Zero carries the 
primordial intent to become aware, to make known and experience 
all that is unknown and ina state of potentiality within the vastness 
of the Void. This is the basis for evolution. The Void 
contemplating itself is the source and origin of the human person. 
Ramtha’s statement, “You are God,” refers to the person as the 
Observer, the embodiment of Point Zero, and creative 
consciousness and energy. 

Point Zero fulfilled its nature to make known the unknown 
and evolve by imitating the act of contemplation of the Void. 
In doing this, Point Zero produced a reference point of 
awareness that served as a mirror through which it could become 
aware of itself. Ramtha refers to this mirror consciousness as 
secondary consciousness. Point Zero rests in the bosom of the 
Void and has no limits to what it can know. The reflection 
between Point Zero and the mirror consciousness is what 
produces an environment, a tangible plane of existence in time 
and space. The Spirit is the dynamic aspect of Point Zero. It is 
the will or intent that desires to know and experience the 
unknown. The exploration of the potentials of the Void by 
Point Zero and the mirror consciousness is what produced 
seven levels of consciousness and, correspondingly, seven 
levels of time and space, or frequency. This journey and act 
of creation down seven levels of consciousness and energy 
are referred to as the journey of involution. The journey back 
to God and the Void is called the journey of evolution. The 
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soul is different from the Spirit. Ramtha speaks of the soul as the 
Book of Life. The soul is the recorder of all the experiences and 
the wisdom gained in the journey of involution and evolution. 
The predicament of the human being is expressed in terms 
of forgetfulness, amnesia, and ignorance of its origins and destiny. 
The traveler, or mirror consciousness, identified itself so much 
with the densest and slowest plane of existence that it forgot its 
own immortality and divinity. Human beings have become 
strangers to their true self, to the God that lives within us and is 
us. We forgot our true creative nature and instead searched for 
help and meaning and prayed for redemption to a divine source 
outside of ourselves. In doing this, humanity denies its own 
divinity and precludes any chance for liberation from its present 


condition. 
It is important to note that in Ramtha’s system of thought, 
the material world — the densest plane of existence — and the 


physical body are never regarded as evil, undesirable, or intrinsically 
bad. A dualistic interpretation of reality typically found in the 
gnostic traditions — emphasizing the struggle between good and 
evil, good and bad, light and darkness, sin and righteousness — is 
intrinsically excluded in Ramtha’s system of thought. What becomes 
an undesirable condition is to remain in a state of ignorance and 
denial as to our true nature and destiny. It is absurd to argue for 
our limitations when we are, as consciousness and energy, the ones 
who created them. 

The path to enlightenment is the journey of evolution back 
to Point Zero. In accomplishing this task, the person fulfills the 
mandate to make known the unknown and bring to the Void its 
experience to be turned into perennial wisdom. 

All of the techniques and disciplines of the Great Work 
designed and used by Ramtha to initiate his students into the 
teachings are modeled according to, and imitate in some way, the 
process of the Void contemplating itself, which gave birth to 
consciousness and energy, which in turn create the nature of reality. 

In conclusion, the four cornerstones of Ramtha’s philosophy 
are the concept of the Void, consciousness and energy creating 
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seven levels of reality, the statement, “You are God,” and the 
mandate to make known the unknown. There are many traces of 
Ramtha’s thought found in ancient traditions, although in most 
cases all that remains are faint echoes that have barely survived 
the passing of time and have lost their appropriate context for 
interpretation. Some of these traditions are the philosophies of 
the ancient Egyptians, the teachings of The Book of the Dead and 
Pharaoh Akhnaton, Buddha’s description of himself as the 
awakened, Socrates’ understanding of virtue and the immortality 
of the soul, Plato’s concept of universal forms, Yeshua ben 
Joseph’s life and teachings, the works of St. Thomas the Apostle, 
the Hymn of the Pearl, the hymn to the divine word in the Gospel 
according to John, Apollonius of Tyana, Origen, Quetzalcoatl, 
Mani, the Cathars and Albigenses, Francis of Assisi, the Jewish 
and Christian mystics, John of the Cross’s sketch of the Ascent of 
Mount Carmel, where the apex is placed at the top of the head of 
the human body, the works of art of various artists like 
Michelangelo and Leonardo da Vinci, the writings and mystical 
experiences of Theresa of Avila, the works of Fray Luis de Leon, 
the humanists of the Renaissance movement in Europe, the 
Rosicrucians, the masters of the Far East, and others. 

The teachings of Ramtha offer us a unique perspective from 
which to view the mystery of life. They offer us a framework in 
which the questions that have remained unanswered by 
philosophy, science, and religion find a new meaning. These 
teachings can broaden the scope of human experience far beyond 
the boundaries set by science and the various religions of the 
world to this day. Ramtha’s system of thought is neither a religion 
nor a philosophical interpretation of reality. It is the truth that 
was gained and verified by the experience of a member of the 
human race. In this sense it is Ramtha’s knowledge, Ramtha’s 
science. And now that the path has been trodden upon, the doors 
are open for those who desire to explore it and make their own 
journey into the unknown.

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Analogical. Being analogical means living in the Now. It is the creative 
moment and is outside of time, the past, and the emotions. 

Analogical mind. Analogical mind means one mind. It is the result of 
the alignment of primary consciousness and secondary consciousness, 
the Observer and the personality. The fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh 
seals of the body are opened in this state of mind. The bands spin in 
opposite directions, like a wheel within a wheel, creating a powerful 
vortex that allows the thoughts held in the frontal lobe to coagulate 
and manifest. 

Bands, the. The bands are the two sets of seven frequencies that 
surround the human body and hold it together. Each of the seven 
frequency layers of each band corresponds to the seven seals of seven 
levels of consciousness in the human body. The bands are the auric 
field that allow the processes of binary and analogical mind. 

Binary mind. This term means two minds. It is the mind produced by 
accessing the knowledge of the human personality and the physical 
body without accessing our deep subconscious mind. Binary mind 
relies solely on the knowledge, perception, and thought processes of 
the neocortex and the first three seals. The fourth, fifth, sixth, and 
seventh seals remain closed in this state of mind. 

Blue Body®. It is the body that belongs to the fourth plane of existence, 
the bridge consciousness, and the ultraviolet frequency band. The 
Blue Body® is the lord over the lightbody and the physical plane. 

Blue Body® Dance. It is a discipline taught by Ramtha in which the 
students lift their conscious awareness to the consciousness of the 
fourth plane. This discipline allows the Blue Body® to be accessed 
and the fourth seal to be opened. 

Blue Body® Healing. It is a discipline taught by Ramtha in which the 
students lift their conscious awareness to the consciousness of the 
fourth plane and the Blue Body® for the purpose of healing or 
changing the physical body.

GLOSSARY 


Blue webs. The blue webs represent the basic structure at a subtle 
level of the physical body. It is the invisible skeletal structure of the 
physical realm vibrating at the level of ultraviolet frequency. 

Body/mind consciousness. Body/mind consciousness is the 
consciousness that belongs to the physical plane and the human body. 

Book of Life. Ramtha refers to the soul as the Book of Life, where the 
whole journey of involution and evolution of each individual is 
recorded in the form of wisdom. 

C&E® = R. Consciousness and energy create the nature of reality. 

C&E®. Abbreviation of Consciousness & Energy™. This is the service 
mark of the fundamental discipline of manifestation and the raising 
of consciousness taught in Ramtha’s School of Enlightenment. 
Through this discipline the students learn to create an analogical 
state of mind, open up their higher seals, and create reality from 
the Void. A Beginning C&E® Workshop is the name of the 
introductory workshop for beginning students in which they learn 
the fundamental concepts and disciplines of Ramtha’s teachings. 
The teachings of the Beginning C&E® Workshop can be found in 
Ramtha, A Beginner's Guide to Creating Realty, 3rd ed. (Yelm: JZK 
Publishing, a division of JZK, Inc., 2004). 

Christwalk. The Christwalk is a discipline designed by Ramtha in which 
the student learns to walk very slowly being acutely aware. In this 
discipline the students learn to manifest, with each step they take, the 
mind of a Christ. 

Consciousness. Consciousness is the child who was born from the 
Void’s contemplation of itself. It is the essence and fabric of all being. 
Everything that exists originated in consciousness and manifested 
outwardly through its handmaiden energy. A stream of consciousness 
refers to the continuum of the mind of God. 

Consciousness and energy. Consciousness and energy are the 
dynamic force of creation and are inextricably combined. Everything 
that exists originated in consciousness and manifested through the 
modulation of its energy impact into mass. 

Disciplines of the Great Work. Ramtha’s School of Ancient Wisdom 
is dedicated to the Great Work. The disciplines of the Great Work 
practiced in Ramtha’s School of Enlightenment are all designed in 
their entirety by Ramtha. These practices are powerful initiations 
where the student has the opportunity to apply and experience 
firsthand the teachings of Ramtha. 
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Emotional body. The emotional body is the collection of past emotions, 
attitudes, and electrochemical patterns that make up the brain’s 
neuronet and define the human personality of an individual. Ramtha 
describes it as the seduction of the unenlightened. It is the reason for 
cyclical reincarnation, 

Emotions. An emotion is the physical, biochemical effect of an 
experience. Emotions belong to the past, for they are the expression 
of experiences that are already known and mapped in the 
neuropathways of the brain. 

Energy. Energy is the counterpart of consciousness. All consciousness 
carries with it a dynamic energy impact, radiation, or natural expression 
of itself. Likewise, all forms of energy carry with it a consciousness 
that defines it. 

Enlightenment. Enlightenment is the full realization of the human 
person, the attainment of immortality, and unlimited mind. It is the 
result of raising the kundalini energy sitting at the base of the spine 
to the seventh sea] that opens the dormant parts of the brain. When 
the energy penetrates the lower cerebellum and the midbrain, and the 
subconscious mind is opened, the individual experiences a blinding 
flash of light called enlightenment. 

Evolution. Evolution is the journey back home from the slowest levels 
of frequency and mass to the highest levels of consciousness and 
Point Zero. 

Fieldwork. Fieldwork™ is one of the fundamental) disciplines of 
Ramtha’s School of Enlightenment. The students are taught to create 
a symbol of something they want to know and experience and draw it 
on a paper card. These cards are placed with the blank side facing out 
on the fence rails of a large field. The students blindfold themselves 
and focus on their symbol, allowing their body to walk freely to find 
their card through the application of the law of consciousness and 
energy and analogical mind. 

Fifth plane. The fifth plane of existence is the plane of 
superconsciousness and x-ray frequency. It is also known as the Golden 
Plane or paradise. 

Fifth seal. This seal is the center of our spiritual body that connects us 
to the fifth plane. It is associated with the thyroid gland and with 
speaking and living the truth without dualism. 

First plane. It refers to the material or physical plane. It is the plane of 
the image consciousness and Hertzian frequency. It is the slowest 
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and densest form of coagulated consciousness and energy. 

First seal. The first seal is associated with the reproductive organs, 
sexuality, and survival. 

First three seals. The first three seals are the seals of sexuality, pain 
and suffering, and controlling power. These are the seals commonly 
at play in all of the complexities of the human drama. 

Fourth plane. The fourth plane of existence is the realm of the bridge 
consciousness and ultraviolet frequency. This plane is described as 
the plane of Shiva, the destroyer of the old and creator of the new. 
In this plane, energy is not yet split into positive and negative polarity. 
Any lasting changes or healing of the physical body must be changed 
first at the level of the fourth plane and the Blue Body®. This plane 
is also called the Blue Plane, or the plane of Shiva. 

Fourth seal. The fourth seal is associated with unconditional love 
and the thymus gland. When this seal is activated, a hormone is 
released that maintains the body in perfect health and stops the 
aging process. 

God. Ramtha’s teachings are an exposition of the statement, “You are 
God.” Humanity is described as the forgotten Gods, divine beings by 
nature who have forgotten their heritage and true identity. It is 
precisely this statement that represents Ramtha’s challenging message 
to our modern age, an age riddled with religious superstition and 
misconceptions about the divine and the true knowledge of wisdom. 

God within. It is the Observer, the great self, the primary consciousness, 
the Spirit, the God within the human person. 

God/man. The full realization of a human being. 

God/woman. The full realization of a human being. 

Gods. The Gods are technologically advanced beings from other star 
systems who came to Earth 455,000 years ago. These Gods 
manipulated the human race genetically, mixing and modifying our 
DNA with theirs. They are responsible for the evolution of the 
neocortex and used the human race as a subdued work force. Evidence 
of these events is recorded in the Sumerian tablets and artifacts. This 
term is also used to describe the true identity of humanity, the 
forgotten Gods. 

Golden body. It is the body that belongs to the fifth plane, 
superconsciousness, and x-ray frequency. 

Great Work. The Great Work is the practical application of the 
knowledge of the Schools of Ancient Wisdom. It refers to the 
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disciplines by which the human person becomes enlightened and is 
transmuted into an immortal, divine being. 

Hierophant. A hierophant is a master teacher who is able to manifest 
what they teach and initiate their students into such knowledge. 

Hyperconsciousness. Hyperconsciousness is the consciousness of the 
sixth plane and gamma ray frequency. 

Infinite Unknown. It is the frequency band of the seventh plane of 
existence and ultraconsciousness. 

Involution. Involution is the journey from Point Zero and the seventh 
plane to the slowest and densest levels of frequency and mass. 

JZ Knight. JZ Knight is the only person appointed by Ramtha to channel 
him. Ramtha refers to JZ as his beloved daughter. She was Ramaya, 
the eldest of the children given to Ramtha during his lifetime. 

Kundalini. Kundalini energy is the life force of a person that descends 
from the higher seals to the base of the spine at puberty. It is a large 
packet of energy reserved for human evolution, commonly pictured as 
a coiled serpent that sits at the base of the spine. This energy is different 
from the energy coming out of the first three seals responsible for 
sexuality, pain and suffering, power and victimization. It is commonly 
described as the sleeping serpent or the sleeping dragon. The journey 
of the kundalini energy to the crown of the head is called the journey 
of enlightenment. This journey takes place when this serpent wakes up 
and starts to split and dance around the spine, ionizing the spinal fluid 
and changing its molecular structure. This action causes the opening 
of the midbrain and the door to the subconscious mind. 

Life force. The life force is the Father/Mother, the Spirit, the breath 
of life within the person that is the platform from which the person 
creates its illusions, imagination, and dreams. 

Life review. It is the review of the previous incarnation that occurs 
when the person reaches the third plane after death. The person gets 
the opportunity to be the Observer, the actor, and the recipient of its 
own actions. The unresolved issues from that lifetime that emerge at 
the life or light review set the agenda for the next incarnation. 

Light, the. The light refers to the third plane of existence. 

Lightbody. It is the same as the radiant body. It is the body that belongs 
to the third plane of conscious awareness and the visible light 
frequency band. 

List, the. The List is the discipline taught by Ramtha where the student 
gets to write a list of items they desire to know and experience and 
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then Jearn to focus on it in an analogical state of consciousness. The 
List is the map used to design, change, and reprogram the neuronet 
of the person. It is the tool that helps to bring meaningful and lasting 
changes in the person and their reality. 

Make known the unknown. This phrase expresses the original divine 
mandate given to the Source consciousness to manifest and bring to 
conscious awareness all of the infinite potentials of the Void. This 
statement represents the basic intent that inspires the dynamic process 
of creation and evolution. 

Mind. Mind is the product of streams of consciousness and energy 
acting on the brain creating thought-forms, holographic segments, or 
neurosynaptic patterns called memory. The streams of consciousness 
and energy are what keep the brain alive. They are its power source. 
A person’s ability to think is what gives them a mind. 

Mind of God. The mind of God comprises the mind and wisdom of 
every lifeform that ever lived on any dimension, in any time, or that 
ever will live on any planet, any star, or region of space. 

Mirror consciousness. When Point Zero imitated the act of 
contemplation of the Void it created a mirror reflection of itself, a 
point of reference that made the exploration of the Void possible. It 
is called mirror consciousness or secondary consciousness. See Self. 

Monkey-mind. Monkey-mind refers to the flickering, swinging mind 
of the personality. 

Mother/ Father Principle. It is the source of all life, the Father, the 
eternal Mother, the Void. In Ramtha’s teachings, the Source and God 
the creator are not the same. God the creator is seen as Point Zero 
and primary consciousness but not as the Source, or the Void, itself. 

Name-field. The name-field is the name of the large field where the 
discipline of Fieldwork™ is practiced. 

Observer. It refers to the Observer responsible for collapsing the 
particle/wave of quantum mechanics. It represents the great self, the 
Spirit, primary consciousness, the God within the human person. 

Outrageous. Ramtha uses this word in a positive way to express 
something or someone who is extraordinary and unusual, unrestrained 
in action, and excessively bold or fierce. 

People, places, things, times, and events. These are the main areas 
of human experience to which the personality is emotionally attached. 
These areas represent the past of the human person and constitute 
the content of the emotional body. 
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Personality, the. See Emotional body. 

Plane of Bliss. It refers to the plane of rest where souls get to plan 
their next incarnations after their life reviews. It is also known as 
heaven and paradise where there is no suffering, no pain, no need or 
lack, and where every wish is immediately manifested. 

Plane of demonstration. The physical plane is also called the plane of 
demonstration. It is the plane where the person has the opportunity 
to demonstrate its creative potentiality in mass and witness 
consciousness in material form in order to expand its emotional 
understanding. 

Point Zero. It refers to the original point of awareness created by the 
Void through its act of contemplating itself. Point Zero is the original 
child of the Void, the birth of consciousness. 

Primary consciousness. It is the Observer, the great self, the God 
within the human person. 

Ram. Ram is a shorter version of the name Ramtha. Ramtha means the 
Father. 

Ramaya. Ramtha refers to JZ Knight as his beloved daughter. She was 
Ramaya, the first one to become Ramtha’s adopted child during his 
lifetime. Ramtha found Ramaya abandoned on the steppes of Russia. 
Many people gave their children to Ramtha during the march as a 
gesture of love and highest respect; these children were to be raised 
in the House of the Ram. His children grew to the great number of 
133 even though he never had offspring of his own blood. 

Ramtha (etymology). The name of Ramtha the Enlightened One, Lord 
of the Wind, means the Father. It also refers to the Ram who 
descended from the mountain on what is known as the terrible day 
of the Ram. “It is about that in all antiquity. And in ancient Egypt, 
there is an avenue dedicated to the Ram, the great conqueror. And 
they were wise enough to understand that whoever could walk down 
the avenue of the Ram could conquer the wind.” The word Aram, 
the name of Noah’s grandson, is formed from the Aramaic noun 
Araa — meaning earth, landmass — and the word Ramtha, meaning 
high. This Semitic name echoes Ramtha’s descent from the high 
mountain, which began the great march. 

Runner. A runner in Ramtha’s lifetime was responsible for bringing 
specific messages or information. A master teacher has the ability to 
send runners to other people that manifest their words or intent in 
the form of an experience or an event. 
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Second plane. It is the plane of existence of social consciousness and 
the infrared frequency band. It is associated with pain and suffering. 
This plane is the negative polarity of the third plane of visible light 
frequency. 

Second seal. This seal is the energy center of social consciousness and 
the infrared frequency band. It is associated with the experience of 
pain and suffering and is located in the lower abdominal area. 

Secondary consciousness. When Point Zero imitated the act of 
contemplation of the Void it created a mirror reflection of itself, a 
point of reference that made the exploration of the Void possible. 
It is called mirror consciousness or secondary consciousness. 
See Self. 

Self, the. The self is the true identity of the human person different 
from the personality. It is the transcendental aspect of the person. It 
refers to the secondary consciousness, the traveler in a journey of 
involution and evolution making known the unknown. 

Sending-and-receiving. Sending-and-receiving is the name of the 
discipline taught by Ramtha in which the student learns to access 
information using the faculties of the midbrain to the exclusion of 
sensory perception. This discipline develops the student’s psychic 
ability of telepathy and divination. 

Seven seals. The seven seals are powerful energy centers that 
constitute seven levels of consciousness in the human body. The 
bands are the way in which the physical body is held together 
according to these seals. In every human being there is energy 
spiraling out of the first three seals or centers. The energy pulsating 
out of the first three seals manifests itself respectively as sexuality, 
pain, or power. When the upper seals are unlocked, a higher level of 
awareness is activated. 

Seventh plane. The seventh plane is the plane of ultraconsciousness 
and the Infinite Unknown frequency band. This plane is where the 
journey of involution began. This plane was created by Point Zero 
when it imitated the act of contemplation of the Void and the mirror 
or secondary consciousness was created. A plane of existence or 
dimension of space and time exists between two points of 
consciousness. All the other planes were created by slowing down the 
time and frequency band of the seventh plane. 

Seventh seal. This seal is associated with the crown of the head, the 
pituitary gland, and the attainment of enlightenment. 
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Shiva. The Lord God Shiva represents the Lord of the Blue Plane and 
the Blue Body®. Shiva is not used in reference to a singular deity 
from Hinduism. It is rather the representation of a state of 
consciousness that belongs to the fourth plane, the ultraviolet 
frequency band, and the opening of the fourth seal. Shiva is neither 
male nor female. It is an androgynous being, for the energy of the 
fourth plane has not yet been split into positive and negative polarity. 
This is an important distinction from the traditional Hindu 
representation of Shiva as a male deity who has a wife. The tiger skin 
at its feet, the trident staff, and the sun and the moon at the level of 
the head represent the mastery of this body over the first three seals 
of consciousness. The kundalini energy is pictured as fiery energy 
shooting from the base of the spine through the head. This is another 
distinction from some Hindu representations of Shiva with the serpent 
energy coming out at the level of the fifth seal or throat. Another 
symbolic image of Shiva is the long threads of dark hair and an 
abundance of pearl necklaces, which represent its richness of 
experience owned into wisdom. The quiver and bow and arrows are 
the agent by which Shiva shoots its powerful will and destroys 
imperfection and creates the new. 

Sixth plane. The sixth plane is the realm of hyperconsciousness and 
the gamma ray frequency band. In this plane the awareness of being 
one with the whole of life is experienced. 

Sixth seal. This seal is associated with the pineal gland and the gamma 
ray frequency band. The reticular formation that filters and veils the 
knowingness of the subconscious mind is opened when this seal is 
activated. The opening of the brain refers to the opening of this seal 
and the activation of its consciousness and energy. 

Social consciousness. It is the consciousness of the second plane and 
the infrared frequency band. It is also called the image of the human 
personality and the mind of the first three seals. Social consciousness 
refers to the collective consciousness of human society. It is the 
collection of thoughts, assumptions, judgments, prejudices, laws, 
morality, values, attitudes, ideals, and emotions of the fraternity of 
the human race. 

Soul. Ramtha refers to the soul as the Book of Life, where the whole 
journey of involution and evolution of the individual is recorded in 
the form of wisdom. 

Subconscious mind. The seat of the subconscious mind is the lower 
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cerebellum or reptilian brain. This part of the brain has its own 
independent connections to the frontal lobe and the whole of the 
body and has the power to access the mind of God, the wisdom of 
the ages. 

Superconsciousness, This is the consciousness of the fifth plane and 
the x-ray frequency band. 

Tahumo. Tahumo is the discipline taught by Ramtha in which the 
student learns the ability to master the effects of the natural 
environment — cold and heat — on the human body. 

Tank field. It is the name of the large field with the labyrinth that is 
used for the discipline of The Tank®. 

Tank®, The. It is the name given to the labyrinth used as part of the 
disciplines of Ramtha’s School of Enlightenment. The students are 
taught to find the entry to this labyrinth blindfolded and move through 
it focusing on the Void without touching the walls or using the eyes 
or the senses. The objective of this discipline is to find, blindfolded, 
the center of the labyrinth or a room designated and representative 
of the Void. 

Third plane. This is the plane of conscious awareness and the visible 
light frequency band. It is also known as the light plane and the mental 
plane. When the energy of the Blue Plane is lowered down to this 
frequency band, it splits into positive and negative polarity. It is at 
this point that the soul splits into two, giving origin to the phenomenon 
of soulmates, 

Third seal. This seal is the energy center of conscious awareness and 
the visible light frequency band. It is associated with control, tyranny, 
victimization, and power. It is located in the region of the solar plexus. 

Thought. Thought is different from consciousness. The brain processes 
a stream of consciousness, modifying it into segments — holographic 
pictures — of neurological, electrical, and chemical prints called 
thoughts. Thoughts are the building blocks of mind. 

Twilight®. This term is used to describe the discipline taught by Ramtha 
in which the students learn to put their bodies in a catatonic state 
similar to deep sleep, yet retaining their conscious awareness. 

Twilight® Visualization Process. It is the process used to practice 
the discipline of the List or other visualization formats. 

Ultraconsciousness. It is the consciousness of the seventh plane and 
the Infinite Unknown frequency band. It is the consciousness of an 
ascended master. 
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Unknown God. The Unknown God was the single God of Ramtha’s 
ancestors, the Lemurians. The Unknown God also represents the 
forgotten divinity and divine origin of the human person. 

Upper four seals. The upper four seals are the fourth, fifth, sixth, and 
seventh seals. 

Void, the. The Void is defined as one vast nothing materially, yet all 
things potentially. See Mother/Father Principle. 

Yellow brain. The yellow brain is Ramtha’s name for the neocortex, 
the house of analytical and emotional thought. The reason why it is 
called the yellow brain is because the neocortices were colored yellow 
in the original two-dimensional, caricature-style drawing Ramtha used 
for his teaching on the function of the brain and its processes. He 
explained that the different aspects of the brain in this particular 
drawing are exaggerated and colorfully highlighted for the sake of 
study and understanding. This specific drawing became the standard 
tool used in all the subsequent teachings on the brain. 

Yeshua ben Joseph. Ramtha refers to Jesus Christ by the name Yeshua 
ben Joseph, following the Jewish traditions of that time.
